The UN has received such lavish and 
universal praise — for what, we are 
not too sure — that our leaders con¬ 
stantly try to outdo each other in ex¬ 
tolling and extending the scope, and 
power of this- international body. A few 
eyes were : recently, opened by - a test 
case in California. , 

California, attempting to- preserve it¬ 
self as a white, Christian state- and 
prevent Orientals from eventually- tak¬ 
ing it over, has-long had. legislation 
prohibiting the sale of land' to aliens. 
This has been within the right of the 
State- in ordering-its own affairs; How¬ 
ever, in a. recent test case, California 
Justice Emmet H. Wilson has ruled: 
"The United Nations Charter- -has be¬ 
come the supreme law of the land. 
The judges In every State shall be bound 
thereby, and anything in the Constitu¬ 
tion or laws of any State to the eim- 
Irary-are null, and void.” 

Many congressmen are now taking 
steps to check this growing UN men¬ 
ace to US federal and state rights. They 
see that their whole- constitution and 
system of government could be over¬ 
thrown and changed merely by sub¬ 
scribing to some UN "convention,” and 
even without the approval of Congress 
or any reference to the people;

This discriminatory and crippling 
price is riot dictated'by Canada, but 
by the- International Monetary Fund, 1 
which was- spawned at Bretton Woods" 
in■1944 by a- world-wide collection- of 
theorists, planners and “advisors:” This 
"international authority” has been, for 
the most part, readily accepted by even 
those- adversely affected. 1 Leaders- of. the- 
gold mining industry must-be-held" re- 
sponsible, for failure to investigate the 
background of these theorists and “ad¬ 
visors” who are responsible, for present’ 
policy.

State Department official, was' a key* 
figure- at the- Bretton Woods Confer¬ 
ence. Mr. Hiss, of course; is- now in" 
prison for his part-in the-Communist-

Canadian Old-Age Pensions 


.. Starting in January of next year 
every Canadian, seventy years of age, 
meeting certain residence qualifications, 
will be entitled to a pension of $40 a 
montfi without a means test. Our senior 
citizens, 65 to 70, subject to a means 
test, may qualify for this pension. 

. T-he federal government is proclaiming 
this' to be the finest deal for senior 
citizens to be found anywhere. We wish 
to make the following observations: 

(1) The government is to "be com¬ 
mended for removing the means test at 
70, Which should ^jave been done years 
ago. A universal pension will remove 
the former discrimination against those 
Who had carefully put' aside something 
towards retirement. ' 

(2) Forty dollars a month Is en¬ 
tirely inadequate and outdated even be¬ 
fore it commences. Fifteen years ago 
pensions were only $20, but $20 in 
1935-40 was more purchasing power 
than is $40 to-day. Meat, tea, coffee, 
milk, bread, butter •— these essentials 
have not only doubled, they have in¬ 
creased 400% in some cases. So that 
a $40 pension today is not a real in¬ 
crease over the old $20 pension; it i3 
actually a decrease in purchasing pow¬ 
er, a decrease in terms of the goods 
and services it will buy, 

(3) We are not yet informed as to 
how the money for these pensions is 
to be rnised, but th'e government inti- 
mates it will be through increased taxa¬ 
tion. But Mr. Abbott reports a huge 
surplus of $275,400,000 for the first 
two months of this year. In short, 
the present high taxation is netting the 
government far more revenue than is 
needed to meet expenditures. Then 
why not pay these pensions out of 
present surpluses ? Why further increase 
taxation ?• 

To guard against inflation, Mr.’ Ab¬ 
bott would reply. But the type of levies 
Mr. Abbot! is so fond of snles and 
excise taxes — do not curb Inflation. 
They aggravate inflation by forcing re¬ 
tail prices higher. 

V 

We. would suggest* to the government 
that current accumulating surpluses be 
used to finance' this undertaking, with¬ 
out added and unnecessary taxes; and 
that, since these payments to nur senior 
Citizens are payable to all as a right 
of citizenship, and come out of the 
increasing production of Canada Un¬ 


limited, they be called Dividends rather 
than pensions.

U.S. Financing Tito’s 5-year Plan 

The American people are not being 
told this, or it might dampen their 
enthusiasm for paying higher taxes, 
but the U.S. taxpayers are actually 
"underwriting the deficit of a Commun¬ 
ist five-year plan" In Yugoslavia. The 
West Is led to believe, of course, that 
our grants and loans are to help to 
fight Communism, not establish it. 

Blair Fraser, Mrwlcan'n Ottawa Edi¬ 
tor, points out, (July 15) that Milcg 
Handler, a U.S. reporter, recently in¬ 
furiated Liie American Slate Department 
by revealing this fact. Writes Fraser, 
summing up the State Department's 
altitude towards Handler; "Therefore 
Alike Handler is n nasty, traitorous, re¬ 
actionary type who should be suppres¬ 
sed. It's against the public interest to 
call Yugoslavia a Communist state." 

Western economic and military aid 
to Yugoslavia cannot possibly be des¬ 
cribed as directed against Communism 
or Marxism. Actually it is directed to¬ 
wards the building up and strengthen¬ 
ing of the Communist regime in Yugo¬ 
slavia — in the hope . that eventually 
this Communist state will refuse -co¬ 
operation with, and perhaps wage war 
against, other Communist states.' 


Creation of Money 

During the 1930's, when there was 
an acute lack of money in dirculation, 
most newspapers used to scoff at the 
obviously true statement that banks 
are the creators and destroyers of mon¬ 
ey or financial credit. 

The well-known Canadian writer, 
Bruce Hutchison, in the July, 15 issue 
of Maclean's Magazine, says: 

"Money, except in • small quantities, 
is not that metal and paper stuff in 
your pocket. It is mainly , a set of 
figures in bank ledgers. Within legal 
limits related to their own cash assets, 
the banks create money, or extinguish 
it hourly as they grant or cancel loans 
to borrowers. Usually, though not al¬ 
ways, a new loan brings new money, 
called credit, into existence and the 
repayment of the loan expunges it." 

At present Canadian banks are con¬ 
tracting credit by reducing loans. This, 
in conjunction with recent restrictions 
on credit buying, is causing unsaleable 
' surpluses and unemployment in the 
auto and hard-goods field

A Christian “Ethic” 

The history of Europe in the Middle 
Ages is in great part the history of the 
Christian Church. Christianity furnished 
the central framework of ideas and 
values about which medieval society 
was built. The bond which united the 
Western world was primarily religious, 
not political. Such unity as was attain¬ 
ed was an ecclesiastical achievement. 
In the late Middle Ages there obtained 
what has been called the "medieval 
synthesis" — a weaving together of 
philosophy, theology and individual 
and social ethics in a /comprehensive 
Christian system of thought and life. 
'This is not to say that this system 
was always observed as a discipline. 
Aa is true today, ethical principles were 
sometimes more honored in the breach 
than in the observance. But they were 
honored. There was general acceptance 
of common spiritual sanctions which 
included the social, political, and econ¬ 
omic spheres of activity as well as 
that of private, personal relationships. 
There was an "ethic" of group relation¬ 
ships that .was integrated with the 
code of personal morals. The concep¬ 
tion of universal moral law which un¬ 
derlies the modern system of common 
law, the body of reciprocal' rights and 
duties which give stability to feudal 
society, the principle of representative 
government which tile Middle Ages 
bequeathed to the modern world, and 
that extraordinarily inclusive system of 
social ethics which gave unity and 
coherence to the common life — these 
are among the achievements for which 
the church must be given credit, They 
are cited here not to foster nostalgia 
for the Middle Ages, but to indicate 
the background against which modern 
secularism must be viewed. However 
much it may suffer by comparison .with 
the modern era, medieval Europe had 
a framework of spiritual unity which 
the modern world conspicuously lacks. 
It should be possible to learn from the 
past without returning to it.

racial or religious group, no matter how 
subversive their - activities might be. 

For instance, the Rev. T. T. Shields 
could be silenced and whisked off to be 
tried before some UN court in New 
York. Moscow or Tel Aviv, for criticiz¬ 
ing the Roman Catholic Church. But 
our Anglo-Saxon traditions of freedom 
of speech tell us that the Rev. Shields, 
whether or not we agree with him, 
should have the right to^express his 
convictions, even though' by so doing 
he causes mental anguish to a few sen¬ 
sitive souls. 

The New Testament, especially Jesus’ 
own words in dealing with His enemies, 
and the events leading up to the very 
core of our faith — Calvary — .would 
be banned under the Genocide conven¬ 
tion, as causing mental anguish to a 
certain minority. 

UN Press Control 

Likewise, the UN is trying to induce 
member states to submit the press to 
its jurisdiction. This might be excellent 
if the Lord God Almighty were direct¬ 
ing the UN; but He isn’t. This would 
actually^give a central world body con¬ 
trol over the press (and thoughts) of 
the whole world, something more tyran¬ 
nical than even the Kremlin has yet 
accomplished. There can be no such 
thing as a “free” press under “interna¬ 
tional control.” 

UN Human Rights Convention 

Another lofty-sounding "convention”' 
in the UN incubator is that on "human 
rights." Everyone in the world, pre¬ 
sumably, is to have "equal’’ opportuni¬ 
ty for security, etcetera. 

If the UN Charter, and not Magna 
Carta and our own constitution, is to 
be the supreme law of our land, have 
we any guarantee that the UN, made 
up of dozens of Asiatic states, will not 
eventually force Canada and America 
to give much of' our wealth and pro¬ 
duction each year to other states? Tlie 
taxation necessary to accomplish this 
confiscation of our wealth would prob¬ 
ably destroy our enterprise and initia¬ 
tive and in the end drive us down to 
the level of Asia. 

Or is there any guarantee that, in 
the interests of "human rights" and 
"equalization of populations and oppor¬ 
tunities,'’ the UN will not order Canada 
to share her land and resources with 
over-populated Asia by admitting 100 
million Asiatics into our country? None 
at all. Not only would this drive our 
• living standards down towards that of 
.Asia, but the "Genocide” convention 
would prohibit all steps on our part 
to prevent mongrelization of our 


people, and within a century the white 
Christian population of Canada would 
have been absorbed ahd' swallowed up 
by the tide of colour. Our people.would 
have disappeared forever, and with 
them the Christian concepts which build 
a 'great' nation. This is exactly what 
happened to the once-grcat Roman 
Empire. It not only can happen; it does 
happen.- 

Bar Association Gives Warning 

A few months ago the American Bar 
Association JoUrnaL called attention to 
the fact that the American state and 
federal legal system is jeopardized by 
ratification of the United Nations char¬ 
ter. 

Frank E. Holman, former president 
of the American Bar Association, (as 
reported in the June issue of Destiny), 
warns Americans that they are In grave 
danger of losing their freedom of press 
and of speech through action now being 
taken In the United Nations. 

A Word to our Leaders 

A few minutes of serious reflection 
should be sufficient to put intelligent 
leaders on guard.-International co-oper¬ 
ation, without signing away our free¬ 
dom to run our own internal affairs 
without interference,, is the only type 
of co-operation worth while, 

We dp hot allow other members of 
our own commonwealth, made up large¬ 
ly of our own kin, to interfere in our 
internal affairs; and we get along 
splendidly — much better than we would 
if we were sticking our nose into each 
other’s internal affairs. 

Any really effective international co¬ 
operation must of necessity' be patr 
terned along .the lines of our common¬ 
wealth: a voluntary association of free 
peoples, each retaining full sovereignty 
over its own internal affairs. 

Let us appreciate fully what we are 
doing when we allow the UN (made 
up largely of non-Christian regimes) 
and the UN Charter (largely drawn up 
by Alger Hiss) to become the supreme 
power and law of our land. 

It is not difficult to believe that 
Satan, when he offers us his world 
dictatorship, will offer it as- a beautiful 
Democracy, 

• It is the duty of our leaders and 
over-zealous UN advocates to under¬ 
stand the full Import of their actions 
before making any further commitments 
to the UN or any other supranational 
organization.

policies of practically ail Western na¬ 
tions, including Canada, have come 
largely under the direction of gradu¬ 
ated, or proteges of graduates, of the 
London School of Economics, who in¬ 
variably turn up as "advisor’s." This in¬ 
stitution was started by the Fabian Soci¬ 
alists and largely financed by the Ger- 
man-Jewl Sir Ernest Cassel, the friend 
of Jacob Schiff who helped finance the 
Bolshevik Revolution in Russia. Profes¬ 
sor J. H. Morgan, K.C., writing in The 
Quarterly Review of January, 1929, 
stated: 

•‘When I once asked Lord Haldane 
why he persuaded his friend, Sir Ernest 
Cassel, to settle by his will large sums 
tiu the London School of Economics,, he 
replied, ‘Our object Is to .make this 
institution a place to raise and train 
tho bureaucracy of the future Socialist 
State.’ ” 

One of the key figures in this institu¬ 
tion was Professor Harold Laski, the 
Marxist-Labour radical who looked to 
Communism as the new morality of 
mankind. One of Mr. Laski's proteges 
in the U.S, was Supreme Court Justice 
Felix Frankfurter, formerly head of the 
Harvard Law School, who placed doz¬ 
ens of his left-wing proteges in key 
U.S. Government posts. 

Dr. Louis Rasminsky, of the London 
School of Economics, is a very influen¬ 
tial "advisor” to our federal govern¬ 
ment. We have been informed by a most 
reliable source that last spring an Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund meeting was 
held in Washington, at which the vital 
decision of continuation of the present 
suicidal $35 gold policy was at stake. 
Instead of supporting South Africa in a 
move to end this discriminatory policy 
adversely affecting Canadian gold min¬ 
ing and labour, our informant reports 
that Dr. Rasminsky, who represented 
Canada, decided that we should sacri¬ 
fice in order to consolidate the democ¬ 
racies' fight against Communism. 

We have not learned how our resist¬ 
ance to Communism is to be consolida¬ 
ted by selling .our products at unecon¬ 
omic prices (not determined by Canada) 
which can only result in unsatisfactory 
wages and living conditions in Canada. 
The first “consolidation" in our fight 
against Marxism," under this policy, 
would seem to be the Hollinger Strike.

US Intelligence Officer, has thoroughly documented 
his statements; they cannot be successfully chal¬ 
lenged; and for this reason these honourable gentle¬ 
men — note the motley .company of them: Jewish 
press, Communist press, and Sex press — carefully 
concentrate on smear and character assassination.

the mails, and .parliamentary seats are closed, and 
'the jails opened,.to certain (anti-Communist — JHW) 
.individuals'they dislike. . 

‘It would seem that the rightness of our cause 
is confirmed by the fact that we \have the same 
enemies as Jesus Christ had two thousand years 
ago. Just ax their savage screams that dark Friday

Franco and Spain 

‘The United States has just concluded an agree¬ 
ment with the Franco Government, whereby America 
will secure several bases in Spain in return for eco¬ 
nomic and perhaps military aid. This, in effect, brings 
Spain into the Atlantic Pact nations. 

The French and British governments oppose this 
action and, in tones of sanctimonious self-righteous¬ 
ness, proclaim that they cannot associate with Franco 
Spain. After all, Spain is a “fascist” state and Franco 
a dictator, and they don’t deal with dictators . . . 
that is, unless the dictator happens to be Mr. Tito, or 
Mr. Stalin, or Mr. Mao Tse-tung. It’s quite all right 
to give credits, loans and materials to Tito to finance 
his Marxist five-year plans; it's-.good business to sell 
your finest jet engines to Russia to propel their planes 
against your own pilots; and it’s sound diplomacy to 
recognize.Red China and send her steel and rubber to 
use against your own armies. After all, these dicta¬ 
tors are all Marxists. 

Actually, Franco saved Spain from Bolshevism; for 
the Communists had seized power in Spain, and it,was 
this gang of Red butchers that he drove out«rwhen'he 
came lo power. Had he not been successful, there 
would still be a dictatorship in Spain—a Marxist dic¬ 
tatorship tied to the Kremlin. Such a dictatorship, of 
• course, would have been eligible for lend-lease, UNRRA 
gifts, US loans and British credits. 

But, we are reminded, Hitler and Mussolini sent 
aid to Franco. Granted. And if they had not, instead 
of a friendly anti-Communist state shadowing Gib¬ 
raltar, we would have had a Communist dictatorship 
astride the Mediterranean, on the Atlantic. 

■’ We might rfecall that while Franco was fighting the 
Reds in Spain, Mr. Attlee was there giving bis bless¬ 
ing to them and being photographed with their leaders 
as he gave the clenched^fist salute. 

For fifteen years now our pres3 and radio have 
smeared Spain, our governments have insulted .and 
boycotted her in an attempt’ to break the Spanish 
economy and undermine and destroy the'Spanish gov¬ 
ernment. And all this time Spain has condteteritly 
fought Communism and at the same time retained 
strict neutrality, refusing to join the Axis powers 
against the allied nations. 

The time has come when we must stop trying to

Dorise Nielson, writing in the July 
9 issue, discusses the bigger and better 
summer holidays in the Soviet result¬ 
ing from their “peace” policy. She 
lists a daily menu in a Soviet rest 
camp as;

1 -.pound's ounces of milk or milk 
products (cheese/ etc.) 

2' eggs. 

And, says the writer, "For people 
who-need it, special diets are provided."

berg that I recall attending’ meetings 
with at the John Reed Club on Sixth 
Avenue near Eighth Street in New York 
City and to whom I was introduced 
by my Communist Party sponsor, James 
Magraw. 


Less than a year ago Louis John¬ 
son was replaced ns United States Sec¬ 
retary' of Defence by the aged General 
George Marshall. It was widely known 
that Gen. Marshall’s military rise had 
been largely political in character un¬ 
der the Roosevelt New Deal. It was also 
known in informed quarters that Mar- 
shali had been a key figure in the dis¬ 
astrous — if not treacherous — Yalta 
Conference, and that it was he, as Mr. 
Truman's special representative in 
China in 1946-7, who had cut off aid to 
the Nationalist forces, which paved the 
way for the Chinese Communist victory. 

Mr. Marshall’s public "service" during 
the 1940’s had undoubtedly been a great¬ 
er service to the U.S.S.R. than to the 
U.S.A.; but no one thought of him as 
a Communist or imputed to him evil 
intent. Ke was more or less looked upon, 
in many informed quarters, as a naive 
bungler in the field of diplomacy and 
international politics, being used and 
manipulated by those behind the scenes. 

It will be recalled that only last 
year a leading Washington correspon¬ 
dent for one of the world's largest 
newspapers revealed that a high State 
Department authority had identified the 
real government of the United States— 
the "invisible government” — as three 
powerful Zionists: Felix Frankfurter, 
Supreme Court Justice; Senator Her¬ 
bert Lehman, and Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr. 

That the aged Mr. Marshall was but 
a front or a pawn for this cabal was 
confirmed within a matter of weeks 
following his appointment. For instead 
of appointing an outstanding American 
of strong Christian conviction and 
tradition as his Assistant Secretary of 
Defence, he appointed a Budapest-born 
Zionist, Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg. Mrs. 
Rosenberg, now in charge of the man¬ 
power of the U.S., replaced a former 
ermmander of the American Legion. 

• • Strong voices were raised in protest 
at '.his appointment. Mrs. Rosenberg s 
rather.; left-wing background was ques¬ 
tioned: A well-known former Commun¬ 
ist, Ralph De Sola, who for years has 
been co-operating with the FBI ir. 
tracking, down enemy agents, came for¬ 
ward and said that when" he was a 
member of a Communist Group in New 
York City — known as a "John Reed, 






Club" — back in the mid '30's he had 
known Mrs. Rosenberg as a fellow 
member. 

The typical smear of "discrimination” 
and "anti-Semitism" was hurled by the 
powerful pro-Jewish press (Mr, De Sola 
himself is half Jew), but in December 
.of last year the U.S. Senate Committee 
on Armed Services, investigating .the ap¬ 
pointment of Mrs. Rosenberg, called as 
a witness Mr. De Sola. Under oath he 
gave the following statement to the 
Committee: 

"I, Ralph De Sola, solemnly swear 
and affirm that I was a member of 
the Communist Party of the U.S.A., 
section 3 International, from about Sep¬ 
tember of 1934 to January of 1937. I 
was recruited by James Magraw of the 
John Reed Club and attended meetings 
with him at the club during the. late 
summer and fall of 1934. While in his 
company I met. Anna Rosenberg and he 
advised me that this outstanding social 
worker was a party member but like 
many Important comrades was kept out 
of general activity that might expose 
her to enemies of the Communist 
Party.” (Our Emphasis.) 

"In 1936 the John Reed Cluh was dis¬ 
solved at the order of the Communist 
Party and its membership rolls des¬ 
troyed so as to better conceal t.he 
Identity of leading party members such 
as Anna Rosenberg‘who by that time 
were already in the higher echelons of 
the New Deal. 

"In October 1935. James Magraw be¬ 
came the supervisor in charge of the 
WPA reporters' project in New York 
City and later became director of the 
writers’ project In this city. He said 
to me at one time when the Communist 
supervisors had a fraction meeting in 
his home on Greenwich Street that it 
would he very important for all of us 
to forget early party contacts, such as 
Anna Rosenberg, In our job relationship 
hs the Communist Party had most im¬ 
portant work for these top comrades. 
Magraw was the dose 'confidant, of 
Henry Alsberg, national director of the 
writers’ project and also of Jerre Man- 
gione. assistant to Alsberg and later 
deputy to the Commissioner of Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization until he was 
exposed as a Communist and forced to 
resign. 

"Anna Rosenberg, one of the found¬ 
ers of a Communist-inspired magazine 
for social workers, one of the founders 
of Science and Society — Marxist 
Quarterly, and later associated with the 
New Deal administration and later with 
the department store, R. H. Macy in 
New York, is the same Anna Roagn- 


"Details concerning my joining and 
leaving the Communist Party are to 
be found in the printed reports of the 
House Committee on Un-American Acti¬ 
vities, the House Sub-Committee on 
WPA Appropriations (Wpqfirum com¬ 
mittee), the Rapp-Coudort committee 
of New York State, and in the files of 
the FBI, the Civil Service Commission, 
the Office of Naval Intelligence, the 
other investigative agencies of the 
Government with whom I have freely 
co-operated since leaving' the Commun¬ 
ist Party early in 1937. 

"Anna Rosenberg, I was advised by 
James Magraw, also a Communist 
Parly member, was responsible for pas¬ 
sing on the appointment of some of 
Harry Hopkins' closest administrators 
such/as Jacob Baker, Henry Alsberg, 
Aubrey Williams, and others who were 
notoriously liberal in their hiring of 
known Communists and their appoint¬ 
ment of known Communists to.-top 
supervisory jobs in the WPA and other 
New Deal agencies. The history of her 
appointees is to he found in the various 
congressional reports cited above. With¬ 
out exception they showed .strong 
Communist tendencies and did all they 
could to promote un-Americanism during 
their tenure and prior to their exposure 
and resignation under fire. Anna Rosen¬ 
berg can be trusted, unless she has 
suddenly changed her previous .course of 
action and sympathy, to again fill our 
Government with subversive or sym¬ 
pathetic to subversive people — Com¬ 
munists. fellow travellers, and friends 
of fellow travellers. 

"The foregoing may be investigated 
and will be supported by the under¬ 
signed but it is specifically requested, 
in the Interest of future service to the 
Government, that this statement he 
treated as confidential and be used only 
in executive session." 

The foregoing statement is taken 
from pages 38 and 39 of the official 
report (Part 2) of the hearings before 
the Committee on Armed Services. Uni¬ 
ted States Senate, December 5—14, 
1950. 


Later in the hearings Mr. De Sola, 
facing Mrs. Rosenberg, identified her 
as ilie Anna M. Rosenberg he knew in 
the John Reed Club. She claimed it 
must b> a case of mistaken Identity, 
but failed to produce another Anna M. 
Rosenberg of almost identical appear- 


Mrs. Rosenberg — as LHe pro-Jewish 
press denounced the investigation as 
"discrimination" — was confirmed as 
Assistant Secretary of Defence.

Stalin the "Anti-Semite" 

•s 'Every student of Communism knows 
that the Bolshevik regime in Russia and 
the Red fifth columns iri every land have 
always been overwhelmingly made up 
of.

"Harvard Hogs the Headlines — But” 

In- an article contributed to Hsttuan 
Events I Washington), a Yale graduate, 
William F. Buckley, Jr., says "... Har¬ 
vard gets most of the credit for nour¬ 
ishing the new, irrcsistable, mid-century 
liberalism — collectivism. Yale deserves 
Just as much - credit for it . . . She 
doesn t make so manyVhcadlines, she 
doesn't contribute so much grist for 
Westbrook Pegler's columns, so many 
clerks for Supreme Court Justices, or 
so' m any articles for the New Republic. 
But in a. very real sense Yale is more 
systematic. She goes about her task 
of collectivizing less ostentatiously. But 
let no one-say that Yaie is not pulling 
her oar, that she is shirking her re¬ 
sponsibility to persuade her young men 
as to the merits of the Leviathan State. 

"Yale recognizes that the most im¬ 
portant single- springboard from --which 


to launch collectivism is the basic 
economic course. Approximately half of 
her undergraduates enroll in 'Elemen¬ 
tary Economics' before leaving New 
Haven. And so it is here that much 
of the work can be done. 

“To that end, in the past five years, 
books by Samuelson 'Economics: An 
Introductory Analysis), ^Cowman and 
Rarh (Economic Analysis and Public 
Policy), Morgan {Incoma ami Emplay- 
ment), and Tarshis (The Elements a) 
Economics), have been used as basic 
texts. 

"Now all of these books profess re¬ 
spect for the institution and achieve¬ 
ments of free enterprise, a tactic in¬ 
dispensable, at the present, to success¬ 
ful collectivizing. Socialism still has 
to be subtle. So it is only after calcu¬ 
lated enthusiasm for our economic sys¬ 
tem that these text writers proceed’ 
*to undermine Lhe free market place. This 
approach is far more effective, in my 
opinion, than a hundred lectures at 
Harvard by Harold Laski, For he bore 
the label 'socialist,' and his straight¬ 
forwardness put many of his students 
on their guard. 

"Not so with the text writers of 
Yale economics (whose approach is ad¬ 
opted by most of the instructors)."

., The system got under way May 14, 
with Welland, Chatham and Sarnia be¬ 
ing supplied with news teletyped for 
linotype machines from Toronto.

This is (he road'back to 
the, 70-hour week. 

' Today "hydro" lifts the load from our 
shoulders, and the power-driven mach¬ 


ine has not only tremendously increased 
production ami-thereby raised our mat¬ 
erial living standards, buL at the same 
time it has reduced the work-week to 
40 or 44 hours. It would seem to be 
highly inconsistent for any group to 
constantly seek shorter working hours 
and greater"purchasing.power; and at 
the spme .time,,oppose technological de¬ 
velopment and labour-saving machines 
— for -It'is this, latter which makes 
the former possible,

Back in January, 1050, a shop in 
Philadelphia owned by the Printz Leath¬ 
er Company Idled Edmund Fabiszewsltl, 
38, .to run a leather-softening machine. 
He worked so fast that he shot right 
through the limit which the Fur and 
Leather workers had set as a dally 
quota. Gold’s union stewards warned 
him to ease off. He didn’t. 

They threatened a strike. Fabiazew- 
ski was fired. He--protested, to the 
NLRB and filially,, this,spring, q.reg¬ 
ional board .ruled that .the company 
and the union were wrong and hie had 
been fired without 1 cause; The union 
appealed. 

There was a time when workers 
might be penalized for producing .too 
little or working trio slowly — now you 
lose your job if you work too quickly 
and produce too much! 

This whole "restrictive' 1 mentality is 
not only a weak -link in our Defense 
Program, it is a weak link in our work¬ 
ers' efforts to raise their own stand¬ 
ards and increase their own security.

Mr. "Liaison" Retires!

David K. Niles (Neylius), administra¬ 
tive* assistant to President Truman — 
and widely known as the "mystery man 
of the White House” — has, resigned. 
He intimates that he wishes to take a. 
lengthy vacation and visit to Israel. 

* 

Mr. Niles is a Zionist.-: He has long 
been, first for Mr. Roosevelt and then 
for Mr. Truman, the White -House 
"liaison" with "minority groups." Wash¬ 
ington reports indicated that, his influ¬ 
ence was instrumental in U.S. support 
of the creation, by aggression, of the 
Zionist state in the Near East. 

Mr. Niles wns brought into the Roose- 
velL regime as "general assistant" to 
Harry Hopkins, his job being to do 
"liaison work" with labour and minority 
groups, which in reality meant Securing 
large donations and blocs of votes from 
organized labour and minority groups 
for the Democratic Administration. That 
he was successful in this undertaking 
is beyond dispute. The Chicago TrlDune 
reports that he induced John L. Lewis 
to turn, half a million dollars into the 
Roosevelt electoral campaign in 1936. 
And it is well known that the Negro, 
Jewish and big union blocs have been 
the decisive factor ih Mr. Truman's re¬ 
tention of power. 

That the President appreciates Mr. 
Niles' services is apparent from- his 
letter accepting his resignation, which 
was a "Dear Dave" note, acknowledging 
that he (Niles) had been "a tower of 
strength" to him, and inviting Niles 
back . to the White House after his 
rest and Vacation.

A Lesson* in Socialism 

K “Ate-a teacher in the-public schools, I find that the 
socialist-communist idea of- taking ‘from each, accord¬ 
ing to hia ability,’ and giving ‘to each according to 
his need! is now generally accepted without, question 
by m-ost’ of our. pupils.. In' an effort to explain' the 
fallacy in this theory; I sometimes try this approach 
with my pupils. 

‘‘When one of the brighter or harder-working pupils 
makes a grade of 95 on a test, I suggest that I take away 
20 points and give them to a student who has made 
only. 55 points on his test. Thus each wouid contribute 
according to - his ability and—since both would have 
a passing mark—each would receive according to his 
need! After I have juggled'the grades- oLall the other 
pupils in this fashion, the -result is usually a 'common 
ownership! grade of between 75 and 80—the minimum 
needed for passing, or for survival. Then I speculate 
with the pupils as to the probable results if I actually 
used: the socialistic theory for grading papers. 

“First", the highly productive pupils—and they are 
always a minority in-school as well as in life—would 
soon lose- all incentive for producing. Why strive to 
make' a- high- grade if part of it is taken from you- by 
‘authority’ and given to someone else? 

“Second, the less productive pupils—a majority in

U.S. Supreme Court Ruling 



The U S. Supreme Court, by a 6—2' 
vote, has upheld the 1949 conviction 
of eleven top Communists. This decision 
could have the same effect as outlaw¬ 
ing the Communist Party, since it em¬ 
powers the government to prosecute 
party leaders. 

Those convicted in 1949 included two 
negroes; Henry Winston and Benjamin 
Davis, Jr.; and nine others: Jack 
Stachel (Jacob Abraham Stachel), John 
B. Williamson, Gilbert Green (Gilbert 
Greenbei'g), Eugene Dennis (Francis 
Eugene • Waldron). Carl Winter (Philip 
Carl Welssberg), Robert Thompson, 
Giis Hall (Arvo Mike Halberg), John 
Gates (Israel. Ragenstrich), Irving Pot¬ 
ash, t 

These individuals were known as the 
American politburo, although it is 
known that even behind them stood the 
Kremlin agent, Gerhardt Eisler.

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Stranger Than Fiction 

We are given to understand that the world today is divided into two armed 
camps, one headed up by Russia and one by the United States. But this is only 1 
a. third of the story, for it was America (actually non-Christian New York fin¬ 
ancial interests) which financed the 1917 Bolshevik Revolution in Russia, and it 
has been America which has nurtured Russian Communism these pailt many years. 


We are not, in this issue, going into 
a study of the architects and promoters 
of the 1917 Revolution. Those wishing 
an authoritative, well-documented book 
on this subject should read either "The 
Rulers of Russia” by Rev. Denis Fahey, 
or “Know Your Enemy” by Major Rob¬ 
ert H. Williams, both of which are list¬ 
ed on page 8. 

One of President Roosevelt’s first acts 
in 1933, after coming to power, was 
to recognize Red Russia diplomatically. 
From then on American aid flowed to 
Russia. During the 'thirties we Bent 
to Russia engineers to draw up the 
plans for and supervise the constructing 
of great dams and power plants. We, 
sent over agricultural experts and tech¬ 
nical experts to show the Russians how 
to use p.ower-machine'ry. Then, of course, 
with the advent of World War II we 
stepped up this .aid.

Qj Permitted the removal from Ger¬ 
many to Russia of billions of dollars 
v/orth of industrial plants, at the 
same time supplying the tools and 

materials to reconstruct similar plants.

•i Under “lend-lease” complete plants 
were shipped to Russia, including, ac¬ 
cording to The Reader's Digest, three 
oil refineries and a tire factory. Ameri¬ 
ca also provided an .electric-power pro¬ 
gram which cost $135,000,000; a rail¬ 
road-improvement program; and a steel- 


expansion program which involved more 
.than $300,000,000. 

0 At tile same time, according to The 
Reader's Digest, America welcomed the 
Soviet Purchasing Commission, "which 
at one time numbered 1500 especially 
schooled spies,” and allowed them to 
inspect, document and photograph our 
industrial centres. * 

0 Direct shipment of A-Bomb materi¬ 
als to Russia from the lend-lease air 
terminal at Great Falls, Montana, in 
February, 1944, is recorded In the an¬ 
nual report of the House Committee 
on un-American Activities for 1950. 
Part of the report reads: 

"The United Slates, through actions 
of the Office of the Foreign Economic 
Administration, had licensed for export 
to the Soviet Union materials vital to 
the production of the atom bomb. Tho 
Soviet Union received on one occasion 
a shipment of 200 pounds of uranium 
nitrate. On another occasion it received 
a shipment of 468 pounds of uranium 
oxide, 1,000 pounds of uranium nitrate, 
two shipments of heavy water and 25 
pounds of uranium metal. 

“Investigation further disclosed that 
the Soviet Union was permitted, with¬ 
out regard * to censorship or customs- 
inspection regulations, to send out of 
the United States blueprints of the 
General Electric plant at Lynn,* Mass.; 
diagrams of an electrically operated 
ship developed by the Groton, Conn., 
Shipbuilding Works; diagrams of an 
A-20 type military - craft; and other 
blueprints and data relating to .our in¬ 
dustrial strength.” 

The committee reported that Semen 
Vasilenko, a member of .the Soviet Pur¬ 
chasing Commission in Washington, re¬ 
turned to Moscow early in 1944 carry¬ 
ing "3ix bags containing special in¬ 
formation concerning metallurgical re¬ 
search and other developments vital to 
the military. Vasilenko today is head 
of the production of metal pipes and 
tools in the Soviet Union.” 


July Issue 

0 Robert B. Chiperfield, who is' a 
member of tho U.S. House Foreign Af¬ 
fairs’ Committee, reveals through his 
article in The Reader’s-Digest, further,• 
that following the end of the war the 
U,S. Department of Commerce allowed 
Russia free access to all American 
patents, of which some 13,000 were 
microfilmed for transmission to Mos¬ 
cow. Russia also was given' access to 
almost all the technical and scientific 
secrets obtained from the Germans by 
U.S. occupation forces in Europe.. 

0 A few of America's "lelid-lease” 
gifts to Russia included: 376,000 motor 
trucks; 7,058 tanks; 51,503 jeeps; 345,- 
000 tons of explosives; 15,417,000 pairs 
of army boots; $1,100,000,000 worth of 
machinery and tools. The basic tools, 
equipment and metals were thus dona¬ 
ted by America which farmed the very 
basis of Russia's post-war military ex¬ 
pansion.

This Intelligence’ Service reported in 
its May issue the details of the U.S. 
State and Justice Departments' 'refusal 
to authorize the FBI to. arrest Red 
agents engaged in stealing atomic 
secrets in 1943.

He described GOSTICK as an anti-Communist leader who 
attended the Christian Nationalist Party convention in St. Louis in 
September, 1949 and the national convention of that party held in 
Los Angeles during the summer of 1950, He said GOSTICK again 
visited the United States in the spring of 1951 and his itinerary 
was as follows: 

GOSTICK went to Los Angeles upon entering the United States 
in April, 1951 and was in that city for 5 days. He then went to 
Tulsa, Oklahoma for a speech at the Hotel Alvin on April 6, 1951. 

He then came to Kiel Auditorium, St. Louis, Missouri for a speech 
on April Q, 1951. After making his speech in St. Louis, he left 
on April 10,,1951 for Chicago where he spoke on April 11, 1951 at 
the Hotel Stevens. While in St. Louis GOSTICK stayed at LOHBECK’s 
home, 3204 Hawthorne Place. LOHBECK said GOSTICK always stopped 
fcrith him while in St. Louis. After speaking in Chicago on April 
11, 1951, GOSTICK returned to Canada, according to LOHBECK. 

LOHBECK further described GOSTICK as publisher of "The 
Canadian Intelligence Service," published and. edited at Walter Falls, 
Ontario, Canada.

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CHAPTER I 

THE MARXIST CONSPIRACY 
1848 — 1917 


Birth of Marxism 

The author of modern Socialism — in Russia known as 
Communism or Bolshevism — was Carl Heinrich Marx 
(Mordecai). Young Marx, of Jewish parents, himself was a 
militant atheist. 

Carl Marx was perhaps the first to perfect to a science the 
doctrine of class warfare (i.e., civil warfare) — playing the 
Christian worker against the Christian employer, and creating 
internal dissension and chaos. 


AUTHOR'S NOTE: This brief background of the Marxist 
Conspiracy is written with malice toward none, but ivith 
a firm, resolve not to ignore the truth, ugly as it may be. 

That the truth sometimes proves a shock to many 
people, in no zuay vitiates the truth, but only reflects upon 
the incredible suppression of vital information and truth 
by our propaganda media this past generation. 


Born in Germany, Marx lived in and was expelled from 
France (twice), Belgium, and Germany, finally residing and 
dying in England. It was following his expulsion from France 
in 1845 that he, in collaboration with other Jewish revolution¬ 
aries, including Friedrich Engels, drew up the Communist 
Manifesto, published in 1848, the same year that he and his cult 
played such a key role in promoting the “German" revolution 
— something the German people have never forgotten.* 

Marx carried on his work until his death in England, fin¬ 
anced by Engels with profits from his child-labour-exploiting 
Ermen and Engels Cotton Mill in Manchester. 

Bolshevism in Russia 

“There is much in the fact of Bolshevism itself, in the 
fact that so many Jews are Bolshevists, in the fact that 
the ideals of Bolshevism at many points are consonant

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ious parts of the world (labels and strategies always adapted 
to local conditions 1 *, an essential step towards world domination 
was the acquiring of a vast home base from which to spread 
out and engulf the world. That portion of the world today 
known as Soviet Russia, with its tremendous natural resources 
and manpower, and its large Jewish population, offered the 
ideal set-up. Russia it would be. 

Russian history in the latter half of the 19th century is the 
story of a growing Bolshevik fifth column, largely Jewish led, 
undermining and challenging the Czarist governments.* The 
Czarist opposition to and suppression of this growing fifth 
column earned the Russian governments a world-wide “anti- 
Semitic” reputation. In the fall of 1905 a revolutionary cycle 
of organized strikes and revolts, aimed at overthrowing the 
government, occurred in many of the larger centres, mainly 
under the direction of non-Christian, non-Russian elements. 


Behind the Russo-Japanese War 

A factor in the Japanese victory over Russia in the Russo- 
Japanese war of 1904-5 was American financial support of 
Japan. Jacob Schiff, of the great New York banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Go., arranged for a large “American” loan to 
Japan. “According to the Jewish Communal Register (New 
York), ‘He (Jacob Schiff) financed the enemies of autocratic 
Russia from the money market of the United States.' ”** 

Under the heading of “Schiff,” the following appears in 
the Jewish Encyclopedia: 

"Kuhn, Loeb and Co., subscribed for and floated the large war 
loans in 1904 and 1905, in recognition of which the Mikado con¬ 
ferred on Schiff the Second Order of the Treasure of Japan." 

This was Schiff’s way of punishing the Czarist government 
for its suppression of the Jewish leadership of the revolution¬ 
ary fifth column inside Russia. However, it was not long until 
the Russian Government again took vigorous measures against 
the revolutionary leaders. Many of them at this time went to 
the United States, became naturalized American citizens, and 
then returned to Russia as “Americans” to continue their sub¬ 
version. The Russian Government deported many of these 
migratory agents and refused others admission. 

The “American” press*** now voiced the cry that America 
was being insulted by an Oriental Czarist Despot. A tremen-

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dous campaign of pressure and intimidation was focussed upon 
President Taft to break off commercial relations with Russia, 
and in December, 1911, Mr. Taft finally gave in. 

Schiff later boasted of his victory, and when criticized by 
some of his fellow Jews for having increased "anti-Semitism” 
in Russia by financing the bols'heviks, he replied through the 
New York Times of June 5, 1916, in these words: 

"To think that 1 should be accused of such a crime! I who 
began the struggle 25 years ago, and have continued it to 
this day! Who but myself started the agitation which fin¬ 
ally compelled the President of the U. S., as you well re¬ 
member, to give up our commercial treaty with Russia?” 

The Russian diplomat. Count Witte, in his memoirs, relates 
how Jacob Schiff threatened him: “If the Czar will not accord 
our people these desired liberties, then a revolution will bring 
about a republic which will assure us our rights.” 


The “Russian” Revolution 

A study of the “Russian” Revolution of 1917 reveals that 
in character it was anything but Russian. We are led to be¬ 
lieve in school that the 1917 revolution was sort of a spontan¬ 
eous “people's uprising,” with the workers and peasants taking 
up their tools and driving the Czar off his seat of authority, 
seizing power themselves to establish a “progressive” regime. 
Such is hardly a complete picture, for the “Russian” Revolu¬ 
tion was a big-scale undertaking, requiring years of careful 
preparation, millions of dollars to finance, and skilled leader¬ 
ship to execute. The “plan,” the finance and the leadership 
were largely from outside Russia. 

The New York Times of March 24, 1917, described a cele¬ 
bration held in New York over the initial stage of the revolu¬ 
tion which had taken place on March 14, revealing that as early 
as 1904-5 Jacob Schiff was financing the distribution of 
revolutionary literature and the revolutionary indoctrinating 
of Russian prisoners-of-war in Japan, "At the end of the war 
(1905) 50,000 Russian officers and men went back to their 
country ardent revolutionists.” Fifty thousand seeds of treas¬ 
on had been sown in 100 Russian regiments.

In 1917 Lenin (Oulyanov) was despatched from Switzer¬ 
land back to Russia, through Germany, with a group of leading 
revolutionaries in a sealed train. Trotsky (Bronstein) and a 
group of revolutionaries from New York were arrested on the 
high seas by the British Fleet, incarcerated in Nova Scotia, and 
then released to return to Russia to play a leading role in 
directing the Revolution. 

Major Robert Williams, in his counter-intelligence infor¬ 
mation published in Know Your Enemy, says: 
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“A multitude of reports by diplomatic officials, Intelli¬ 
gence agencies and private observers, including Edgar Sisson, 
special envoy of President Woodrow Wilson, told of the Jewish 
character of the Bolshevik triumph in the ‘October Revolution' 
(Nov. 7, by the Western calendar), 1917.* 

“The Sisson report told how certain Jewish international 
bankers, affiliated with the Warburgs and Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
(the latter iri New York City), helped finance Lenin and Trot¬ 
sky to power. The guilty deny all charges, to be sure, but Mr. 
Jacob Schiff, then head of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., in a telegram to 
friends at a big Communist front demonstration at Carnegie 
Hall on the night of March 23, 1917, celebrating the triumph 
of the first Russian revolution (which made possible the com¬ 
plete triumph of Bolshevism eight months later), acknowledged 
his complicity. He wired (in part): 

“ ‘Will you say for me to those present at tonight’s meeting 

how deeply I regret my inability to celebrate with the 

Friends of Russian Freedom the actual reward of what we 

had hoped and striven for these long vears! . . . JACOB H. 

SCHIFF.’** 

"This telegram was published on the following morning 
on page 2 of the New York Times (still available in many 
libraries). 

"Cholly Knickerbocker, society columnist, wrote in the 

New York Journal-American, Feb. 3, 1949: 

" ‘Today it is estimated even by Jacob’s grandson, John Schiff, a 
prominent member of New York Society, that the old man sank about 
120,000,000 for the final triumph of Bolshevism in Russia.’ ” 

Rulers of Russia 

Robert Wilton, for 17 years Russian Correspondent for 
The Times (London), and an eyewitness of the Revolution, 
discloses that at the time of the assassination of the Russian 
Imperial family by the Jew, Yourowsky, the Communist 
Party’s central committee, made up of 62 members, was com¬ 
posed of: 

5 Russians, 1 Ukrainian, 6 Letts, 2 Germans, 1 Czech, 

2 Armenians, 3 Georgians, 1 Karaim and 41 Jews.

Of 55b important functionaries of the Bolshevik State in 
1918-19 there were 17 Russians, 2 Ukrainians, 11 Armenians, 

35 Letts, 15 Germans, <1 Hungarian, 10 Georgians, 3 Poles, 

3 Finns, 1 Czech, 1 Karaim and 457 Jews. . 

On 29th March, 1919, The Times (London) stated: “Of the 
20 or 30 commissaries who provide the central machinery of 
the Bolshevist movement not less than 75% are Jews . .. among 
the minor officials their number is legion." 

The Rev. Denis Fahey in his authenticated work, The 
Rulers of Russia, is more specific, stating that of the 24 per¬ 
sons who took over direction in 1917, all but Lenin were Jews. 

The Rev. George Simons, Superintendent of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in St. Petersburg from 1907 to October, 
1918, stated before a Committee of the United States Senate 
(See Overman Report) on Feb. 12, 1919: 

that of the 388 members of the revolutionary government 1 
in 1918, only 16 were real Russians, one was a Negro from 
America, and 371 were Jews, 265 of whom came from the 
Lower East side of New York. 

The British Government in April, 1919, published a White 
Paper dealing with the Bolshevik Revolution. In this official 
document was a report, dated 1917, from His. Exc. Mr. Ouden- 
dyk, Minister of the Netherlands in Petrograd, who then was 
looking after British subjects and interests in official capacity, 
in place of the British representative, Captain Cromie, who had 
been murdered by the Bolsheviks. Mr. Oudendyk’s report 
* contained the following warning: 

“1 consider that the immediate suppression of Bolshevism 
is the greatest issue now’ before the world, not even ex¬ 
cluding the war which is still raging, and unless, as above 
stated, Bolshevism is nipped in the bud immediately, it is 
bound to spread in one form or another over Europe and 
the whole world, as it is organized and worked by Jews 
who have no nationality, and whose one object is to destroy 
for their own ends the existing order of things.” 

A Jewish Conquest 

r 

The Ukraine offered the strongest resistance to the new 
, Bolshevik dictatorship. Its final collapse was effected largely 

through internal intrigue by the Jewish minority. The Zionist 
organization, Poale-Zion,* played a key role in this intrigue, 
using Jewish control of finance and labour unions to bring 
the Ukraine to its knees. 


*Poale-Zion, or Labour-Zion, is one of the most powerful wings of 
Zionism in America. •; 
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A Poale-Zion leader, Rappaport, recording the cunning and 
trickery used to overcome the Ukraine, boasted: "... As rep¬ 
resentative of the Poale-Zion, I felt it my duty to state to my 
great satisfaction that our Party and that of The Bund* have 
become directing centres, guiding the manoeuvres of the huge 
flock of Russian sheep.” 

In the first week of its existence the Bolshevik regime de¬ 
clared “anti-Semitism” a crime against the state — a tacit 
admission that the Communist state was Jewish. 

The “Russian” Revolution completed the first great 
twentieth century step in the plot of the anti-Christian forces 
to undermine and destroy Christendom. And in this tragedy 
the Russian people were neither the architects nor the promo¬ 
ters; they were but the first victims, destined to die in millions 
under an alien yoke. 


“For them (the peoples of the Soviet Union) we cherish 
the xuarmest paternal affection. We are ivell aiuare that 
not a feiv of them groan beneath the yoke imposed on 
them by men who in very large part are strangers to the 
real interests of the country.

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CHAPTER II 

THE CANADIAN ESPIONAGE DISCLOSURES 


Early in 1946 Igor Gouzenko, a Russian cipher clerk, fled 
from the Russian embassy in Ottawa with a quantity of docu¬ 
ments revealing that the Embassy was the headquarters of a 
vast network of Communist espionage agents, including high 
governmental officials and one member of the Canadian par¬ 
liament. 

The Liberal Administration which early in the war, with¬ 
out very substantial grounds, had let Communist agents out 
of detention, and had actually accepted Communist support in 
the electoral field (Grey-North by-election, 1945), had been 
reluctant to expose and clean up Communist infiltration. As 
a matter of fact, not until these sensational disclosures were 
headlined across a leading Ottawa newspaper did the govern¬ 
ment take action, and even then the late Prime Minister, Mr. 
Mackenzie King, rose in the House of Commons and defended 
Generalissimo Stalin by stating that he felt certain that Mr. 
Stalin knew nothing of this Russian espionage, and would un¬ 
doubtedly rectify matters once the facts were made known to 
him! 

So serious were Gouzenko’s charges that on February 5, 
1946, the federal government appointed a Royal Commission to 
make a thorough investigation. The story that unfolded as the 
witnesses were called came as a jolting shock to the unsuspect¬ 
ing, tolerant Canadian public. We must skip over the thrilling 
flight in the night of Gouzenko and his family, trailed by the 
NKVD (Russian Secret Police), and deal with the revelations 
resulting from the Investigation, of which the highlights may 
be summarized as follows: 

(1) Twenty-two individuals were named as participating 
in subversive activities. None of them was the type usually 
associated with Communism by the public. None was the 
poverty-stricken down-and-out type. On the contrary, most 
of them were highly educated. Several were university 
professors. They included individuals of wealth, social 
standing and prestige, most of whom never were known by 
the Communist "label.” About a third of those implicated 
were either professors or former students at McGill Univer¬ 
sity. 

Those involved in espionage included men and women 
working in the Department of External Affairs, the National 
Research Council, the Foreign Exchange Control Board, 
the Bank of Canada, the RCAF Intelligence, the Office of 
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the U.K. High Commissioner, and the Canadian Passport 
Office. 

(2) It seemed to be general Communist policy to discourage 
certain selected sympathizers among certain categories of 
the population from joining the Party openly. This, of 
course, made it easier for them to infiltrate and gain con¬ 
trol of various organizations. For instance, Dr. Boyer, the 
wealthy McGill professor and explosives expert, together 
with other Communist scientists, organized the Canadian 
Association of Scientific Workers. This organization's 
general membership was probably overwhelmingly non- 
Communist, and yet 'its direction was secretly in the hands 
of the LPP (Communist Party). 

Likewise, the agent, Captain David Gordon Lunan, was 
loaned by the Army to the Wartime Information Board, and 
was editor of the military journal, Canadian Affairs. Thus 
did this secret agent and his subtle Red “line” not only fool 
his unsuspecting senior officials, but it was fed to tens 
of thousands of young service men in the offices, camps 
and units throughout the Canadian Armed Services. 

(8) The breaking down of national loyalty is one of the 
features of the Communist cell courses. The recruit is 
encouraged to develop a sense of loyalty, not at first direct¬ 
ly to a foreign state, but to what he conceives to be an 
international ideal. “Internationalism” is a key weapon in 
the Red arsenal. 

(4) The most vital factor in recruiting agents and securing 
secret information is not the payment of money. The Royal 
Commissioners seemed somewhat at a loss to understand the 
great motivating force, when they recorded in their report: 
“Perhaps the most startling aspect of the entire Fifth 
Column network is the uncanny success with which the 
Soviet agents were able to find Canadians who were willing 
to betray their country.” 

However, to the student of world revolution, to those with 
an understanding of the nature and racial aspect of the inter¬ 
national Communist fifth column, the picture became clear. 
For as those involved were called before the Commission, we 
saw a group top heavy with “Cohens” and “Rosenbergs.” A 
perusal of the Royal Commission Report reveals the dispropor¬ 
tionately high percentage of Jewish agents: and name-changing 
has probably concealed still others. It would be conservative 
to say that, although they constitute less than two percent of 
the Canadian population, half of those involved in the 1946 
Communist Espionage Probe were Jews, including: Fred Rose 
(Rosenberg), Sam Carr (Kogan or Cohen), Eric Adams, David 
Shugar, H. S. Gerson, J. S. Benning (evidence at least sug¬ 
gests he was married to a Jewess), Israel Halperin, Freda 
Linton, S. S. Burman, Henry Harris, and J. Isidor Gottheil. 
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The Royal Commission disclosed that behind the whole 
network of treason in Canada had stood two shadowy individ¬ 
uals. One was Fred Rose, member of 
parliament for the Cartier Riding of 
Montreal, which has an extremely heavy 
Jewish vote. Rose had come to Canada 
years ago from Poland, changing his 
name from Rosenberg to Rose (See Roy¬ 
al Comm. Report, P. 111). It is worth 
noting that Rose is now free again in 
Canada, the government having an¬ 
nounced that he will not be deported. 

The second figure behind this network 
of treason was Sam Carr, national or- fred rose 
ganizer of the LPP (Communist) Party. It was revealed that 
he had come to Canada from Russia, changing his name from 
Cohen or Kogan to Carr, probably to enhance his political 
appeal to Canadians (See R. C. Report, Page 97). 

Carr had previously had his citizen¬ 
ship revoked because of his subversive 
activities. A member of parliament 
elicited from the government the fact 
that those recommending his naturaliza¬ 
tion included clergymen, the mayor of 
one of our largest cities, and a judge of 
one of our highest courts—demonstrat¬ 
ing how many of our public leaders, 
either through ignorance or misguided 
“tolerance,” have been used as tools by 
those who would destroy our country. 

A study of the Royal Commission Report not only reveals 
the disproportionate number of Jewish agents, but also that 
the spy ring was under Jewish leadership. 

One of the more prominent agents was Professor Raymond 
Boyer of McGill, one of the Allies’ leading explosives experts. 
Dr. Boyer was a wealthy individual of French-Canadian des¬ 
cent who had married Anita Cohen. It is reported that he 
was converted to Judaism at that time. After his imprison¬ 
ment, Mrs. Boyer (formerly Cohen) left for the United States, 
where, according to press reports, she married Henry Vander¬ 
bilt Field, the wealthy pro-Red who raises bail for so many 
U.S. Reds. 
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The Mysterious Case of Dr. Fuchs 

Dr. Klaus Fuchs, convicted in 1950 in Britain as a Soviet 
atom spy, has been described as the most deadly spy in history. 
On March 11, 1950, a leading Canadian weekly. The Ensign, 
disclosed that in 1946 Fuchs’ name was found in a notebook 
belonging to one of the spy suspects implicated in the Espion¬ 
age Probe, and this information was turned over to the Wash¬ 
ington and London security authorities. 

As reported in The Ensign, not only did Fuchs' name ap¬ 
pear on the list of the spy suspects, but Igor Gouzenko person¬ 
ally knew Fuchs was involved. Col. Rogov (a Communist spy 
director) had told him that both Fuchs and Dr. Allan Nunn 
May (now imprisoned for espionage in Britain) had been con¬ 
sidered by the Soviet for assignment to Canada and the U.S. 
in an espionage role. Gouzenko's full information was put at 
the disposal of the British Government. 

Both British and Canadian authorities also knew in 1946 
that Fuchs had fled Germany as a Communist, and Canadian 
authorities knew he had been a nuisance during his internment 
at Farnham, Quebec, in 1940, because of his efforts at Com¬ 
munist proselytizing. 

Not only was little or nothing done about the two Red 
agents, Dr. Fuchs and Dr. Nunn May, but they had been placed 
by the British Government in key roles in atomic research, 
where they remained until 1948. The Ensign said, editorially: 
“The whole story of what patronage Dr. Fuchs enjoyed in high 
places in Britain, who brought him to Britain, who whipped 
his naturalization papers through in record time after he had 
been interned in Canada as an enemy-alien and known Com¬ 
munist, and who protected him for so long after the facts of 
his Soviet associations were known, still remains unanswered.” 

It might be noted that even at this late date those respon¬ 
sible for securing citizenship for such known Communists as 
Sam Carr and Fred Rose, and securing key positions for others 
mixed up in spy work in Canada, have not yet been revealed. 

In retrospect, perhaps the two most significant aspects of 
the famous Canadian Investigation were: 

(1) That, just as in Russia half a century earlier the Red 
fifth column had not been Russian in character, so in Canada 
the Red fifth column plotting our destruction is not truly 
Canadian in character, but is a predominantly alien group 
under anti-Christian leadership; and 

(2) The incredible success with which the world (free!) 
press suppressed the most vital aspects of the whole investiga¬ 
tion and left the peoples of the West in darkness concerning 
the real nature of the Marxist Conspiracy and its infiltration 
of our educational, governmental and higher regions of our 
society. 
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CHAPTER III 


TREASON IN THE UNITED STATES 


The fifth column of treason and subversion in the United 
States follows the familiar pattern. Years ago the FBI were 
fully aware of atomic espionage, and airtight cases were built 
up against several agents, only to have the Justice or State 
Department intervene and prohibit the arrests at the last min¬ 
ute. The Kremlin must not be offended! 

The American Mercury (April, 1951) gives the details of the theft 
of atomic secrets in 1943, relating how both the FBI and Army Counter- 
Intelligence Corps were watching every move the agents made and 
knew that at a San Francisco rendezvous, at a certain hour, on a certain 
day in March, 1943, atomic secrets were to be handed over to Peter Ivan¬ 
ov, a Soviet Vice Consul. Hurried appeals were made to the State and 
Justice Departments to allow the arrest of the agents involved, but, with 
perhaps the future of Western civilization at stake, both the State and 
Justice Departments refused to authorize an arrest, and the officers had 
to endure the ordeal of watching the “ formula” handed over to Russia. 

The Reader's Digest reports how Russian spies — official¬ 
ly members of the overstaffed Soviet Purchasing Commission, 
and welcomed by the U.S. Government — were allowed to in¬ 
spect, document and photograph American industrial centres. 

Robert B. Ohiperfield, a member of the U.S. House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, revealed that following the end of the war 
the U.S. Department of Commerce allowed Russia free access 
to all American patents (Israel gets them openly through the 
Technion Society), of which some 13,000 were microfilmed for 
transmission to Moscow. Russia also was given access to 
almost all the technical and scientific secrets obtained from 
the Germans by U.S. occupation forces. 

The report of the House Committee on Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities, 1950, reveals how the U.S. Government itself had 
actually licensed for export to the Soviet Union materials vital 
to the production of the atom bomb. A direct shipment of A- 
bomb materials to Russia was transmitted from the lend-lease 
air terminal at Great Falls, Montana, in February of 1944. 
"The Soviet Union received on one occasion,” says the Com¬ 
mittee Report, “a shipment of 200 pounds of uranium nitrate. 
On another occasion it received a shipment of 468 pounds of 
uranium oxide, 1,000 pounds of uranium nitrate, two shipments 
of heavy water and 25 pounds of uranium metal.” 

This incredible pattern of treason was made possible and 
was directed by the secret "unlabelled” Communists in key 
governmental posts. All attempts to root out such elements 
were accorded the "red herring” and “witch-hunting” smear 
by the leftwing "liberal” press and politicians, from the Presi¬ 
dent down. 
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Finally, in the summer of 1950, the FBI cracked down on 
a widespread spy ring. This group included Harry Gold, 
Julius Rosenberg, Mrs. Ethel 
Rosenberg, David Green- 
glass, Alfred Dean Slack, 

Miriam Moskowitz, Henry 
Wadleigh, Jacob Golos (de¬ 
ceased), Morton Sobell and 
Abraham Brothman. 

One need hardly be overly 
observant to note the same 
racial character of this 
“American" fifth column of 
treason as that exposed in 
HARRY gold Q ana d a j n 1946 and in Rus¬ 
sia in 1917. 

This espionage network was working with Dr. Klaus 
Fuchs in stealing atom secrets. It is noteworthy that it was 
on the recommendation of Dr. Albert Einstein — named by 
Pravda as one of th6 ten best friends of the Soviet Union in 
America — that Dr. Fuchs was admitted to atomic laboratories 
in the U.S. 

Other well known cases in the United States included: 
Dr. Sidney Weinbaum, Russian-born Jewish scientist at Cal¬ 
tech, indicted in Los Angeles in 1950 on 
eight counts of perjury and fraud in con¬ 
nection with loyalty procedures. 

Phillip Bart, Jewish general manager of 
the Communist Daily Worker, refused to 
testify about Red activities. He was cited for 
contempt of Congress on August 11, 1950. 

And behind the whole network of treason 
in the United States stood the master-spy, 
Gerhardt Eisler, a German-born Jew. Following conviction 
he was let out on bail and fled back to Europe, today being 
propaganda chief for East Germany. 

Late in 1949 eleven leading Communists 
were convicted in New York. These included 
two Negroes, Henry Winston and Benjamin 
Davis, Jr., and nine others: Jack Stachel 
(Jacob Abraham Stachel), John B. William¬ 
son, Gilbert Green (Greenberg), Eugene 
Dennis (Francis Eugene Waldron), Carl 
Winter (Philip Carl Weissberg), Robert 
Thompson, Gus Hall (Arvo Mike Halberg), 

John Gates (Israel Ragenstrich), and Ir¬ 
ving Potash. 

These individuals were known as the U.S. Politburo. The 
U.S. Government has now arrested seventeen members (four 
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more sought by the FBI) of the “second string" Politburo— 
those ready to step into the shoes of the convicted eleven and 
direct the Red Conspiracy inside America. These 17 are: 

Simon William Gerson, Arnold Samuel Johnson, Israel Amter, 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, Alexander Leo Trachtenberg, Isidore Be¬ 
gun, Alexander Bittelman, George Blake Charney, Betty Gannett, 
Victor Jeremy Jerome, Claudia Jones (also known as Scholnick and 
Cumberbatch), Albert Francis Lannon, Jacob Mindel, Pettis Perry, 
Louis Weinstock, William Wolf Weinstone, and Marion Maxwell Abt 
Bachrach. 

Two of these seventeen are Negroes. The four fugitives 
still sought are: James Edward Jackson, Jr.; William Norman 
Marron; Fred Fine and Sidney Steinberg. 

NEWSWEEK magazine reports that the real leaders of the 
Red Conspiracy are Alexander Bittelman (already listed) and 
William Weiner. Bittelman is a Jewish alien, long the prin¬ 
cipal figure in the Yiddish Morning Freiheit Association, pub¬ 
lisher of the Morning Freiheit, described by the Calfornia Un- 
American Activities Committee as “Yiddish organ of the Com¬ 
munist Party." 

An analysis of the 47 Communist leaders and spies in the 
U.S.A. listed shows them to include: 4 Negroes, not more than 
14 Whites, and not less than 29 Jews. 

In other words, although not more than 5 percent of the 
U.S. population is Jewish, over 60 percent of the top Com¬ 
munists are Jewish. Less than 5 percent of the population 
supplies more traitors and Reds than the other 95 percent — 
one tiny racial group supplies more Communist agents than 
all other racial groups put together. Almost incredible. And 
yet this has been the pattern in every country since the in¬ 
ception of the Marxist Conspiracy. 

The “anti-Semitic” and “racial discrimination" smear is 
the most used weapon in the Red arsenal, and is used mainly 
to frighten well-meaning but uninformed people away from an 
examination of the Truth. This smear tactic may becloud or 
conceal the facts, but it cannot change them. The facts are 
there. They speak decisively for themselves.

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CHAPTER IV 

BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN TODAY 


The following are but a few of the very top posts behind 
the Iron Curtain currently held by Jews: 

Russia 

Reports as late as 1950 showed: 4 of 13 members of the Polit¬ 
buro to be Jews (Beria, Kaganovitch, Shrvcmik and Mikoyan), and 
3 others (Stalin, Molotov and Voroshilov) to be married to Jewess¬ 
es six key ministries presided over by Jews; well-known writer and 
Pravda editor, Ilya Ehrenberg, a Jew: Ashberg, the powerful Jewish 
banker for the U.S.S.R. (who helped finance the 1917 Revolution 
from Sweden). 

U.S. Ambassador to Moscow (1946-9), Gen. Bidell Smith, said upon 
his return that Soviet law specifically prohibits anti-Semistism. He said 
that anti-Semitism is widespread among the Russian people but rigor¬ 
ously put down by the government. 

“Opinion Magazine," published by the late Rabbi Stephen S, Wise, 
Zionist leader, stated in its December, 1933, issue that 61 percent of the 
officials of the White Russian bureaucracy were Jews. The Rabbi's maga¬ 
zine added: “Anti-Semitism had been declared a state offense and is 
punished as counter-revolution.” . Was the “American” Rabbi not saying, 
in effect, that the Bolshevik Regime was decidedly "Semitic"! 


Hungary 

The real power behind the Communist regime is Matyas Rakosi. 
John Gunther, for years friendly to the left wing and granted inter¬ 
views with the highest Communists, wrote in his Behind the Cur¬ 
tain, 1949: "Rakosi is not merely a Hungarian Communist; he is one 
of the half dozen most important international Communists in the 
world today . . . Mr. Rakosi was horn in 1892, in a Hungarian village 
called Ada; he is of Jewish origin and the family name was Rosen- 
cranz ...” 

The Times (London) of June 20, 1949, admitted that the Hun¬ 
garian Communist Regime consisted of 5 Jews and 1 Gentile, under 
the dictatorship of Matyas, Rakosi. In June, 1949, the sole Gentile, 
Laslo Rajk, was liquidated, one of his crimes being "anti-Semitism." 

Poland 

The real power behind the Red regime is the Jew, Jacob Ber¬ 
man, Secretary-General of the Communist Party. Seven of eleven 
members of Politburo are Jews (1950). 

Czechoslovakia 

The "strong man" of the Czech regime, according to John Gun¬ 
ther, is the Jew, Slansky, Secretary-General of the Communist Party. 
According to Globe & Mail (Toronto) reports, the "strong man” is 
the Jew, Germinder, Deputy Secretary-General of the Party. 

Roumania 

The Red dictator of Roumania is the Jewess, Ana Pauker. 

So widespread throughout America has become the know¬ 
ledge that the mainspring behind world Communism is a small 
group of Zionist-Jews, that their leaders have now launched a 
full-scale propaganda offensive (unfortunately with the co- 
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operation of many of our left-wing and “liberal” newspapers) 
that the Kremlin is “anti-Semitic.” This Marxist “line" is 
meant for the uninformed sections of the West. It is designed 
to confuse and confound the peoples of the West, while the 
very authors of world revolution and treason hide behind their 
own propaganda screen. When viewed in the light of the cold 
facts and evidence, this propaganda is, to put it mildly, ludi¬ 
crous. 

Gerhardt Eisler, the Jew master-spy, apparently had no 
fear of this mythical “anti-Semitism” when he fled back behind 
the Iron Curtain to safety and power! 

Leopold Infeld, the Jewish physio-mathematician who fled 
from the University of Toronto back to Poland, where he was 
given a key post by the Communist regime, apparently had no 
fear of this propagandized “anti-Semitism” behind the Iron 
Curtain! 

The technique of this “anti-Semitic” propaganda was perfectly 
demonstrated this last July. An Associated Press despatch from 
London, dated July 15, reported the marriage of Stalin's "favourite 
daughter,” Svetlana, to Mihail Kaganovich, son of Politburo member, 
Lazar Kaganovich, amid a record two weeks of Moscow celebrating. 
The report then claimed that "Stalin originally opposed the marriage 
because the bridegroom was Jewish.” The absurdity of this “planted" 
story is seen when we realize that Stalin himself is married, at the 
present time, to the sister (Rosa) of this very Lazar Kaganovich, 
the Politburo member who is the father of his new son-in-law. Is it 
not rather strange ihat this "anti-Semitic” Stalin and his “antic-Semitic" 
regime should be so largely made up of Jews, that Stalin himself should 
t be married to a Jewess, and that now his family is marrying back into 
Jewry! 

Return To God and Mora] Law 

Today the West faces not only the threat of Communism, which 
we helped to build up, but at the same time, because of our support 
of Political Zionism (whose growth has strangely paralleled that of 
Communism during the last half century) we have lost the friendship 
of the Moslem world and are now threatened with the loss of the 
strategic and oil-and-mineral-rich Middle East. We sleepy Christ¬ 
ians "tolerated," and are therefore largely responsible for, this dis¬ 
astrous situation. 

On the other hand, it is not suggested that all Jews are support¬ 
ers of this Zionist-Communist Conspiracy. There are several out¬ 
standing cases of courageous opposition. Unfortunately, such mili- 
tantly anti-Marxist Jews invariably are singled out and smeared 
and persecuted into impotence by the powerfully organized left-wing 
groups controlling organized Jewry today. 



Nothing less than a Christian reawakening and a return 
to Moral Law can lay the basis of sound action to overcome 
this Anti-Christ onslaught upon Christendom. We of the 
West must begin to face up to the Truth, ugly though it may 
be.

(irnrral Kurt Meyer 

Now that the smoke has cleared 
from the Kurt Meyer controversy, we 
shall make a few observations. 

The Canadian legal experts who car¬ 
ried out the court-martial have always 
known, and recently levealed, that he 
was .tgied under a procedure anything 
but in accord with British Justice on 
charges manufactured for the occasion. 

Maclean's magazine (Jan. 15) sums 
tip several vital points in the case in 
these terms: 

"It is much too late for this nation 
to retrieve in full the honor and dignity 
it so carelessly cast aside to convict 
Kurt Meyer of war crimes of which he 
could not have been convicted under 
any tolerable code of justice," 

To release Meyer on compassionate 
grounds or to release him solely to join 
a NATO army "might partially repair 
the wrong to Meyer,’ 1 says Maclean's, 
but it "could only magnify (he wrong 
to justice." 

"There is only one reason for releas¬ 
ing Kurt Meyer. That reason is that he 
was unjustly tried, unjustly convicted 
and unjustly jailed. He was tried under 
laws and procedures which deny the 


first principles of British justice. Many* 
of the witnesses who testified against 
him never appeared in the courtroom. 
At least two of the witnesses who ap¬ 
peared against him in person were in¬ 
timidated outside the courtroom and 
each of these contradicted himself on 
major points of evidence. In the most 
important charges of which he was con¬ 
victed the onus was on him to prove 
his innocence, not on the prosecution 
to prove liis guilt. These are serious 
statements. They were all made and 
lully documented in this magazine two 
years ago. The editor of Maclean’s, who 
covered Meyer’s trial in its entirety and 
has since re-read the court record in its 
entirety, is fully prepared to document 
them again.

''Brotherhood and Tolerance" 

This month we will he deluged once again with 
intensive ''brotherhood’' propaganda. We will he 
told that everyone — Christian, non-Christian, 
atheist, communist and whatnot. — is our brother 
and that we must he more "tolerant.” Th-ik "broth¬ 
erhood week" campaign will be sponsored by The 
Canadian Council of Christians and Jews. 

it seems evident that many Christians, both 
lay arid clergy, home become so ‘‘tolerant.’' and blind 
to the onslaught, against Christendom today, both 
from without and within, that they are easy vic¬ 
tims for those whose interests are inimical to those 
of Christendom, but ivho know just what, they want 
usul Iiow to apply the pressure. 

Those who research into Jewish literature and 
follow the Jewish press realize that this current- 
''brotherhood-tolerance'’ propaganda is being used 
as a curtain to obscure the real anti-Christian 
nature of the attack upon Christendom. Following 
are just two recent examples taken from their own 
authentic press (meant 'for their own consumption) 
which indicate how much genuine brotherhood, rests 
in the hearts and designs of its promoters. 

(1) Not only is Israel and Jewish policy every¬ 
where attempting to prevent the integration of 
Western Germany into our Western defence against 
Communism — a vital link — but Jews are being 
instructed: "... upon the German brow we must 
press deep — the brand of Cain!” These are the 
words 'of 'Rabbi. Abraham L. Fcinberg of Toronto, 
■writing in the November 15, 1951, issue of THE 
JEWISH STANDARD. -This passage may have a 


specictl significance for students of Biblical Gene¬ 
alogy — is Cain the impressed or the hhpresSer? 

In tins same article Rabbi Feinberg suggests 
that ’’any increase of organized, ecclesiastical, 
fundamentalist Christian influence in Washington 
will, retard the progress of the State of Israel diplo¬ 
macy at a vital point. A frank admission that 
Washington is being used to promote a Zionist de¬ 
sign whose REAL objective is inimical to Christian¬ 
ity and therefore to the West. 

(2) This same publication (Oct., 1950) published 
the following revealing information: 

Before the end of the British mandate, Palestine's Christian 
population, (excluding British officials, police and army per¬ 
sonnel) totalled 145,000. Of these, roughly 100,000 are estimated 
to have lived in the area now Unown as Israel. At present, 
Christians in Israel number only between 45,000 and 50,000. 
''Roman Catholics have dropped in number, since 1947, 
from 30,000 to 5,000; Protestants from 6,000 to 1,500. 

It woidd seem that the Christian populdtion of 
Israel is faring even worse than the Jews are alleged, 
to have fared under Hitler. Imagine the outcry of 
racial and religious discrimination if we in America 
•were to -persecute or liquidate American Zionists 
in this manner! 

Are these examples consistent with the Jewish 
doctrines of their Talmud? Indeed they are. Dr. 
Jacob Rosenthal, for 20 years a rabbi in Pike Street 
Synagogue, Lower Manhattan, New York, tells (in 
.THE DEFENDER MAGAZINE, Dec., 1951) of his 
rabbinical education in the Talmudic doctrines which 
teach that the Jews are “God's Chosen People" 
while other peoples (the goy) are lower than ani¬ 
mals. Says Dr. Rosenthal, "Under Jewish law, you 
defile your mouth when you speak the word (Jesus 
Christ).” 

We do not,-believe such a "brotherhood " of be¬ 
lievers and, non-believers to be Scripturaliy sound 
— yoke yourselves not together with non-believers 
. ,. come ye out and be ye separate . . . ‘Furthermore, 
"tolerance" — tolerance of wickedness and evil — 
has been carried too far already. 

We recognize-our Christian duty to hate sin, but, 
love the sinner, even as Christ did. ‘But we believe 
that our time and resources are better spent, wit¬ 
nessing to salvation through Jesus Christ, pro¬ 
claiming the Word of God, and exhorting a return 
to Natural, Divine Law and Christian Morality — 
than in “organizing ” the loving-up and embracing 
of all faiths, creeds and groups into one babylonian 
theological United Nations in Church, 

Through Christ and the Cross we may become 
Sons of God and enter into the only real Christian

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"COMMUNISM CAN BE DEFEATED 

WITHOUT A THIRD WORLD WAR" 

By ERIC D. BUTLER 


fin our la£t issue wc published the 
first portion of "Mr, Butler's booklet 
outlining an effective policy for the 
West to pursue in combatting Com¬ 
munism. Following are further portions 
of this booklet by the eminent Austra¬ 
lian authority on the Communist Con¬ 
spiracy.) 

What Type of Offensive? 

: In considering ‘the type of offensive 
which the West should launch, it is first 
essential'to'be clear that war is already 
raging. But it is rather a one-sided war 
because, while the Communists firmly 
believe that they are engaged in a war, 
a revolutionary war, which must be 
fought to a final and definite conclusion, 
the West still makes the fatal mis¬ 
take of believing that mere military 
strength will permit it to make "agree¬ 
ments" with the Communists. Com¬ 
munist teachings leave no doubt that 
Communist leaders do not believe that 
Communist and non-Communist coun¬ 
tries can exist side by side; one or the 
other must conquer. These teachings 
also make it clear that any "agree¬ 
ments" made by Communists, or appar¬ 
ent -withdrawals from any position they 
have taken up, are regarded as tactics 
necessary for ultimately furthering the 
general Communist offensive. 

Once the West faces the fact that 
it is engaged in war, it surely becomes 
obvious that its first offensive move 
should be to refuse continuing to give 
the Communists a false status by re¬ 
cognizing them as the genuine repre¬ 
sentatives of the Russian and other 
peoples. The immediate breaking of all 
diplomatic relations with the Com¬ 
munist Governments would be a major 
psychological victory for the West, par¬ 
ticularly if it used every avenue to tell 
the peoples of Communist-dominated 
countries why this step had been taken. 
This first offensive would'pave the way 
for a direct appeal to tile greatest 
potential allies the West has in the 
struggle against Communism—the Rus¬ 
sian (*) people who for over 30 years 
have suffered this Communist tyranny. 


At least 90 percent of the Russian 
people are opposed to'the Soviet regima, 
while a strong underground movement 
has grown in spite of the ruthless 
methods of the Communist dictators. 
The West should be doing all in its 
power to help and encourage the Rus¬ 
sian underground and the Russian 
people to help free the world of the 
Communist conspiracy. It should be en¬ 
suring that, if a major military war 
should be started by the Soviet leaders, 
Ihe Russian people will, at the very 
leas't, he passive and non-co-operative 
concerning their Communist masters' 
policies. Before attempting to assess 
briefly the strength of the Russian 
underground, 'and how it might be help¬ 
ed by the 'Western Powers, it is essen¬ 
tial to stress the important fact thac 
included in the Communists' slave em- 


* The Ukrainian Canadian Com¬ 
mittee Hraws to our ‘attention the 
following poin'ts in connection 
•with Mr. Butler's booklet: 

(1) The author's analysis of Commun¬ 
ism is good. 

(2) It should be kept in mind that the 
inhabitants df the USSR are not all Rus¬ 
sians — as a matter of fact even before 
1939 'there were only 80 million Russians 
as compared with 120 million non-Russians 
and the proportion of non-Russians, of 
course, is much greater today. 

.(3) It is not the Russians who are so 
dissatisfied with the Communist regime 
as the non-Russians (Ukrainians, Beylo- 
russians. Baltic peoples, and so on) who 
are in the majority. 

(4) The “Russian Underground” refer¬ 
red to by Mr. Butler is in reality a "non- 
Russian” underground, with its main 
strength within the non-Russian peoples 
forcibly annexed to the USSR. As late as 
1947 this underground or resistance move¬ 
ment was so widespread in the Ukraine, 
in spite of the dreadful secret police, that 
the Kremlin brought in not only Russian 
troops, but also Polish and Czechoslovak¬ 
ian troops,-to overcome the opposition of 


pit*; are tons of millions of Eastern 
Europeans—Germans, the Baltic peoples, 
Czechs, Poles, Hungarians, Rumanians, 
and others who are still strongly resist¬ 
ing Communist policies. These peoples 
have not yet been successfully "digest¬ 
ed" and, in the event of a Third World 
War, would be one of the Communists' 
greatest liabilities. If Russian troops 
invaded Western Europe, their long lines 
of communications would have to be 
maintained through hostile countries 
whose guerrilla forces would be able to 
operate with deadly effect. The guer¬ 
rilla- tactics of the Poles and Russians, 
operating againsL the German lines of 
communication, played an important 
part in the defeat of the Germans In 
Russia. The Communists cannot wage a 
major military war with any reasonable 
prospect of success until they have 
successfully integrated the whole of 
Central Europe under their effective 
control. The vital importance of Central 
Europe to Communist strategy has been 
overlooked by many. 

Over thirty -years ago Lenin laid

* (5) Also, the bulk of the 2 'million 
“Russian” soldiers whom Mr. Butler points 
out walked over to the Germans in the 
early months of the war were actually 
mostly non-Russians, although from the 
USSR. iy 2 millions were Ukrainians. 

(6) While the Russians were allowed to 
use their church during the war, it should 
be kept in mind that all citizens in the 
USSR are allowed to use only one church 
— the Russian Orthodox. The Ukrainian 
Orthodox Church was disbanded as well 
as the Ukrainian Greek Catholic Church. 

(7) The Ukrainian Committee also 
draws our attention to an article we pub¬ 
lished in our October issue, “The Rus¬ 
sians, the-Bolsheviks, and the USA/' which 
was reprinted from an English periodical* 
The author had referred to the Ukrainians 
as Russians. This, points out the Commit¬ 
tee, is not so. The Ukrainians, although 
their country is at present overrun by and 
annexed to the USSR, are not Russians. 

■These, points should he kept in 
mind when reading Mr. Butler’s 
booklet,'especially when he uses the 
term "Russian."

propaganda concerning the lifting of 
living standards. Russian casualties dur¬ 
ing the Second World War were enor¬ 
mous, one fact which has no doubt 
resulted in comparatively little war pro¬ 
paganda inside Russia. Most references 
to war attempt to depict .the Western 
rowers as war-mongers and potential 
aggressors against, Lite Russian people. 
Many aiiLi-Communists do not under¬ 
stand that the Communists' "Peace” 
Offensive is nut only designed to penc¬ 
il's l.e Western Countries—and it is do¬ 
ing this most successfully because of 
the West's negative policies—but seeks 
to overcome the Communists' weakest 
front - Inn. domestic front in Russia.

that many conclude that the Western 
Powers arc like Hitler: Lhey talk loudly 
a.bout being anti-Communist while in 
many unfortunate .statements they 
create the impression that they despise 
the Russian people. 

.... They (peoples comprising USSR) 
arc a brave and patriotic people, and 
should Iho West, either by the folly of 
some aggressive military action or by 
a failure to make clear how they regaid 
the Russian people, create the impres¬ 
sion that they ai;g, merely anti-Russian, 
the Russians will fight a determined ami 
bloody struggle. The West alone can 
avcit thlp styugglh/ which might well 
mean l:h'c end of our present civilization 
—even though Stalin and his associates 
were destroyed. Consider the plight of 
Europe today, after the war to destroy 
Hitler and his associates. 

Not only has the West failed to make 
any realistic approach to the Russian 
people; it has held out no hope, of de¬ 
liverance to Die Poles, the Eastern Ger¬ 
mans, and oLher Communist-dominated 
peoples in Eastern Europe. 

In Eastern Europe tho Communists 
ere making .every effort to consolidate 
their grip. It is significant that they 
have been concentrating their major 
efforts upon breaking th 6 influence of 
the Christian Churches, and their spirit¬ 
ual leadership. While this leadership 
continues, the Communists realize that 
they have no hope of degrading the 
Eastern Europeans and creating Lenin's 
united proletariat. , . . 

There Is pcrliap 3 no greater indication 
of the negativeness and mural coward- 
ico of many Western leaders than, hav¬ 
ing helped the Communists to occupy 
Central Europe—apparently wiLh little 
understanding of what they were doing 
—there lias been no sign of repentance 
tor Lhe betrayal of Christian populu- 
Llojis like, the Poles who fought loyally 
and vaiianlly to defeat Hitler. ‘There 
have actually been dishonest ' attempts 
to "whitewash" such betrayals. A wide¬ 
spread mental attitude has been created 


which suggests Altai all those countries 
who' have passo'd behind the Ihnv (L'ui- 
luin.arc "past history"; that there,jj 
nothing'that the free nations tan uO' for 
I Item. 

- Not only has the West failed to make 
any positive and realistic effort to keep 
alive and strong the anti-Communist 
resistance of the Eastern Europeans, 
but it treats as equals their oppressors 
and murderers while it permits them to 
remain as members of the "United” Na¬ 
tions. While the Western Powers con¬ 
tinue to recognize the present Commun¬ 
ist Government in Poland, they help 
undeimlnc the morale of their Polish 
allies, who can only conclude that the 
West is not genuinely concerned about 
their eventual liberation from Commun¬ 
ist bondage, The policy of "containment" 
offers neither hope nor encouragement 
to the Eastern European peoples. It 
leaves lhe Communists free to continue 
their policy of “integration." 

While many arc aware of the import¬ 
ance of the Eastern European peoples 
as allies of the West in the struggle 
against Communism, they have com¬ 
pletely overlooked the first victims of 
tlic Communist terror — the Russian 
peoples.

Boast¬ 
ful talk of the great material power of

As Wes tern spokesmen arc regarded 
with suspicion by many of the Russians, 
the West should immediately seek the 
co-operation of Russian refugees in 
carrying their psychological offensive 
into Russia. But, as yet, the West lias 
done Utile or nothing to use thousands 
of Russians who arc burning with patri¬ 
otic desire to take part in a campaign 
to free their homeland—and return to

. Kx-t3eneial Fellers, the American 
director of the American psychological 
war in the Pacific during the war 
Bgiiinst the Japanese, has closely exam¬ 
ined the case of a psychological offen¬ 
sive against the Communists in Russia 
and other countries behind the Iron Cur¬ 
tain, endorses it strongly, and has en¬ 
deavoured to gain official support in 
America for this offensive-—as yet with¬ 
out success,- Western follies are truly 
I he Communists* gr eatest allies. 

’There are some well informed student* 
who do consider Bolshevist policy a con¬ 
tinuation of Imperial Russian policy. For 
example, the long history of the Ukraine 
is a story of war - and defence against 
Russian aggression and annexation. This 
policy was indeed accelerated with ruth¬ 
less brutality under the Bolshevist regime, 

But in the sense that the present Krem¬ 
lin regime is the headquarters not only of 
armed aggression against her neighbours, 
but of a world-wide conspiracy within 
every country, directed towards the under¬ 
mining and destruction of Christendom, 
it departs from traditional Russian policy.

In our October issue we revealed the 
story of Alexander Kerensky—the Rus¬ 
sian Jew who made himself Premier 
following the overthrow of, the Czarist 
government in 1917, dm! then paved the 
way for the Bolshevik regime.

"WHEREAS a naw imperial Russian or¬ 
ganisation known as ‘Tki CouOcil for the 
Liberation of the Peoples of Russia' now 
oppressed by tho USSR has been formed 
under the leadership of Alexander Keren¬ 
sky, and 

"WHEREAS the said ‘Council for the Lib¬ 
eration of the Peoples of Russia’ reaffirms 


tha'policy of preserving the territorial in¬ 
tegrity of: the present Russian empire, 
alboit in a new guise, and thus of main¬ 
taining tha present subjugated non-Rua- 
tien nationa including the- Ukrainian 
Nation in further oppression and in ser¬ 
vitude to the Russian rulers, 

“BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that the 
Ukrainian Canadian Committee which is 
the democratic voice of Canadian citizen, 
of Ukrainian descent publicly condemn the 
imperialist policy and design of tha said 
'Council for the Liberation of the Peoples 
bf 1 ' Russia* upon the freedom of other 
peoples and nations, including the Ukrain¬ 
ian nation. Be it noted, however, that this 
condemnation of the policies of tho said 
. . . (Council) , . , does not condone the 
policies of the preesnt communist Russian 
regime, but recognizes both for what they 
are—aggressive and dangerous imperial¬ 
ism based upon subjugation and oppression 
of other nations and peoples, and servitude 
to Russia, 

"AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
tha Ukrainian Canadian Committee affirm 
tha oonviction that the interest of. the 
Western Democratic world will best be 
served through non-support of tho said 
'Council for the liberation of the Peoglet 
of Russia' in a new design on the freedom 
of other nations and peoples, 

•' * * I .! . ' 4 

"AND Be IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
the , Ukrainian Canadian Committee reaf¬ 
firm the principles that all nations and 
peoples in Russian servitude including the 
Ukrainian Nation be granted independence, 
and that lasting peace in the world will 
become attainable only when the Russian 
people will be contained within the boun¬ 
daries of their own ethnographic terri¬ 
tory." 

Representatives of’ tho peoples of 
Eastern Europe, the Caucasus, and 
Turkestan (peoples enslaved within 
USSR), meeting in Munich last Nov. 
20th, declared, among other things: 

"3. The liberation movements in these 
subjected nations ale the most powerful 
dynamic force in all countries under Sov¬ 
iet occupation . . . The first task of inter¬ 
national policy is to repair the mistakes 
made by the Great Powers after World 
War I, when they prevented the peopltl 
4f Eastern Europe, the Caucasus and Tur¬ 
kestan, from gaining freedom, AND AF¬ 
TER WORLD WAR II WHEN THEY 
ENABLED THE SOVIETS TO TAKE 
CONTROL OF CENTRAL EUROPE." (Our 
emphasis.) 

The conference then asked for real 
support for noo-Russian peoples held 
under the Communist yoke.

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What Is Authentic Conservatism ?

Oonscivatism as a political position is 
Characteristic of and grew from British 
tradition. It traces back to the Cavaliers 
of the time of the Cavaliers and Round¬ 
heads. 

The Cavaliers defended an element in 
Kingship which they believed was funda¬ 
mentally sound.* It has .to do with the 
King's duty to uphold Law and the tra¬ 
dition of his country—rightly under¬ 
stood, "divine right" was a duty rathci 
than a right. The Cavaliers also upheld 
colour in living. They sensed that- colour 
lgraces, arts, ritual, honors) is.associat¬ 
ed with privilege; although, that- is not 
a del once of the abuse of privilege. 

The Ronndfteads, on the other hand, 
distrusted privilege and hated it (or 
thought they did). They gave evidence 
that they wished to destroy all signs of 
It, and to replace it by “equality'.' 
(Cromwell during his protectorship ban. 
ued the celebration of Christmas.) Drab, 
monotonous, lifeless equality — it has 
been said that c-qi)a)ity means the 
absence or subtraction of quality. Fund¬ 
amentally, the Roundheads are akin to 
the Socialists of our day who. probably 
Nabove all else, worship Equality. 

A little after the Cavalier-Round¬ 
head episode the terms Whig and Tory 
came Into use, Whig, of course,, being 
jUi'c precursor of the term Liberal, and 
Tory being the precursor of Conserva¬ 
tive. Tory is said to be an Irish term 
Which was applied to those who sup¬ 
ported the hereditary right of James II 
to the tluonq in spite of his Roman 
Catholic faith. Thus Toryism" was asso¬ 
ciated with the support of the Crown 
as an important factor in the constitu¬ 
tion of the country. 


1"'The Cavaliers, then, in the great Civil 
War, who are truly our political ancestors, 
were not, as Whig historians have tried to 
represent them, a body of aristocrats to 
obstruct the liberties of the people. They 
fought in the well-founded belief that the 
destruction of Church and Crown, so far

Every 1 policy has a philosophy, and 
underlying the Conservative point of 
view, discernible in illustrations which 
' follow, is a belief' in a fundamental 
lightness (Law running through the 
universe), which should be reflected in 
the Constitution. It is not strange that 
the Conservative is looked upon as re¬ 
actionary—clinging to what exists and 
has proved itself to some real extent 
in experience, hesitating to change to 
something new until convinced that it 
will "work” under real conditions.

Ron Gostick addressed a public meeting in 
Gananoque, Ont., the evening of June 24th, spon¬ 
sored by Local 3209 of the Ontario Steel Prod¬ 
ucts, Ltd. (CIO). 

The speaker confined his remarks to a review 
of recent international developments and the vast 
expansion of the Communist Conspiracy during 
and since World War II. After drawing attention 
to our loss of allies in Eastern Europe and Asia 
since 1945, and the manner in which Western 
.foreign policy had assisted in this ‘incredible re¬ 
treat from victory,’ Mu. Gostick called upon 
Christians’ to close their ranks and expose the 
non-Christian traitors who.would destroy our 
nation. L' 

% Tlie Gananoque Reporter that week gave a 
prominent, though not too accurate, report of the 
meeting. Then the following week (July 3rd) the 
Reporter ran an editorial — with'all the appear- 
. ance of outside prompting from a non-Christian 
pressure group — attacking and smearing the 
Anti-Communist address to the Labour group 
and the Canadian Anti-Communist League. 
Following publication of this editorial, Mr. 
Gostick wrote the following fetter to the editor 
of The Gananoque Reporter: 

July 7, 1952. 

Dear Editor: 

Irk your editorial last week, “Christianity — Or 
Else/’ you attacked the address 1 recently delivered 
to Local 3209 of the Ontario Steel Products, Ltd., 
and by inference smeared me through association 
with such epithets 1 as ‘anti-Semitic,’ ‘Protocols of 
Zion,' ‘Hitler,' and so on. This is your privilege, ancl 
I only ask that this same freedom of press be accord¬ 
ed me in reply.' 

Firstly, the ‘Protocols of Zion' were not referred 
to in my address in the Lyceum and, quite to the 
contrary of your editorial, had absolutely nothing 
to do with the basis of my remarks which were 
confined to a review of recent international devel¬ 
opments and Communist intrigue and expansion. I’m 
afraid you must take the responsibility for intro¬ 
ducing this ‘Protocol’ question. 

Secondly, the only reference made to Hitler in 
my address was in denouncing totalitarianism 
wherever it is found and under whatever label, 
whether it be ‘fascism.’ ‘communism,' or anything

I sent you a letter a month or so ago 
which was an attempt to make some 
study of "world government." It was on 
whether world government was actually 
in practice possible, without sacrificing 
personal sovereignty or, call it by a 
more popular name, personal freedom. 
This i/ext, this present! study is on the 
"parentage" of UNO dr of "world gov¬ 
ernment.;’ Surely such an historical 
question must be asked. Who fostered 
the idea of "world government," pro¬ 
moted it. kept it alive? Ideas which 
gain currency' are most often the result 
of deliberate sponsorship, and their 
keeping in currency requires energy and 
provision of materials. They are also 
the motivators which determine what 
things take shape or are done. More¬ 
over, there are fewer of them (ideas! 
than'are thought. The truly great, in¬ 
dividuals at'a ones who will admit the 
history rif ideas they express in their 
own words. There is the occasional 
genius who docs show at some point, a 
previously not wholly realized relation¬ 
ship to truth or reality. That is why 
men come harking hark cohtlnningly to 
his idea—which is true of Aristotle, 
Bacon, Aquinas, Emerson, C. H, Doug¬ 
las (not to mention the great poets, 
musicians, painters and artists), as in 
larger degree of the Master. 

What, then, is the parentage of the 

idea of "world government”? The studv

Belgian Congo: African Pattern Continues 

The Belgian Congo, amidst loud and favour¬ 
able propaganda in the Western press, has 
just been granted independence. Already e- 
vents in this land — rioting, murder and chaos 
— indicate that it is one of the territories 
least prepared for self-rule. 

The following excerpts are reprinted from 
the current issue of INTELLIGENCE DIGEST: 

A VITAL PLACE 

"The Congo was not merely a Belgian 
colony. It was and is a country which oc¬ 
cupies a vital place in western security by 
virtue of its uranium (it was, incidentally, 
Congo uranium which made possible the war¬ 
time nuclear research which led to the A- 
bomb) and other strategic raw materials. The 
Congo has the world’s richest copper mines, 
yielding up to 15 per cent, pure copper. It 
also produces 73 per cent, of the world’s co¬ 
balt; it is second only to Bolivia and Malaya 
as a producer of tin; and it supplies 80 per 
cent, of the world’s industrial diamonds. 

"There rested a grave responsibility on Belgium to 
ensure that these assets would remain available to the 
western world, even at a high price, and would not 
eventually be used to further Russia’s war machine. 

"As things have turned out, there is not only no 
such guarantee, but the Congolese leaders are already 
chanting the phrase, ‘positive neutralism,' with no 
'preference 1 for any western nation, as their future 
foreign policy. This is not a meaningless phrase. 
Elsewhere where it has been used its meaning soon 
became strikingly clear —favouritism towards Russia. 
The N.A.T.O. Powers were crazy to allow this shock¬ 
ing danger to emerge. 

NO GUARANTEES 

"The argument that the mining operations 
are controlled mainly by Belgian companies 
and that the minerals are thus safe, holds y 
guarantee for the future. That Russia idEJw 


interested in the uranium, for example, can¬ 
not be doubted —even if only to deprive the 
West of it. There is nothing to stop a future 
Congolese Government from nationalizing 
the mines, even if it has to pay compensa¬ 
tion—with Soviet funds. 

"Even if that does not happen, it will be 
impossible to ensure the steady and even 
flow of these raw materials from a country 
which is verging on civil war... and where 
chaos is disrupting everything." 

INTELLIGENCE DIGEST points out that as the Con¬ 
golese are handed their ‘independence’ by Belgium, 
these Africans have no civil service, they have only 
three college graduates in a population of 12 million, 
not one African doctor, not one engineer, and not one 
lawyer. There is not a single African with adminis¬ 
trative experience above the level of junior clerk. The 
Congolese are to have their own army immediately, in 
spite of the fact that they have not one African soldier 
beyond the rank of Sergeant. Obviously, they'll need a 
little outside help, after all, to survive their 'indepen¬ 
dence'! 

RUSSIA STEPS IN 

"In this chaotic situation Russia is step¬ 
ping forward with generous offers of help; 
but not on the official level, because that 
would place the West immediately on guard. 
It has been through contact between Soviet 
agents and the African political parties that 
offers have been made and accepted for the 
training in Prague and Moscow of young Afri¬ 
cans for administrative and military appoint¬ 
ments." 

The report soys that there is a steady flow of Afri¬ 
cans from the Congo to Prague and Moscow, with 
"everything, including fares and pocket money, being 
provided free by the Russians.” Soviet agents are al¬ 
so reported recruiting, indoctrinating and arming Con¬ 
golese agents for future action.

M.R.A. Attacked by CCF-Socialist 

H. W. Herridge, CCF Member for Kootenay 
West in the Commons, recently attacked the 
Moral Re-Armament movement and asked the 
Government to remove the tax-exempt status 
of contributions to MRA (as a religious or¬ 
ganization). Mr. Herridge read messages from 
the CCF and certain labour’ groups, de¬ 
nouncing MRA, and went on to hang the old 

‘Nazi’ smear on the group. The cause of this 
CCF attack was, apparently, the distribution 
by MRA some months ago of a booklet called 
Ideology and Co-existence, in which the Red 
strategy of peaceful co-existence’ was very 
effectively exposed. 

Such an exposure of Communist strategy is 
apparently more than the CCF brand of Marx¬ 
ists can stand, and Mr. Herridge attacked the 
MRA booklet as capitalistic warmongering. 
After all, anyone who doesn’t agree and sub¬ 
mit to Moscow’s demands and ‘line’ is ipso 
facto 'threatening the peace’ —that is, the 
peaceful communizing of the world. 

Wallace Nesbitt (Conservative MP and Par¬ 
liamentary Secretary for External Affairs) 
and Liberal MP Chesley W. Carter challenged 
Mr. Herridge’s smear, and the Liberal MP 
very correctly pointed out that the Socialist 
MP’s attack was very similar to the attacks 
on the MRA booklet which have been appear¬ 
ing in the Communist press.

Moscow’s Havana ‘Diplomat’ 

The new Russian envoy to Cuba (which had 
no diplomatic relations with Moscow until 
the advent of Castro) is none other than Com¬ 
rade Sergei Kudryavtsev, formerly of Ottawa. 

Even the leftist Toronto Star noted the "as¬ 
signment of a master spy as new Soviet am¬ 
bassador to Cuba,’’recalling that "Kudryavt¬ 
sev was officially named by a special Cana¬ 
dian commission as the kingpin who set up a 
spy network that operated successfully in 
Canada during World War II.” 

This should come as no surprise when it is 
kept in mind that history proves that Soviet 
embassies and staffs are used primarily as 
headquarters and key personnel for organiz¬ 
ing intrigue, propaganda and espionage, 
rather than for carrying on legitimate diplo- 
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matic duties. 

Ore of the most recent glimpses of the operation of 
Soviet espionage and ‘diplomacy' was given by Col. 
Pawel Monat, *op Polish intelligence officer who de¬ 
fected to the West a year age, "In testimony just re¬ 
leased Col. Monat, who occupied key Soviet ‘diplo¬ 
matic’ posts in Peiping and Washington from 1952 ro 
1958, said: “As attache in Washington, my activities 
were like those of most Polish attaches stationed in 
Western countries. The cultivation and recruitment of 
agents, of course, is one of an (attache’s) primary re¬ 
sponsibilities.” 

Besides embassy officials, Monat said Po¬ 
lish intelligence uses positions in the Po¬ 
lish United Nations delegations and two 
other international organizations — the Inter¬ 
national Control Commission in Vietnam, and 
the Neutral Nations Supervisory Commission 
in Korea. 

Col. Monat said that the Polish-language 
weekly newspaper, Glos Ludowy, published 
in Detroit, is "financed and supported by the 
Polish Embassy on a monthly basis.” The 
amount paid to the weekly each month varies 
"between approximately two and four thou¬ 
sand (dollars) a month,” he said. The money 
comes from a sum sent from Poland for use 
of the Embassy in its work. 

It.might be recalled that each year the U.S. 
(pursuing her ’anti-Communist’ policy) grants 
millions of dollars in credit to Warsaw.

“Western Policy Re-examined" 

The above subheading is the title of an ad¬ 
dress delivered by Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker at Depauw University, Indiana, on the 
5th of June. Commenting on the Summit fail¬ 
ure, the Prime Minister said: 

“It may be that in North America the longing of men 
and women for peace is such that we have been psy¬ 
chologically too ready to assume an attitude of optim¬ 
ism. If this is so, and if we have been jolted into a 
realistic assessment of the international outlook, 
then the breakdown of negotiations among the major 
powers may have done a service to mankind." 

The Prime Minister commented on the Soviet 
policy of "alternating smiles and threats” 
(co-existence) in these words: 

“They do not lack a theoretical foundation for their 
policies but sometimes it appears that they have a¬ 


dapted to their purposes, for international use, the 
Pavlovian theory of psychology as practised on dogs. 
According to this theory the way to break down a dog 
is to apply positive and negative stimuli, and in turn 
to be nice, unkind or cool, to feed it, forget it, ring 
bells, flash lights, so that the dog will go all to 
pieces in a desperate effort to make head or tail of 
what is going on." 

The Soviet, using the promise of ‘peaceful 
co-existence’ as the positive stimulus, and 
the threat of nuclear destruction as the nega¬ 
tive, has had a field day with the West for 
the past several years. Are Western leaders 
at last stiffening up to this blackmail? Is 
that why Moscow called off the Summit at 
the last minute? 

In any event, Mr. Diefenbaker, in a radio talk to the 
Canadian people recently reminded us of the long re¬ 
cord of the Soviet’s broken pledges and organized es¬ 
pionage, adding: "The West has been shaken from 
whatever complacency may have been developing in 
the minds of some people about the ruthlessness of 
the methods and the reality of the objectives of Com¬ 
munist strategy in world affairs. Their ultimate and 
declared aim is world domination.” 

So, as we have suggested in past reports, 
the recent ’summit’ was our most successful 
one yet — we lost not a foot of territory, and 
awakened at long last some of our leaders. 

We feel that our Prime Minister is to be 
commended for this realistic stand, and our 
only hope is that in future our leaders will 
be able to resist the Pavlovian hypnosis. 

(Note: Students of Canadian foreign policy state¬ 
ments might find it interesting to compare these recent 
statements of the Prime Minister's with those made 
less than two years ago by the late Dr. Smith who was 
then Minister of External Affairs. Our February, 1959, 
Supplement No. I, carried Dr. Smith's statements.)

No 
government can make us healthy, wealthy, 
or wise. We must do that ourselves. 

But unlimited government can make 
us wretched, poor and ignorant. And 
World Government, being all-powerful, 
is likely ^o do all that. End all war? It 
can end everything 1 . 

What other country has a Constitution 
such as ours that limits the powers of the 
men in government? What other country 
provides man with such protection for 
individual freedom that he has the op¬ 
portunity to better himself by his own 
efforts? 

Only through such freedom can people 
rise and prosper. Progress comes through 
individual effort. There is not progress 
in “social action” through government. 

Most governments in the world today 
arc sick with socialism. Through the wel¬ 
fare state the “social planners” take from 
those who “have” to give to those who 
“have not.” They proudly use “the demo¬ 
cratic process” (majority rule) because 
the “have-nots” have more votes. 

Through this method the social plan¬ 
ners become a permanent ruling class. 
When their socialist plans go against hu¬ 
man nature, they must then produce a 
police state to enforce their edicts and 
bend “their subjects” to their will.

Communist Control Through Worltl Court 


Miss Grace B. writes: “What will hap¬ 
pen when the United States enters World 
Government? And what can we do to 
prevent it?” 

Dear Miss B: World Government, with 
authority to enforce “World Law,” will 
take out of our hands the means to de¬ 
fend ourselves. Our sovereignty would 
pass into the hands of foreign politicians. 
World Government would dictate the 
terms under which Americans would live. 
The United States, stripped of sovereign¬ 
ity, defenseless, could be forced to send 
our youth to fight under the World Govern¬ 
ment banner anywhere on the globe, just 
as they ’were sent' to Korea to fight and 
die under the U.N. flag, with their hands 
bound by U.N. restrictions. 

The only way to prevent World Gov¬ 
ernment is to let our people know what 
it will mean to them • their lives and 
property, their money, their boys and 
girls, their freedom. 

According to John Foster Dulles’ des¬ 
cription, we would have a World Govern¬ 
ment of delegated powers with strong, 
immediate limitations on national sover¬ 
eignty; international control of all armies 
and navies; a universal system of money; 
progressive elimination of all tariff and 
quota restrictions on world trade; and a 
“democratically-conrtolled” international 
bank to make development capital avail- 
abel in all parts of the world (we know 
where that bank would get its money). 
Also, World Government would bring in 
world wide freedom of immigration. That 
means that American wage rates would 
be reduced to the world level to equalize 
all men. Arc American working men 
ready for that? 

Internationalists, who are pro-Comrnun- 
ist, seek to take the United Nations, 


through the World Court, into “World 
Law” and a World Police Force until all 
of us are finally trapped in a World Gov¬ 
ernment under which we are powerless. 

The United Nations' Charter does not 
guarantee the rights secured under our 
Bill of Rights. As it weakens our Consti¬ 
tution, it removes the protection of our 
Bill of Rights, and leaves us helpless. 
What is “World Law?” 

Nowhere does the U.N. provide for trial 
by jury. In the U.N. Covenant of Human 
Rights, Article VII denies freedom of 
religion as “subject to certain limitations, 
public order and safety, etc.” Article XIV 
subjects freedom of speech and of the 
press to “restrictions, penalties, and lia¬ 
bilities.” Article XVII denies property 
rights. 

The United States limited the U.N. 
World Court jurisdiction to international 
affairs by the Connally Amendment in 
1946. Now the internationalists would nul¬ 
lify this amendment, thus offering so-call¬ 
ed domestic issues for World Court deci¬ 
sion. This could include U.S. immigration, 
racial problems, foreign debts, tariffs, the 
Panama Canal and our overseas bases. 

The Communist nations have refused 
World Court jurisdiction, even in their in¬ 
ternational affairs. Yet they can have 
“judges” seated on the World Court. The 
World Court consists of 15 “judges,” 
(none of whom needs to be a lawyer 
or a judge) and decisions are made by 
the majority. 

A quorum is only nine, so five pro-Com- 
munist judges on the World Court can 
rule against us. And there is no higher 
appeal from their ruling. 

There is no “world law” which respects 
the rights of man. Nevertheless, such rul¬ 
ings would take precedence over our Con- 
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stitution and thus subject us U. their will. 
There is not even the right for a nation 
to secede from the World Government! 

We can lose the Panama Canal and our 
naval base in Cuba by just such proced¬ 
ure. For example, on the same day that 
Fidel Castro completed the expropriation 
of all American property in Cuba (total 
value, over §V/z billion), the steering 
committee of the United Nations’ general 


assembly was hearing u denunciation of 
the United States for “aggression’ against 
Cuba! Ten nations on the committee op¬ 
posed this, but the Soviet Union got six 
countries to join in voting to investigate 
us. At the rate new nations are joining 
the U.N. (there are now 99 in all), and 
many of them fear the Soviet Union, how 
long before the Communists will have 
a majority voting with them on the World 
Court? 


The U.N. and Commimist-Peace 


J.S. writes: “From all I hear, the United 
Nations is all-out for World Govern¬ 
ment through the World Court, World 
Law and a World Police Force, all in the 
interest of promoting peace. Is the United 
Nations made up so that it can promote 
peace?’’ 

Dear J.S.: The United Nations, as it 
grows in the number of small and pre¬ 
maturely-born nations (each having one 
vote), can be more easily controlled by 
the Communists. According to an estimate 
made by the U.S. News & World Report 
on Dec. 12, 1953, one-third to one-half of 
the executives of the U.N. staff are Com¬ 
munists or persons who do the Commun¬ 
ists’--bidding. 

As these zealots get their own kind 
into key positions in any organization they 
control, today they control many parts of 
the U.N. Do they use that control to pro¬ 
mote peace and justice? Or do they make 
the U.N. a menace to everything we stand 
for, especially personal freedom? These 
questions are clearly answered in the 
book, THE UNITED NATIONS: PLAN¬ 
NED TYRANNY, by V. Orval Walts, pub¬ 
lished by Devon-Adair. 

The U.N. Charter was written by Leo 
Pasvolsky and Alger Hiss with parts cop¬ 
ied from the Soviet constitution. It of¬ 
fered “peace” as a bait to entice nations 
of the free world into an organization 
that would prevent them from warring, 
against the Soviets while the Reds (since 
1945) have captured over one billion Eur¬ 
opeans and Asiatics by subtle infiltration 
and mass murder. 

The United Nations’ treaty was ratified 
by the United States Senate under the 
false assurance that our national sover¬ 
eignty, our Constitution, and our flag 
would be held inviolate and that its sole 


purpose was peace. 

To the Communist, “peace” has a spec¬ 
ial meaning. It means placing all the 
world under Communism. 

The United Nations acted for Com¬ 
munist-peace when it failed to send aid 
to the Hungarian Freedom Fighters. It 
acted for Communist-peace when it failed 
to help Tibet and Laos. 

The United Nations acted for Commun¬ 
ist-peace when it prevented General Doug¬ 
las MacArthur and our other military 
leaders from bombing Communist bases 
beyond the Yalu River in the Korean War. 
They acted for Communist-peace when 
they prevented -Americans fEsm winning — 
that war, the first war we haven’t won in 
all our history. 

The United Nations’ military staff com¬ 
mittee always has a member of the Soviet 
chief of staff as one of its permanent 
members due to an agreement made in 
the very beginning by Hiss and Molotov. 

Through another Hiss agreement, the 
Soviet Union has three votes in the United 
Nations to our one. 

UNESCO is the United Nations’ pro¬ 
paganda machine. At the head of the divi¬ 
sion for high school material is Madame 
Jegalova, former chief, inspector division, 
of the Soviet Ministry of Education. 

Through UNESCO. American children 
are being influenced away from their na¬ 
tional allegiance and patriotism — and 
are indoctrinated with ideas of World 
Government — while Russian children are 
being prepared to run that government.

Another Look At South Africa 


The well-known columnist, J.B. McGeachy, 
writing in the February 25th issue of The 
Financial Post, says: 

"South Africa’s case for its racial policies is 
generally unknown or ignored in North America; 
but there is a case. Here, for example, is a 
statement that may astonish the reader: 

“‘We accept apartheid voluntarily because it ac¬ 
cords full recognition to native cultural institutions, 
customs, laws and language. We can assure the Bantu 
organizations in South Africa, who attack the policy 
of separate development, that we ore not in sympathy 
with their actions.’ 


"These are the words of Paramount Chief 
Botha Sigcau, speaking for 1.25 million other 
black men in the Trans-keian territory.” 

Other points the writer makes include: 

1. . it’s plain that apartheid, far from being a 

perverse or abnormal idea, is the usual, time- 
honoured, happiest and often legally enforced 
mode of human cohabitation on the globe. The 
Chinese live in China and the Arabs live in 
Arabia.... Millions of Japanese would come to 
Canada if the door were open; but the door is 
shut. If this is not apartheid, what is it?” 




He points out that this does not imply that the 
Japanese are inferior; and that the only thing 
that gives Canadians the ‘right' to say which 
races shall inhabit this half-continent is the fact 
that our forebears got here first and settled and 
developed this country, and that we, their de¬ 
scendants, are prepared to shoot interlopers, if 
necessary. He adds: 

"South African apartheid is based on exactly 
the same history and the same claim. When the 
Dutch began to colonize South Africa three cen¬ 
turies ago, it was emptier than North America at 
fQ the same date. They first encountered the Bantu, 
moving south to escape Arab slave traders, 150 
years later.” 

2. "What about apartheid in practice? 

"The Bantu homeland or Bantustan, where the 
black man can enjoy (liberty and dignity), is not 
£}’ just a promise or a dream. It exists now, a clear- 
Fj ly marked region on the map. It belongs outright 
p to the Bantu. No white person may own land or 
run a business in Bantustan. About 3.6 million 
Bantu or 42% of them now live in this homeland. 


"Critics stress the fact that Bantustan covers 
only 13% of South Africa; but this figure means 
nothing. A substantial part of the country is un¬ 
fit for cultivation; the Kalahari desert is said to 
be the largest continuous stretch of sand on 
earth. Bantustan, consisting of tracts chosen by 
the Bantu when they first migrated south, is 
mostly in the rainy section and includes 45% of 
South Africa’s arable, well-watered land. It’s 
larger than England and Wales.” 

3. The South African Government is spending 
impressive sums to improve agriculture and bring 
industry to Bantustan. 

‘In Bantustan the natives will be self-govern¬ 
ing, The power to tax and to try civil and crimi¬ 
nal cases is being transferred. In an illustrated 
official booklet, designed to show Bantu pro¬ 
gress, Chief Botha Sigcau may be seen presiding 
over a native parliament. He’s an impressive, 
intelligent-looking man. He and all the other 
members are in European dress. They meet in a 
handsome building.” 


4. The Bantu’s economic and social status is 
rising rapidly. 

"There’s evidence from a Canadian business¬ 
man on this point. S.M. Thompson, vice-president 
of Manufacturers Life, visited South Africa in 
1953 and again in 1960. ’What struck me most 
forcibly,’ he says, 'was the tremendous improve¬ 
ment in native housing and amenities.’ Sophia- 
town, the most sordid Bantu slum in Johannes¬ 
burg, has been destroyed and its inhabitants 
moved to Meadowvale where they have modem 
housing, parks, tennis courts and a golf course. 

"Thompson found prosperous Bantu business¬ 
men. A Bantu gas station is reported to sell 
more gas than any other gas station in the coun¬ 
try. A Bantu wholesale grocery firm has a turn¬ 
over of $5 million a year.” 

The living standard and income of the Bantu 
are "far and away the highest in all black Afri¬ 
ca. At any given time there are 750,000 Africans 
from other countries, as far north as Tanganyika, 
in South Africa. This number includes 200,000 
illegal entrants, ‘border jumpers,’ who have 
moved south to share the Bantu’s relatively high 
standard of living.” 



STUDY IN RED INFILTRATION TACTICS — PART 1 


How Communists Infiltrate Federal Posts

(The increasing frequency with which the CBC 
is hoaxing the Canadian public makes this arti¬ 
cle by Mr. Walsh, former RCMP undercover agent, 
most timely. —Editor) 

THE CASE OF 
PIERRE CHALOUT 

PIERRE CHALOUT, until recently the pri¬ 
vate secretary of the Hon. Leon Balcer, Fed¬ 
eral Minister of Transportation, is an old 
'pro' at Communist infiltration. This writer 
has uncovered enough evidence in the past 
four months in Ottawa to be able to prove 
that this same Pierre Chalout utilized his 
civil service position to advance Communist 
propaganda causes. 

The famous 'Nazi’ scare a few months ago 
which the CBC leftist eggheads inflicted 
upon the Canadian public, was master-minded 
by the same Pierre Chalout. The famous 
‘Nazi’ of Sorel, Bellefeuille, whom nobody 
had ever heard about before, was persuaded 
by Chalout to play the unsavoury role of 
agent provocateur and to appear before CBC 
cameras garbed in a Nazi uniform complete 
with swastikas and brownshirt trappings. By 
cleverly linking up the 'Canadian Nazi lead¬ 
er’ with 'American Nazi leader’ Rockwell, 
the CBC was able to divert the attention of 
the Canadian public away from the ever¬ 
growing Communist infiltration of the CBC 
networks to the 'Nazi menace’ in Canada. 

Old-time Commie fellow-travelers safely 
entrenched in editorial positions in the ’big’ 
press across Canada ( Montreal Star. La Pres- 
se, Le Devoir, Vancouver Sun, etc.) followed 
this up with screaming headlines for days, 
and in some cases for weeks. Canadians 
were mind-washed and left with the feeling 
that this country is on the verge of being 
taken over by some enormous 'Nazi’ fifth 
column. After a few weeks, the whole affair 
died down, Bellefeuille returned to his rou¬ 
tine job with the Ministry of Transport, and 
Pierre Chalout was feted by the CBC left¬ 


ists for his master-minding of another great 
hoax pulled on a gullible public by CBC 
leftists. 

Learned 'the Tricks’ under Grierson 

JOHN GRIERSON was involved in the Gou¬ 
zenko exposure of Soviet espionage. As the 
virtual dictator of the National Film Board 
from 1939 to 1943, Grierson was responsible 
for staffing it with the choicest collection of 
Communists and Trotskyists ever found in 
one specific section of the Federal Civil 
Service. His secretary was none other than 
Freda Linton, and when Grierson became 
general manager of the Wartime Information 
Board in 1943 he took Comrade Freda along 
with him. Grierson was in constant, close 
contact with the Soviet Embassy officials 
implicated in Soviet espionage by the Gou¬ 
zenko revelations, and his name was found 
amongst the documents that Gouzenko 
brought with him from the Soviet Embassy. 
Grierson left Canada shortly after the Soviet 
spy trials and is now working in Great Bri¬ 
tain with the BBC. 

Grierson Created ‘Hitler Jig' 

In an article in ESQUIRE a few years ago 
this same Grierson admitted that he had de¬ 
liberately tampered with a film showing A- 
dolph Hitler stamping his feet in Paris soon 
after the Nazi army had entered the French 
capital. By ’editing’ a piece of the film un¬ 
der a fast-motion process, the film came out 
showing Hitler doing a jig dance, and this 
film is still shown from time to time by the 
CBC in its doctored version. 

During the war years the NFB flooded the 
country with pro-Soviet films; and with the 
co-operation of another Soviet 'native'agent, 
Raymond Arthur Davies (alias Roy Davis) 
who was the Moscow CBC correspondent, 
Soviet propaganda utilized both the NFB and 
the CBC for Communist purposes. It was 
whilst he was working for the NFB that 
Pierre Chalout perfected .his technique of. 
pro-Soviet propaganda stunts of the 'Belle- 
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feuille 1 type. Chalouc left the NFB at the 
same time that a purge was made of Commu¬ 
nist and Trotskyist elements from 1948 to 
1950. 

Pierre Chalout, Rene Levesque, Jean 
Louis Gagnon, and Philippe Vaillancourt 

PIERRE CHALOUT first became prominent 
in 1935 when he linked up with another old- 
time Communist, Jean Louis Gagnon, and a 
Red fellow-traveler, Philippe Vaillancourt, 
in launching a revolutionary publication 
called V1VRE. This publication was always 
studded with quotations from Lenin and Trot¬ 
sky . 

In 1936 this same Red trio infiltrated LA NA¬ 
TION, the separatist organ in Quebec City, and 
proceeded to try and convince French-Canadian 
Nationalists to support the Communist “popular 
front.” This trio went to ridiculous extremes in 
trying to cover up their Communist activities, 
and called themselves the “POLITBURO” and 
gave themselves “code-names.” 

One day Pierre Chalout forgot his brief-case 
and the Director of LA NATION, Paul Bouchard, 
a militant anti-communist, decided to make a 
routine check of the contents of this brief-case. 
Bouchard had been suspicious of the trio for 
some time, especially after they were seen meet¬ 
ing secretly with known Communists in a local 
unemployed organization controlled by the separ¬ 
atists. In Chalout’s brief-case Paul Bouchard 
found a startling document. It was the minutes of 
a meeting of the “Politburo”; and although those 
attending the meeting were only identified by 
code-names, it was easy for Bouchard to pin¬ 
point each one. In these minutes references were 
made to secret meetings with Stanley B. Ryer- 
son, Tim Buck, Dave Kashtan and other well- 
known Communists. But the most startling thing 
of all was an elaborate plan to seize some ma¬ 
chine-guns which the "Politburo” members knew 
were cached at the Quebec Citadel—the local 
Army H.Q. 

Bouchard lost no time in calling all the NA¬ 
TION group together and exposing the “Polit¬ 
buro” trio of Pierre Chalout, Jean Louis Gagnon 
and Philippe Vaillancourt. The same week the 
Unemployed organization, I’Union Nationale Ouv- 
riere, on the basis of this incontrovertible evi¬ 
dence of Red subversion, also proceeded to ex¬ 
pel the same trio from their executive positions 
within the UNO organization as Communists. 

Pierre Chalout and Philippe Vaillancourt then 


opened up a bookshop on Mountain Hill, known 
as La Librairie Vaillancourt &, Chalout. It be¬ 
came a meeting place of Communists, and during 
the Spanish Civil War from 1937 to 1940 was the 
main distribution point for Communist literature 
in favour of the Spanish Reds. 

When the Godbout Government came to power in 
1940, P ierre Chalout was able to infiltrate the Quebec 
Civil Service and quickly became the private secre¬ 
tary of Hon. Rochette, the Minister of Labour. He 
then proceeded to staff government offices with Com¬ 
munists such as Joe Fortier (the founder of the Com¬ 
munist Party in Quebec City) and Maurice Lagace. 

When Hon. Maurice Duplessis was swept back into 
power in 1944, Pierre Chalout conveniently slipped 
away to Ottawa where he was welcomed with open 
arms into the National Film Board, riddled with Reds 
from top to bottom. After the anti-communist “purge'' 
at the NFB, Chalout was able to infiltrate the Ottawa 
French-language newspaper, LE DROIT, where he 
remained until 1959. 

Suddenly, in 1959, people "in the know” 
rubbed their eyes in utter disbelief. Pierre 
Chalout had been "appointed" secretary to 
Hon. Leon Balcer, then Solicitor-General. 

Not long after, in 1960, Chalout followed the 
Hon. Balcer to the latter’s new Ministry. Ap¬ 
parently some time in the summer of 1960 Cha¬ 
lout and the CBC leftists cooked up the now fa¬ 
mous ‘Nazi’ stunt, after Bellefeuille agreed to 
act as an agent provocateur.

United States investigations have revealed 
that likewise in that country the internation¬ 
al Communist Conspiracy’s espionage net¬ 
work is staffed primarily by Jews —the So- 
bels, Rosenbergs, Golds, Weinbaums and 
Eislers. 

British investigations recently revealed 
that at the core of the naval spy ring just 
uncovered in Britain are Peter and Helen 
Kroger, who turn out to be Morris and Lola 
Cohen of New York. 

As the Jewish leader, Rabbi Stephen S.

The following excerpts are taken from an article 
entitled Soviet Anti-Semitism As l Know It, by Igor 
Gouzenko ( Saturday Night, March 28, 1953): 

"Of all the nationalities of Russia, none 
benefited from the Revolution more than the 
Jewish, In contrast to the restrictions and 
persecution which the Jews suffered under 
the Tsarist regime, the Bolshevik Revolu¬ 
tion gave them complete freedom, much more 
in fact than any other nationality, including 
the Russians . . . 

"... As an example from my own experi¬ 
ence, half the class of the Architectural In¬ 
stitute in Moscow, where I studied in 1938- 
1941, were Jews. Almost all responsible 
positions in the Party, the Young Commu¬ 
nist League and the Unions were occupied 
by Jews. The party secretary of the Commu¬ 
nist Committee of the Institute was Jasha 
Naumov, a Jew. The secretary of the Young 
Communist Committee was a Jasha Lift- 
shitz. The Chairman of the Union was one 
Salomon Shertopal and more than half of the 
members of the above Committees were Jew¬ 
ish. 

"The situation was much the same in other 
offices, factories and institutes ... In con¬ 
trast to the Russian Orthodox Church, which 
by 1938 had been practically destroyed, 
most of the Synagogues were still open. 

"... The people, particularly the less- 
educated, considered power, authority and 
Jews as one..." 

(Emphasis added — Editor, CIS) 


This Service published the above information in April, 1953, adding: "Obviously both of 
Mr. Gouzenko’s reports cannot be true. Several keen observers are suggesting that, inas- 
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much as Gouzenko obviously knew the influential part played by Jews in world revolution,' 
and also that the leadership of the Canadian spy ring was Jewish —Rose (Rosenberg) and 
Carr (Cohen) — other elements must have had a hand in preparing his book who were inter¬ 
ested in diverting attention away from the identity of those elements behind Communism’s 
international fifth column.

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THE STORY OF THE SANTA MARIA 


The ”Santa Maria” case was a strange 
episode, about which the public could make 
neither head nor tail. And the reason this 
'case' is not understood is because essen¬ 
tial information has been kept from the pub¬ 
lic. Our readers will be interested in the fol¬ 
lowing report from one of our European 
observers. — Editor, CIS 

SENSATIONAL was the seizure of the Por¬ 
tuguese liner "Santa Maria’’ by a group of 
patriots (?) or pirates (?) . . .as you wish. 

About 30 men (only 5 Portuguese), under 
the command of ex-Captain Henrique Galvao, 
seized with brutality the liner owned by a 
private company (Companhia Colonial de Na- 
vegacao), killing the third pilot (Joao Jose 
do Nascimento Costa) and wounding many 
crew members. 

Directing these 'rebels’ was Humberto Del¬ 
gado, operating from a South American sanc¬ 
tuary. Everything had been organized, even 
to the despatching of an ’emissary’ (Fernan¬ 
do Queiroga, a Portuguese who had collabor¬ 
ated with the Spanish Communists) to Castro. 

‘Liberation’ 

The excuses for this act of piracy were: 
1) a declaration of war (by whom?) on the 
Portuguese Government; and, 2) the ‘liber¬ 
ation’ of the Portuguese People (from 
whom?). 

With guns made in Czecho-Slovakia — as 
were those which found their way into Por¬ 
tugal for Delgado’s 1958 election campaign, 
and those intended for recent use by the An¬ 
golan 'rebels’ and rioters — the liberators 
succeeded in liberating the C.C.N. of one of 
its liners, the third pilot of his life, some of 
the crew members of their financial integrity 
and the passengers of their freedom. 

Moscow’s Hand? 

Did the Reds have anything to do with this 
affair? you may ask. Of course not, is Cap¬ 
tain Galvao’s reply - the 'rebels’ were not 
even Communist sympathizers. Perhaps it 
is just a coincidence that many of them were 
Spaniards, in exile because of their partici¬ 


pation on the side of the Reds in the Span¬ 
ish Civil War! 

This anti-Salazar, anci-Portuguese 'col¬ 
onialism’ cry set off by the affaire Santa 
Maria was right out of the Red handbook. 

The Facts Kept From Us 

The North American communications media 
—press, radio and television—failed the 
public in the following respects: 

1. In addition to failing to report the foregoing, it 
created the impression that the Portuguese live in 
poverty under a ruthless dictatorship. The fact of 
the matter is that under Dr. Solazar living stan¬ 
dards have greatly risen, and people do enjoy a 
genuine freedom —though not the freedom to per¬ 
vert, subvert, and organize bloody revolution. The 
City of Lisbon, for instance, wrestles with an au¬ 
tomobile traffic problem much greater than the 
City of Toronto’s —hardly the symptom of poverty! 

Is it without significance that, following its 
liberation, all but 5 of the 355 crew members of 
the Santa Maria chose to return with their ship to 
Portugal? Do free men return to a prison? 

2. It left the impression that unrest in Angola is the 
sole result of Portuguese ‘exploitation’ of this 
African territory. No mention was made of the 
great number of schools and hospitals built and 
operated by the Portuguese for the Africans. Even 
The Encyclopaedia Britannica chronicles this 
record. 

And no mention was made of the fact that only a 
small handful of revolutionaries—no more than 300 
—sparked and directed the Angola ‘riots,’ executed 
with the help of Lumumba troopers from the Congo. 

3. If created the impression that the new President 
of Brazil, Ganos Quadros, would take a pro-'rebel’ 
attitude, and failed to publish the warm and cordial 
exchange of telegrams between Quadros and Salazar 
at the time Brazil took the liner from the pirates and 
returned it to its Portuguese owners.

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Press Caught Red-handed 

CBC commentators could hardly conceal 
their ecstasy at this ’rebel’ piracy against 
Salazar’s Portugal. And the daily press, in 
some cases, outdid the CBC. 

For example, one Toronto daily came out 
with the story that Toronto’s 10,000 Portu¬ 
guese were supporting the ’rebels.’ 

When indignant Portuguese leaders of Toronto went 
to the daily in question and pointed out that, even 
counting the babies and children, Toronto’s Portu¬ 
guese population numbers no more than 8,000; that of 
this number no more than 85 are members of the small 
leftist group which presumed to speak for the whole 
Portuguese community, and that Portuguese demon¬ 
strators in Toronto outnumbering the leftist group by 
more than 10 to 1 had repudiated the alleged ‘rebel’ 
support - when confronted with these naked facts, 
what did the editor do? 

He did precisely nothing, even refusing to 
correct the inaccurate and misleading re¬ 
ports previously published. This is an ex¬ 
ample of the sacred freedom of the press in 
Canada today—the same press which charges 
lack of press freedom in Portugal! 

Our Observations 

It seems rather obvious that the purpose of 
this 'rebel’ action was to discredit Portugal 
(our NATO ally) in the eyes of the world, 
and undermine the Salazar Government in 
Portugal. 

The action—or lack of action—of Portugal’s 
NATO partners, Britain and the US, was dis¬ 
gusting. British sea patrols failed to assist 
in intercepting the pirate-seized liner be¬ 
cause British patrols in that area developed 
'engine trouble.’- Her engines developed 
much less ’trouble’ pursuing the Nazis than 
the Reds. And Washington, choked by the 
Liberal Establis hment, didn’t want to offend 
this leftist creation known as world opinion. 
And so Portugal got no help from London , 
and little from Washington — her NATO part¬ 
ners, who, incidentally, are always babbling 
about strengthening NATO! And it remained 
for Brazil to take the civilized action which 
the great bastions of democracy are too lib¬ 
eral and decadent to take. 

Did the' 'rebels’ achieve their goals? No. 
In spite of the spineless inaction of Lis¬ 


bon’s NATO partners, her co-operation with 
Brazil retrieved the liner, brought the 're¬ 
bels’ to bay, and enhanced Portugal’s pres¬ 
tige abroad. 

And the 300,000 Portuguese who lined the 
docks of Lisbon to welcome home the Santa 
Maria, singing Viva Portugal !... Viva Sala¬ 
zar! were so discouraging to the ’rebel’ 
cause that our press and ‘commentators’ for¬ 
got to tell us about the story’s ending! 

DID YOU KNOW? 

* That one of the reasons the Reds want closer 
relations with, and more missions in non-Soviet 
states, is explained by the famous U.S. counter¬ 
espionage agent, Matt Cvetic, in these words:

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Another Look At South Africa 


The well-known columnist, J.B. McGeachy, 
writing in the February 25th issue of The 
Financial Post, says: 

"South Africa’s case for its racial policies is 
generally unknown or ignored in North America; 
but there is a case. Here, for example, is a 
statement that may astonish the reader: 

"‘We accept apartheid voluntarily because it ac¬ 
cords full recognition to native cultural institutions, 
customs, laws and language. We can assure the Bantu 
organizations in South Africa, who attack the policy 
of separate development, that we are not in sympathy 
with their actions.’ 

"These are the words of Paramount Chief 
Botha Sigcau, speaking for 1.25 million other 
black men in the Trans-keian territory." 

Other points the writer makes include; 

1. ". . it’s plain that apartheid, far from being a 
perverse or abnormal idea, is the usual, time- 
honoured, happiest and often legally enforced 
mode of human cohabitation on the globe. The 
Chinese live in China and the Arabs live in 
Arabia. ... Millions of Japanese would come to 
Canada if the door were open; but the door is 
shut. If this is not apartheid, what is it?” 

He points out that this does not imply that the 
Japanese are inferior; and that the only thing 
that gives Canadians the Tight’ to say which 
races shall inhabit this half-continent is the fact 
that our forebears got here first and settled and 
developed this country, and that we, their de¬ 
scendants, are prepared to shoot interlopers, if 
necessary. He adds: 

"South African apartheid is based on exactly 
the same history and the same claim. When the 
Dutch began to colonize South Africa three cen¬ 
turies ago, it was emptier than North America at 
the same date. They first encountered the Bantu, 
moving south to escape Arab slave traders, 150 
years later." 

2. "What about apartheid in practice? 

"The Bantu homeland or Bantustan, where the 
black man can enjoy (liberty and dignity), is not 
just a promise or a dream. It exists now, a clear¬ 
ly marked region on the map. It belongs outright 
to the Bantu. No white person may own land or 
run a business in Bantustan. About 3.6 million 
Bantu or 42% of them now live in this homeland. 


“Critics stress the fact that Bantustan covers 
only 13% of South Africa; but this figure means 
nothing. A substantial part of the country is un¬ 
fit for cultivation; the Kalahari desert is said to 
be the largest continuous stretch of sand on 
earth. Bantustan, consisting of tracts chosen by 
the Bantu when they first migrated south, is 
mostly in the rainy section and includes 45% of 
South Africa’s arable, well-watered land. It’s 
larger than England and Wales." 

3. The South African Government is spending 
impressive sums to improve agriculture and bring 
industry to Bantustan. 

"In Bantustan the natives will be self-govern¬ 
ing. The power to tax and to try civil and crimi¬ 
nal cases is being transferred. In an illustrated 
official booklet, designed to show Bantu pro¬ 
gress, Chief Botha Sigcau may be seen presiding 
over a native parliament. He’s an impressive, 
intelligent-looking man. He and all the other 
members are in European dress. They meet in a 
handsome building." 

s 

4. The Bantu’s economic and social status is 
rising rapidly. 

"There’s evidence from a Canadian business¬ 
man on this point. S.M. Thompson, vice-president 
of Manufacturers Life, visited South Africa in 
1953 and again in 1960. 'What struck me most 
forcibly,' he says, ‘was the tremendous improve¬ 
ment in native housing and amenities.’ Sophia- 
town, the most sordid Bantu slum in Johannes¬ 
burg, has been destroyed and its inhabitants 
moved to Meadowvale where they have modem 
housing, parks, tennis courts and a golf course, 

"Thompson found prosperous Bantu business¬ 
men. A Bantu gas station is reported to sell 
more gas than any other gas station in the coun¬ 
try. A Bantu wholesale grocery firm has a turn¬ 
over of $5 million a year." 

The living standard and income of the Bantu 
are "far and away the highest in all black Afri¬ 
ca. At any given time there are 750,000 Africans 
from other countries, as far north as Tanganyika, 
in South Africa. This number includes 200,000 
illegal entrants, 'border jumpers,’ who have 
moved south to share the Bantu’s relatively high 
standard of living.”

STUDY IN RED INFILTRATION TACTICS — PART 1 

How Communists Infiltrate Federal Posts

(The increasing frequency with which the CBC 
is hoaxing the Canadian public makes this arti¬ 
cle by Mr, Walsh, former RCMP undercover agent, 
most timely. — Editor.) 

THE CASE OF 
PIERRE CHALOUT 

PIERRE CHALOUT, until recently the pri¬ 
vate secretary of the Hon. Leon Balcer, Fed¬ 
eral Minister of Transportation, is an old 
'pro' at Communist infiltration. This writer 
has uncovered enough evidence in the past 
four months in Ottawa to be able to prove 
that this same Pierre Chalout utilized his 
civil service position to advance Communist 
propaganda causes. 

The famous ‘Nazi’ scare a few months ago 
which the CBC leftist eggheads inflicted 
upon the Canadian public, was master-minded 
by the same Pierre Chalout. The famous 
‘Nazi’ of Sorel, Bellefeuille, whom nobody 
had ever heard about before, was persuaded 
by Chalout to play the unsavoury role of 
agent provocateur and to appear before CBC 
cameras garbed in a Nazi uniform complete 
with swastikas and brownshirt trappings. By 
cleverly linking up the 'Canadian Nazi lead¬ 
er’ with 'American Nazi leader’ Rockwell, 
the CBC was able to divert the attention of 
the Canadian public away from the ever¬ 
growing Communist infiltration of the CBC 
networks to the 'Nazi menace’ in Canada. 

Old-time Commie fellow-travelers safely 
entrenched in editorial positions in the 'big’ 
press across Canada ( Montreal Star, La Pres- 
se, Le Devoir, Vancouver Sun, etc.) followed 
this up with screaming headlines for days, 
and in some cases for weeks. Canadians 
were mind-washed and left with the feeling 
that this country' is on the verge of being 
taken over by some enormous 'Nazi’ fifth 
column. After a few weeks, the whole affair 
died down, Bellefeuille returned to his rou¬ 
tine job with the Ministry of Transport, and 
Pierre Chalout was feted by the CBC left¬ 


ists for his master-minding of another great 
hoax pulled on a gullible public by CBC 
leftis ts. 

Learned ‘the Tricks’ under Grierson 

JOHN GRIERSON was involved in the Gou¬ 
zenko exposure of Soviet espionage. As the 
virtual dictacor of the National Film Board 
from 1939 to 1943, Grierson was responsible 
for staffing it with the choicest collection of 
Communists and Trotskyists ever found in 
one specific section of the Federal Civil 
Service. His secretary was none other than 
Freda Linton, and when Grierson became 
general manager of the Wartime Information 
Board in 1943 he took Comrade Freda along 
with him. Grierson was in constant, close 
contact with the Soviet Embassy officials 
implicated in Soviet espionage by the Gou¬ 
zenko revelations, and his name was found 
amongst the documents that Gouzenko 
brought with him from the Soviet Embassy. 
Grierson left Canada shortly after the Soviet 
spy trials and is now working in Great Bri¬ 
tain with the BBC. 

Grierson Created ‘Hitler Jig’ 

In an article in ESQUIRE a few years ago 
this same Grierson admitted that he had de¬ 
liberately tampered with a film showing A- 
dolph Hitler stamping his feet in Paris soon 
after the Nazi army had entered the French 
capital. By ‘editing’ a piece of the film un¬ 
der a fast-motion process, the film came out 
showing Hitler doing a jig dance, and this 
film is still shown from time to time by the 
CBC in its doctored version. 

During the war years the NFB flooded the 
country with pro-Soviet films; and with the 
co-operation of another Soviet 'native’ agent, 
Raymond Arthur Davies (alias Roy Davis) 
who was the Moscow CBC correspondent, 
Soviet propaganda utilized both the NFB and 
the CBC for Communist purposes. It was 
whilst he was working for the NFB that 
Pierre Chalout perfected his technique of 
pro-Soviet propaganda stunts of the 'Belle- 


feuille’ type. Chalout left the NFB at the 
same time that a purge was made of Commu¬ 
nist and Trotskyist elements from 1948 to.' 
1950. 

Pierre Chalout, Rene Levesque, Jean 
Louis Gagnon, and Philippe Vaillancourt 

PIERRE CHALOUT first became prominent 
in 1935 when he linked up with another old- 
time Communist, Jean Louis Gagnon, and a 
Red fellow-traveler, Philippe Vaillancourt, 
in launching a revolutionary publication 
called VIVRE. This publication was always 
studded with quotations from Lenin and Trot¬ 
sky. 

In 1936 this same Red trio infiltrated LA NA¬ 
TION, the separatist organ in Quebec City, and 
proceeded to try and convince French-Canadian 
Nationalists to support the Communist "popular 
front.’’ This trio went to ridiculous extremes in 
trying to cover up their Communist activities, 
and called themselves the "POLITBURO” and 
gave themselves "code-names.” 

One day Pierre Chalout forgot his brief-case 
and the Director of LA NATION, Paul Bouchard, 
a militant anti-communist, decided to make a 
routine check of the contents of this brief-case. 
Bouchard had been suspicious of the trio for 
some time, especially after they were seen meet¬ 
ing secretly with known Communists in a local 
unemployed organization controlled by the separ¬ 
atists. In Chalout’s brief-case Paul Bouchard 
found a startling document. It was the minutes of 
a meeting of the "Politburo”; and although those 
attending the meeting were only identified by 
code-names, it was easy for Bouchard to pin¬ 
point each one. In these minutes references were 
made to secret meetings with Stanley B. Ryer- 
son, Tim Buck, Dave Kashtan and other well- 
known Communists. But the most startling thing 
of all was an elaborate plan to seize some ma¬ 
chine-guns which the "Politburo” members knew 
were cached at the Quebec Citadel —the local 
Army H.Q. 

Bouchard lost no time in calling all the NA¬ 
TION group together and exposing the "Polit¬ 
buro” trio of Pierre Chalout, Jean Louis Gagnon 
and Philippe Vaillancourt. The same week the 
Unemployed organization, l'Union Nationale Ouv- 
riere, on the basis of this incontrovertible evi¬ 
dence of Red subversion, also proceeded to ex¬ 
pel the same trio from their executive positions 
within the UNO organization as Communists. 

Pierre Chalout and Philippe Vaillancourt then 


opened up a bookshop on Mountain Hill, known 
as La Librairie Vaillancourt & Chalout. It be¬ 
came a meeting place of Communists, and during 
the Spanish Civil War from 1937 to 1940 was the 
main distribution point for Communist literature 
in favour of the Spanish Reds. 

When the Godbout Government came to power in 
1940, Pi erre Chalout was able to infiltrate the Quebec 
Civil Service and quickly became the private secre¬ 
tary of Hon. Rochette, the Minister of Labour. He 
then proceeded to staff government offices with Com¬ 
munists such as Joe Fortier (the founder of the Com¬ 
munist Party in Quebec City) and Maurice Lagace. 

When Hon. Maurice Duplessis was swept back into 
power in 1944, Pierre Chalout conveniently slipped 
away to Ottawa where he was welcomed with open 
arms into the National Film Board, riddled with Reds 
from top to bottom. After the anti-communist "purge” 
at the NFB, Chalout was able to infiltrate the Ottawa 
French-language newspaper, LE DROIT, where he 
remained until 1959. 

Suddenly, in 1959, people “in the know” 
rubbed their eyes in utter disbelief. Pierre 
Chalout had been "appointed’’ secretary to 
Hon. Leon Balcer, then Solicitor-General. 

Not long after, in 1960, Chalout followed the 
Hon. Balcer to the latter’s new Ministry. Ap¬ 
parently some time in the summer of 1960 Cha¬ 
lout and the CBC leftists cooked up the now fa¬ 
mous ‘Nazi’ stunt, after Bellefeuille agreed to 
act as an agent provocateur. All these sinister 
conspiracies to dupe the Canadian public were 
made without the knowledge of the Hon. Balcer. 
When I arrived in Ottawa in October, I960, I was 
able to uncover Chalout’s instigation of the 
‘Nazi’ stunt.* 

Pierre Chalout is no longer in the Civil Ser¬ 
vice. He is back working as a free-lance news¬ 
paperman-waiting patiently for a new infiltra¬ 
tion assignment. Perhaps he will soon be work¬ 
ing for LA PRF.SSE because the managing-editor 
is a chap by the name of Jean Louis Gagnon!**

Destroying the Commonwealth 

It is our firm conviction that the fruit of 
the Commonwealth Prime Ministers’ Confer¬ 
ence this month —the loss of South Africa to 
the British Commonwealth — will relegate 
this meeting and its participants to a posi¬ 
tion of shame and disaster in history. 

All the talk and propaganda that by ex¬ 
cluding South Africa we are strengthening 
the Commonwealth is so much poppycock — 
and our enemies, if not our.own people, know 
it. It has long been a prime aim of the Reds 
to divide, weaken and destroy the British 
Commonwealth, long the most stabilizing 
factor outside the Iron Curtain. What the 
Kremlin couldn’t itself accomplish, the cur¬ 
rent crop of Prime Ministers has done. 

Before reading farther, note the real con¬ 
ditions obtaining in South Africa (Page 1). 
What a different picture to that painted for 
us by a leftist-oriented daily press! Note 
the steadily and orderly rising of Bantu liv¬ 
ing conditions under South African direction. 
Contrast this with the chaos, rape and can¬ 
nibalism which is rampant in other African 
territories. And note, too, that one of South 
Africa’s problems ,is preventing other Afri¬ 
cans from entering the Union illegally. At¬ 
tracted by the highest wages and living con¬ 
ditions open anywhere in Africa to the Ne¬ 
gro, he is swarming down from the jungle to 
partake of that society so discriminatory! 

And who passes judgment on South Africa? 

Mr. Nehru, whose own country is unmatched 
in the Commonwealth for squalor and caste 
discrimination. And Mr. Nkruma of Ghana, 
who practises democracy in his own country 
by keeping his opposition members in jail! 

And then, of course, there’s Saint John, 
that great Canadian statesman who, having 
solved all his own problems — balanced his 
budget, solved the unemployment problem, 
and raised the conditions of our Eskimos 
and Indians to his own lofty level —takes 
the lead in messing around with another na¬ 
tion’s internal problems and breaking up the 
Commonwealth. 

Mr. Diefenbaker tells us that a nation that 


discriminates racially(and in sodoing raises 
the standards and living conditions of both 
races, especially the Black —see Page 1) is 
not fit for the Commonwealth Club. Such 
hypocrisy! Since when did Mr. D. become so 
particular about Club members? He hobnobs 
in Club UN with every type of gangster and 
cut-throat, and trades and deals with the 
biggest murderers in recorded history. 

Shakespeare, more than three centuries 
ago, put these prophetic words on the lips 
of a character in King John: 

This England never did, nor never shall 
Lie at the proud foot of a conqueror 
But when it first did help to wound itself.

Prime Minister Diefenbaker, who last year took 
unto himself a Zionist adviser, has been awarded 
the 1960 "Canada-Israel Friendship Award.”

PART I 

Conservatism and Conservative Policy 
A. Introductory 

It is the purpose of this submission to plead 
fora renaissance within our Party—a renais¬ 
sance which will bring to Canadians a new 
faith and a new vision in which they will find 
the nationhood they have been denied. 

The harsh fact of our time —a fact to be kept 
relentlessly before them by governments and 
people alike —is that we live in a disintegrat¬ 
ing and degenerating civilization. The world 
situation provides ample evidence of this. 
The outcome of two world wars, a major world¬ 
wide economic collapse, a series of revolu¬ 
tions, the rise of servile states under ruthless 
dictatorships — all within a lifetime —is re¬ 
flected in the present state of the world’s 
living in the shadow of cataclysmic disaster, 
and torn by violence, dissension and intrigue. 

Perhaps the greatest menace confronting the 
Western nations is a mass feeling of frustra¬ 
tion and helplessness in face of the growing 


threat of the Communist Empire —which was 
the main, if not the sole, beneficiary of a 
World War that shattered the foundations of 
European civilization. From Russia it has 
spread westward to swallow up the Baltic 
States, Poland, half of Germany and most of 
Central Europe. The vast territory of China" 
with its teeming millions has come within its 
orbit. Its influence has extended down into 
Indo-China and Malaya, with tentacles reach¬ 
ing into every country, including the British 
Commonwealth. 

Who would have believed twenty-five years 
ago that this would have been possible? What 
person of intellectual integrity dare hold out 
convincing hope that we can look forward 
twenty-five years with any degree of confi¬ 
dence that the remnants of what we cherish in 
our civilization can survive? 

The Western nations are bedevilled by their 
own internal problems. Great Britain is faced 
with an almost impossible economic task of 
maintaining upwards of 50 million people on 
their island home with greatly depleted and 
rapidly diminishing resources, while, on the 
one hand, keeping her defences at an unpre¬ 
cedented peace-time level in a hostile world, 
while, on the other, grappling with an economy 
threatened by internal political and labour 
strife and aggravated by constant inflationary 
pressures. France is torn by political and 
economic instability — the latter resulting in 
widespread social unrest on account of rising 
prices and increasing taxes. In fact, the major 
Western European nations are living in a very 
real state of continuing crisis. 
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On this side of the Atlantic the isolation of the 
United States from participation in ony international 
responsibilities until recent years, has rendered her 
ill-equipped to fulfil the responsibilities in that sphere 
which the last war imposed upon her. Historically, the 
American people have been primarily interested in their 
own affairs; and the Government of the country lacks 
the men trained in the tradition of foreign affairs to 
provide a coherent foreign policy. The results have 
been disastrous, for it has been American foreign policy 
primarily which resulted in Communist Russia’s ac¬ 
quiring control of Eastern Europe, in the Communist 
regime's seizing power in China, in Great Britain’s 
withdrawing from India, Burma and Egypt prematurely, 
and in the present ominous situation in the Middle East. 

'*~M’orebvef, as we have seen latterly, the A- 
merican economic colossus —for all its vast 
productive power and tremendous resources — 
lacks basic stability. Like the other econo¬ 
mies of the West, it is threatened by persis¬ 
tent • inflation and increasing difficulties of 
finding markets for its products. 

And what of Canada? Here, too, the persisting infla¬ 
tion of prices, resulting in labour disputes, combined 
with lack of markets, is threatening a virile and rapidly 
expanding economy. However, there is a deeper and 
more fundamental crisis which the country faces —a cri¬ 
sis which has been brought about by a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury of Liberal rule with a growing domination by the 
United States. During this period, Canadians have pro¬ 
gressively lost much of their rich British heritage. For 
political purposes the nation was kept divided against 
itself-Quebec against Ontario, East against West, 
farmers agoinst industrialists, and so forth-and, under 
the plea of acquiring greater national independence, 
this country was isolated from its Commonwealth family 
in international affairs. 

The results of the last election showed that Ca¬ 
nadians, inevitably and involuntarily, revolted against 
those who had led them along that spiritually barren, if 
economically rewording, path. The last election showed 
that Canadians are becoming passionately desirous of 
achieving genuine nationhood — of having restored to 
them their constitutional heritage focussed in the Bri¬ 
tish Cronm~o\ taking their place and assuming the re¬ 
sponsibilities of membership in the British Common¬ 
wealth. 

That the Canadian people should have turned to the 
Conservative Party is o tribute at once to the Party's 
leadership and to them. For surely they realized that 
what is necessary in government in the present critical 
situation above all else —no doubt a healthy reaction 
from past experience—is integrity rooted in a funda¬ 


mentally right policy. 

Great as is the opportunity which has been 
accorded the Party, far greater is the re¬ 
sponsibility which has been thrust upon us. 
For today Canada occupies a unique position 
as the link between the British Commonwealth 
and Empire and the United States —a position 
from which she can exert an influence on both 
out of all proportion to her population. And 
outside of the English-speaking nations of the 
world, what glimmer of hope is there for effec¬ 
tive action in the rapidly deteriorating situ¬ 
ation? 

That is the challenge the Party has been 
given. Let us take it up fearlessly. 

B. Conservatism - 

Principles, Policy, Philosophy 

Adherents steeped in its traditional tenets 
are well aware that Conservatism is the most 
revolutionary political doctrine in the modern 
world. However, tens of thousands of profes¬ 
sing "Conservatives” in this country lack 
any clear concept of what they support, while 
to the public at large "Conservatism” is 
merely the ideas of a political party which is 
"a little to the right" of Liberalism and not 
easily distinguished from it, and the latter is 
a kind of "middle of the road doctrine” be¬ 
tween Conservatism and Socialism. 

The widespread misconception of the nature of genu¬ 
ine Conservatism must be blamed on the Conservative 
Parties, who, for more than half a century, have been 
all too ready to trim their policies to the pressures of 
political expediency at the expense of adherence to 
their principles — even to the extreme of adopting es¬ 
sentially ‘'liberal’’ or "socialist” policies. So far has 
this gone that in recent years we have witnessed the 
Conservative Party in Britain seeking the support of 
the electorate on grounds that they could give them 
welfare state socialism more efficiently than the so¬ 
cialist Labour Party. And here in Canada our own Party 
allowed itself to adopt the adjective "Progressive” 
with its connotation of extreme Liberalism in the pub¬ 
lic’s mind-e.g., "progressive education,” "Lobour 
Progressive,” etc.—thereby giving substance to the 
libel that unqualified "Conservatism” is synonymous 
with "reaction.” 

We plead for a re-examination of the philoso¬ 
phy, the Ideal and the broad policy which is 
Conservatism in all its dynamic richness — 
and for a nation-wide campaign, starting with- 



in the Party, to place before Canadians a clear 
understanding of the inspiring vision which 
resurgent Conservatism can bring to a world 
in the grip of crisis. Above everything, our 
nation today needs —and needs desperately — 
an Ideal which will unite them as a family and 
evoke a national emotion which will be an in¬ 
vincible driving force. To a nation inspired 
by "the emotion of an ideal" nothing is im¬ 
possible. 

It would not be out of place within the limit¬ 
ations of this submission to indicate the 
scope we suggest of such a re-examination of 
Conservatism. Attached, as Appendix A, is an 
article written as a postscript to John Farth¬ 
ing’s Freedom Wears a Crown, which, with 
that book, lays stress on a return to first prin¬ 
ciples such as we are urging. 

Specifically, we wish to emphasize the im¬ 
plications of the organic concept of society 
which separates Conservatives fundamentally 
from all Liberal and Socialist groups, In the 
Conservative tradition the Canadian nation is 
essentially an organism which is an integral 
part of the larger organism we term “the Bri¬ 
tish Commonwealth of Nations." And this, in 
turn, exists within the greater organism of 
human society with which it should be, but 
manifestly is not, in harmony. 

In organic nationhood the relation of the in¬ 
dividual to the body of the nation may be 
likened to that of the cell to the human body. 
Just as the cell is an essential and integral 
part of the whole person, so the individual is 
an integral part of the whole nation —and what 
benefits him benefits the whole, and what 
harms him harms the whole. 

Just as in the case of the human person, we 
have body, mind and spirit, so in the nation 
we have the threefold aspect of the economic, 
the political and the cultural. To take another 
analogy in plant life, the economy may be 
likened to the plant, the political or govern¬ 
mental to the roots, and the cultural and spiri¬ 
tual to the flower —while the soil is the philo¬ 
sophical and metaphysical inspiration (rooted 
in religion) from which the life of the nation 
is drawn. 

This organic concept of nationhood has far- 
reaching implications, for it recognizes the nation 
as being ONE with Creation, and existing in a 
very real sense in and for its Creator, and subject 


to His Law. Hence it follows, all that a nation is 
and has is the gift of God to be used, in trust, for 
their welfare and to His Glory. This can be done 
only by seeking His Will and striving to be obedi¬ 
ent to It —which raises a question of FUNDA¬ 
MENTAL POLICY. It is a manifest fact that there 
is permeating and governing the Universe a Law 
of Rightness — a Canon of Creation, The stars in 
their courses, the Earth in its orbit around the 
Sun, electrons in their respective relationships to 
their nuclei observe this Law —as do the birds in 
their flight and a plant that is flowering. These 

and all Creation known to us, except Man, observe 

n 

the Law of their Creator by the very nature impart¬ 
ed to them. To the extent that Man, endowed with 
free-will, subordinates this to God, seeks His 
Law, finds it and is obedient to it in all his. af¬ 
fairs, he will prosper in harmony with all Creation; 
to the extent he ignores the Law or flouts it, he 
will bring disaster upon himself. This, 'we sug¬ 
gest, may well be set forth as the very basis of 
Conservative Policy. 

Inherent in the organic concept of nationhood is 
recognition that only God is Supreme and Sover¬ 
eign, and that in human affairs all sovereignty and 
all authority emanate from Him, and are channeled 
to a nation through the King (or Queen) who is 
personally responsible to God, as their custodian. 
This principle of authority carrying with it a cor¬ 
responding responsibility must necessarily be ob¬ 
served in the disposition of authority and the dif¬ 
fusion of sovereignty throughout the nation. 

In our own Constitution the Royal authority 
is exercised in the national sphere by the 
Queen in Parliament—that is, by the Queen 
“by and with the consent of Parliament," act¬ 
ing on the advice of her Ministers, who, with 
her (or her personal representative) form the 
Executive of Government and are granted such 
authority with the corresponding powers as 
the Queen in Parliament may accord to them. 
Within Parliament there are checks provided 
to the abuse of authority —by the Senate (in 
place of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal sit¬ 
ting as the House of Lords) and by Her Majes¬ 
ty’s Loyal Opposition whose function it is to 
scrutinize, and at their discretion oppose, 
measures brought before Parliament by Her 
Majesty’s advisers. 

With modifications, the same arrangement ex¬ 
tends to the Provinces within their spheres of 
jurisdiction — and so on down the line. 

The essential fact which should be kept be- 
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fore us all the time is that while the effective 
exercise of authority is vested in Parliament, 
Parliament derives that authority from the 
Queen, and exercizes it with her. It is the 
Queen who is personally responsible to God 
for its disposition and use —for it is His Au¬ 
thority being exercized in His Name —and 
every Minister and every Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, of both Houses, is personally responsi¬ 
ble to God through the Queen for ensuring that 
the authority of Parliament is exercized in the 
interests of the people he represents. 

Here, indeed, is a very different concept-^of Parlia¬ 
mentary Government to that which has operated in this 
country for some years. This is not extraordinary, for 
the widely accepted Liberal and Socialist concept of 
the nation-both essentially republican - is not that it 
is an organism and subject to "natural” growth and the 
law governing all organisms, but an organization de¬ 
vised by human ingenuity and subject to human dic¬ 
tates, There is no place for the mystical and meta¬ 
physical in such a concept of nationhood. The mon¬ 
archy is a traditional symbol —like the flag-while Par¬ 
liament is the supreme authority - and in practise this 
supremacy is exercised by the Prime Minister and Cabi¬ 
net to the fullest extent. 

However, it is when we come to national objec¬ 
tives and matters of social dynamics that the wide 
gulj which separates Conservatives from Liberals 
and Socialists becomes strikingly apparent. Basic 
to the organic concept is that each individual 
within the nation is a child of God—a sacred per¬ 
sonality who must be respected and, insofar as it 
is possible in association with bis fellow nation¬ 
als, accorded the utmost freedom to develop qnd 
express his personality to the Glory of God. And 
because each is a component of an organism, such 
freedom means the right to choose without inter¬ 
fering with the same right of every other person. 
Personal freedom then is inherent in the nation, 
whose affairs should, under Divine guidance, be 
ordered to that end. Therefore, the individual 
should be free to enter into association with 
others to gain objectives they desire in common — 
provided that it does not impair the freedom of 
others to do likewise, And just as he should be 
free to "contract in" by such arrangements, he 
should be free to "contract out" if he finds the 
association into which he entered does not pro¬ 
vide the advantages for which he joined it. 

The ideal of democracy which this envisages 
is far removed from the generally accepted de¬ 
finition of "majority rule" — for the rights and 


wishes of minorities are fundamental to a free 
nation. While the wishes of the majority 
should have priority, it should not be at the 
expense of completely abrogating those of the 
minorities in arranging the affairs of the na¬ 
tion to provide the greatest measure of free¬ 
dom and well-being for the greatest number. 

Freedom, then, within the national organism 
is inherent —the gift of God —the product of 
His Law —to be equally shared by all, and the 
denial of which borders upon sacrilege. It im¬ 
plies personal responsibility by all for the use 
each makes of his freedom — responsibility to 
God through the appropriate channels of au¬ 
thority leading to Him by way of the Monarch, 
for personal freedom within the national family 
is the product of the Divine gifts of Authority 
and Sovereignty accorded to them. 

What a complete contrast is the Liberal or 
Republican concept of laissez-faire and indi¬ 
vidual liberty—the right of each person to pur¬ 
sue his own personal objectives without let or 
hindrance within the limitation of the human 
laws governing the conduct of the nation con¬ 
ceived as an organization. "God in His 
Heaven; I’m alright and the devil take the 
hindmost" is perhaps an unkind summing up 
of the philosophy involved — but it is neverthe¬ 
less a correct one. 

And, of course, the Socialist concept of the 
humanly planned and humanly controlled State 
with personal freedom circumscribed by a 
multiplicity of laws, and personal rights swal¬ 
lowed up in the claims of the ruling hierarchy 
in the name of the State, is an even more com¬ 
plete denial of organic nationhood. 

* * * 

The most socially destructive feature of out 
modern world —a feature which would be ab¬ 
sent from a genuine organic democracy —is 
that of power without responsibility . The vast 
industrial, commercial and financial 'empires’ 
that have evolved have tremendous power con¬ 
centrated in the hands of their "corporation" 
or group without responsibility in any funda¬ 
mental sense to anybody. Because of this 
very feature in industry, the workers were 
driven, in self-defence, to organize themselves 
into trade unions —and now these in turn have 
become concentrations of power without re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The national economies, instead of being 
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marked by the voluntary co-operadon of people 
inspired by an ideal, are battlegrounds of sav¬ 
age competition, aggressive selling and sec¬ 
tional antagonisms. The Socialists claim this 
is the result of an unrestrained profit motive — 
but their case falls to pieces when we con¬ 
sider the only alternative they have to offer is 
coercion at the expense of freedom. 

Actually, it is a question of motive within 
the economy. Lacking an ideal — lacking a 
focus of responsibility—and having cut off 
their national life from an all-pervading de¬ 
pendence on God, modern man has set up for 
himself the ancient god of Mammon, symbol¬ 
ized as Money. This has become the object of 
his worship —the purpose of his efforts — the 
centre of his life. And it is destroying civili¬ 
zation. 

Only by restoring to man an Ideal which will 
be the inspiration of his life within his nation 
and his day-to-day living, and by opening the 
way for him to acquire more compelling eco¬ 
nomic objectives than the acquisition of 
money can this destructive force in our na¬ 
tional life be eradicated. 

We submit that in the foregoing it has been 
shown that a resurgent Conservatism — and 
only a resurgent Conservatism — can achieve 
this. 

* * * 

C. Synopsis of Suggested Action - Stage 1 

The following practical measures for intro¬ 
ducing a Canadian renaissance rooted in 
genuine Conservatism follow directly from the 
earlier arguments in this submission. 

1. Constitutional 

(a) Restoration of the Monarchy as the cen¬ 
tral fact in Canadian nationhood. To give 
focus to this it is suggested that: 

— The Queen of Canada should be provided 
with "her Canadian palace,” where she 
should reside for a period each year. 

— It is desirable that the Queen in person 
should open her Parliament as often as it 
may be practical. 

(b) Restoration to Parliament of its Consti¬ 
tutional authority and a full appreciation of 
the responsibilities involved. 

- Drastic curtailment of Ministerial powers, 
which, in practise, are exercised by civil 


servants through Departmental Regula¬ 
tions authorized by Order-in-Council. 

(c) Reform of the Senate as a more effective 
check o,n the House of Commons. 

(d) R e s t o ra t i on to Canadians of their tra¬ 
ditional privilege of being accorded honours 
by Her Majesty in recognition of their ser¬ 
vices to the nation. 

(e) A review of Dominion-Provincial relations 
and constitutional responsibilities. 

(f) An electoral system which will provide 
more effective control of Parliament by the 
electorate, for which a fuller responsibility 
must be assumed by each. 

2. Commonwealth Relations 

(a) It is suggested that Canada, as the se¬ 
nior Dominion, take a strong lead in winning 
support for consolidation of the Commonwealth 
as an economic free-trade area with reciprocal 
citizenship rights. 

(b) Further, that a Commonwealth Council be 
formed as an auxiliary to the United Nations 
Organization, to strengthen that body and to 
provide a model for it. 

3. Economic Policy 

(a) Reversal of the destructive inflationary 
pressures on the economy. 

(b) More effective machinery for settling 
Management-Labour disputes. 

(c) Canadian control of Labour Unions on a 
basis acceptable to them. 

(NOTE: These are dealt with more fully in Part (I of 
this submission. The implications of a re-organization 
of national life to the organic concept of society in¬ 
volves much more than the foregoing. Indeed, they are 
so far-reaching that we have found it necessary to con¬ 
fine ourselves strictly to the immediately important and 
dominant issue in the operation of the economy.) 

4. Educational 

A central committee to be formed to first 
steep themselves in Conservatism by acquir¬ 
ing a thorough understanding ofics philosophi¬ 
cal and political implications in the modern 

world. By means of printed material and 
speakers, key persons in the Party across Ca¬ 
nada to be grounded in an understanding of 
Conservatism. Concurrently, the public at 
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large to be systematically informed on the na¬ 
ture of Conservatism and what it can mean in 
Canadian life. 

PART II 

Restoration of Economic Stability 

1. The urgent and pressing problem with which 
the Government, in common with every gov¬ 
ernment of the Western World, is confronted is 
that of the persistent inflation of prices. From 
this central problem stem all the major eco¬ 
nomic problems which threaten the national 
economy —and notably the recurring demands 
of labour for increased wages which, in them¬ 
selves, aggravate a deteriorating situation. 

2. It is assumed, and, generally speaking, e- 
conomists subscribe to the assumption, that 
the continuous demands by labour for wage in¬ 
creases is the basic cause of the persisting 
inflation of prices. Although this is correct up 
to the point that increased wages inflate pro¬ 
duction and distribution costs which must be 
reflected in higher prices, it is by no means 
the main factor in an industrialized economy. 
Rather, as will be shown, are the recurring de¬ 
mands for wage increases the result of an in¬ 
herently inflationary feature of our financial 
system. 

3. Price is a function of the monetary system. 
It determines the purchasing power of the dol¬ 
lar. It is the link between production and 
money which renders the monetary system the 
principal instrument of organization of our 
economy. 

4. The theory upon which the monetary system 
operates is that money is issued as incomes - 
i.e., as purchasing power—through wages, 
salaries, profits and commissions during the 
processes of production and distribution of 
goods, from raw material to the finished pro¬ 
duct. The goods come on the market with price 
tags attached which include all the costs of 
production and distribution—assumed to be the 
sum total of incomes distributed in the pro¬ 
cess. Through the mechanism of prices, when 
the goods are sold the money distributed in re¬ 
spect of them is collected, and, except for the 
final seller's net profit, is retired as purchas¬ 
ing power —either by repayment of bank loans 
or by replacement of working capital. At this 
point it is necessary to emphasize that the 


money surrendered in the purchase of goods, 
and thereby retired as purchasing power, will 
not be re-issued as such except against new 
production with a new set of costs which must 
be liquidated. 

5. Broadly, the foregoing arrangement would, 
and, indeed, did work relatively satisfactorily 
in a dominantly handicraft economy. But with 
the growth of industrial power production, in¬ 
volving vast capital projects, the weakness of 
the arrangement has become progressively evi¬ 
dent. In fact, the entire period since industri¬ 
alism became generally established in the 
Western World, and up to the last World War, 
has been marked by recurring inflationary 
booms followed by economic slumps of grow¬ 
ing magnitude. 

6. It is a curious fact that in the fields of pro¬ 
ductive processes, in industrial organization, 
in methods of accounting, and in science and 
research, tremendous advances have been 
made and startling innovations introduced; but 
in the sphere of the monetary system —the in¬ 
strument of organization on which the entire 
economy, and indeed the life of a nation, de¬ 
pends — basically there has been no change in 
the system as such, but only in the abandon¬ 
ment of the manifestly absurd gold and gold- 
exchange standards in favour of managed cur¬ 
rencies and credit under the control of central 
banks. 

7. That there is a fault, and a fault of a funda¬ 
mental and serious nature, in the monetary 
system is evident from the results. It was 
spectacularly so during the world-wide eco¬ 
nomic depression of "the thirties.” In the ex¬ 
panding post-war economies of most Western 
countries with their vast capital development 
and defence programmes, it is only now show¬ 
ing itself in a persistent inflation of prices 
which cannot be checked by any accepted or¬ 
thodox methods. Credit restriction results in 
precipitating economic recession without 
checking rising prices, in the face of which 
the demands of labour for wage increases are 
inevitable and merely accelerate the inflation¬ 
ary trend. 

8. The cause of this threatening feature of the 
economy is so obvious once it is isolated 
from its complicating factors, at it is in¬ 
credible its existence has not been recognized 
more widely. 
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9. The faulty feature Ln the monetary system 
arises from a false cost-accounting which is 
reflected in prices. It' is assumed that in the 
aggregate money distributed as purchasing 
power in the course of production is suffi¬ 
cient, and available, to buy the goods in re¬ 
spect of which it was paid out —consumer 
goods by purchases on the retail market and 
capital goods by savings and investment. 
However, this does not happen. The simplest 
manner in which this can be illustrated is that 
provided in the Report of the Economic Crisis 
Committee of the Southampton Chamber of 
Commerce (England). 

10. Assume in respect of a new capital project 
that the construction of a factory is under¬ 
taken by means of a short-term bank loan 
pending the issue of shares. The cost of the 
plant is $5 million. Assume the entire 35 mil¬ 
lion is paid out in wages, salaries, etc., as 
incomes. The purchasing power of the public 
is increased by that amount. Concurrently, 
shares in the undertaking are offered for sale 
to an amount of 35 million —and in due course 
these are fully subscribed, thereby reducing 
the purchasing power of the public by a like 
amount. The bank loan is paid, the money is 
retired as purchasing power and, in effect, the 
shareholders have bought the factory for the 
money they surrendered. However, when the 
factory goes into production the price of its 
products will very properly include, in addi¬ 
tion to the wages, salaries and a margin of 
profit, an amount for depreciation of capital, 
i.e., "the cost of consumption" of the plant. 
When the goods reach the retail market this 
inflation of the price by the depreciation fac¬ 
tor cannot be met by the public out oj incomes 
distributed in respect of such goods. 

11. This may seem a relatively small factor 
as illustrated in the foregoing example —but 
in modern power production it is a factor of 
considerable magnitude. With the progress of 
assembly-line manufacture and automation 
generally in production processes, these al¬ 
located costs in respect of plant and build¬ 
ings are often considerably in excess of direct 
wage and salary costs. When the vast capital 
structure of modem industry is considered — 
extending through every phase of the economy 
(production, transportation and distribution), 
something of the huge burden on prices can be 
assessed. 


12. At this point there are two obvious objec¬ 
tions to the foregoing argument which must be 
met- First, it may be objected that the method 
for financing new capital projects is not 
necessarily that used in the illustration—that, 
for example, the factory may be built a/ ter the 
money had been subscribed by the public, as 
is often the case —either by open subscription 
or through a financial corporation. Such a pro¬ 
cedure does not invalidate the case, for the 
money saved and subscribed by the public 
could only have been distributed to them in re¬ 
spect of goods already produced —so that by 
saving it and using it to finance new produc¬ 
tion they have rendered the equivalent of the 
goods for which it was distributed temporarily 
unsaleable. Hence when it is returned to the 
public through construction of the factory, the 
position is identical to that in the original il¬ 
lustration. It does not matter how the facts 
are examined, the conclusion is inescapable — 
that prices are inflated by capital costs in¬ 
cluded in prices and the public are not in pos¬ 
session of the monetary means for meeting 
this part of prices. 

The second objection is that if such a seri¬ 
ous flaw in the economic cost-accounting of 
prices exists, the economy would break down. 
That is precisely what happened in the 'Thir¬ 
ties.’ The only reason that there has been no 
serious economic dislocation since is that in 
a war economy a vast part of the national pro¬ 
duct does not have to be sold on the market. 
Since the war the rapidly expanding economies 
of the Western nations, with their vast defence 
programmes and huge consumer debts, have 
combined to overcome the defective price 
structure — but the progressive inflation of 
prices is now seriously impairing the stability 
of Western economies. 

13. In order to bring the problem into perspec¬ 
tive it is necessary to examine its impact on 
the economy as a whole. Money is issued to 
the public as purchasing power in the pro¬ 
cesses of production and distribution, and re¬ 
tired as purchasing power with the consump¬ 
tion of the goods. This is a proper economic 
procedure. Now it has been shown that the 
public surrenders the purchasing power it re¬ 
ceives in any period of time (a) by purchasing 
goods on the retail market, and (b) by savings 
and investment to finance new capital goods 
production. When the costs of the latter are 
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charged into prices as it is consumed, the 
public cannot meet the costs. Expressed in a- 
nother form, it means that at present the pub¬ 
lic is being charged for its entire production 
in any period of time, whereas it should be 
charged only for its consumption of the na¬ 
tional product. This pinpoints the extent to 
which prices are being inflated beyond their 
true economic level and beyond the public’s 
ability to meet them —without such devices as 
consumer credit schemes. 

14. It follows that the extent of this inflation 
of prices represents a net shortage of purchas¬ 
ing power which the public should possess. 
The fault can be corrected, therefore, by re¬ 
ducing prices so that they bear the same ratio 
to present prices as national consumption 
bears to national production. This can be 
done by subsidizing retail prices with proper 
safeguards. The effect would be, on a very 
conservative estimate, to reduce prices by at 
least 30 %. 

15. Such action raises certain questions of 
government financing and taxation policy gen¬ 
erally. However, for the limited purposes of 
this submission it is not proposed to cover 
this ground. As the operation of the correcting 
factor in the economy would be automatic, its 
administration could be left to an agency of 
the Central Bank. The money would be pro¬ 
vided in precisely the same manner as it is 
issued today — namely, through the commercial 
banks, acting on the directions of the Bank of 
Canada, with the authority of Parliament. 

16. The reduction of retail prices by, say, 30% 
would immediately increase incomes by sub¬ 
stantially a like amount. Let us assume 25% 
would be the effective increase in real wages 
and salaries. By prior agreement with Labour 
Unions, all wages, salaries and rents should 
be reduced by 10% for the purpose of effecting 
a reversal of the inflationary trend in industri¬ 
al costs generally. 

17. Bound up with such steps to reverse the 
inflation of prices is effective action to regu¬ 
late—without arbitrary controls —the unjusti¬ 
fied inflation of retail prices by excessive 
mark-ups. 

18. The upsurge of labour support which 
should result from the foregoing and the com¬ 
plementary action which would be necessi¬ 
tated, provides a favourable climate for deal¬ 


ing with two problems in that field which are 

in urgent need of attention. The first is con¬ 
trol of Canadian Labour Unions by the head 
office executives in the United States. On 
this issue, affiliation with U.S. Unions should 
replace control, which should be vested in the 
Canadian executives. The second is the need 
for setting up more effective machinery for 
dealing with labour-management disputes. 
Something along the lines of independent ju¬ 
dicial tribunals on lines acceptable to both 
labour and management seems to be indicated. 

19- The foregoing is not intended to do more 
than focus attention on the nature of the pro¬ 
blem involved in the persistent inflation of 
prices. 


EDITOR’S POSTSCRIPTS 

(1) The Appendix to this brief—being a "Post¬ 
script to Freedom Wears a Crown”— is a very re¬ 
vealing and significant document. We intend to 
publish it next month as a special supplement to 
this Service. 

(2) We are publishing this brief not because our 
readers will necessarily agree with its every pro¬ 
posal. As a matter of fact, many will question the 
wisdom of the proposal under the "Commonwealth 
Relations’’ section to grant "reciprocal citizen¬ 
ship rights" to all within the Commonwealth. The 
implications of this proposal are staggering, and 
doubtless a delight to the professional agitator 
behind ‘roongrelization’ and racial tension. 

Others might question any move to strengthen 
the United Nations in view of the make-up and 
record of this part-Red organization. 

We are publishing this brief because of its pro¬ 
found treatment of some of the really fundamental 
issues confronting not only the Conservative 
Party, but indeed all Canadians, today — issues 
that have to do with the very nature of Man and 
his relationship to the Group and to God. It de¬ 
serves a wide circulation both within and without 
the ranks of the Conservative Party in Canada.

CUBAN INVASION-A FURTHER REPORT 

Under the heading The Truth About The 
"Phoney Invasion" 0/ Cuba— A Case Study 
0/ Internationalist Technique, the June 10th 
issue of Don Bell Reports, published right in 
Florida where the 'invasion’ was prepared, 
carries the following report. 


It is shameful and disgusting to suggest that 
the appointed officials of our own government 
were responsible for planning and carrying out 
an invasion of Cuba — knowingly doomed to 
failure from the very beginning — for the ex¬ 
press purpose of strengthening Castro’s con¬ 
trol over the people of that unhappy island. 
If such charges are true, then there has been 
treason committed, there is blood on the hands 
of men in Washington. 

Let us look at the record. 
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As long ago as September, I960, the Wash¬ 
ington Newsletter Human Events carried the 
following item: 

“From anti-Communist Latin-Americans in the 
capital, Human Events learns of some daring 
schemes which the Reds are hatching. ...They 
project a 'phoney’ invasion of Cuba, to be propa¬ 
gandized as a genuine attempt to overthrow Castro. 
This is quite a dilly, if the Reds can pull it off, 
and it has real anti-Castro Cubans here very much 
worried. Here is how the Reds have planned it: 

“A small group of Cubans (in reality, secret a- 
gents of Castro assigned to the job) have been re¬ 
cruiting, rather openly in Florida, volunteers who 
genuinely want to invade Cuba and overthrow Cas¬ 
tro. These sincere volunteers are ‘dupes’ and 
don’t know it. They are being sent to a hide-out 
in neighboring Caribbean territory, where they are 
being supplied arms of U.S. manufacture. They 
will sail to Cuba, storm some beach on the island, 
penetrate the interior and then will be betrayed 
into a cul-de-sac (where they will have to sur¬ 
render to Castro) by the secret Castro leaders 
who recruited them.” 

Here in Southern Florida it was public know¬ 
ledge that Cuban leaders known to be anti- 
Castro, were being rounded up, held in protec¬ 


tive custody, shipped off to other parts of the 
country, etc. And these real anti-Castro lead¬ 
ers began being replaced by new leaders, 
mostly new arrivals from Cuba; supposedly 
refugees who had miraculously escaped Cas¬ 
tro’s clutches just before he was to arrest 
them and stand them in front of firing squads. 

Then, on December 5th, I960, U.S. News & 
World Report published full and complete de¬ 
tails of the projected invasion of Cuba. Had 
it been anything but a phoney invasion, would 
such secret plans have been published jor all 
the world to see and read? 

But the real tip-off came in an article pub¬ 
lished in the London Evening Standard, which 
reported that shortly before the invasion be¬ 
gan, 50,000 Cuban men, women and children — 
possible supporters of the invaders — were 
rounded up and put in concentration camps. 

After his capture by Castro forces, Jose Miro 
Torres, son of leader Jose Miro Cardona, 
spoke on Havana TV, and said, “I walked for 
26 hours and at every turn there was a militia 
man . . . The operation ended in complete 
failure.” 

Informed sources in Washington blame CIA 
for the “complete failure” of the invasion, but 
no one dares say publicly that CIA designed 
it to be a “complete failure” from the very 
beginning! 

Even so, the demand for investigation grew 
so loud that, in order to protect all "appoint¬ 
ed” officials who might be investigated, 
President Kennedy took "full responsibility” 
for the entire shameful affair. You see, a 
President of the United States can be "in¬ 
vestigated” only by the long, difficult and 
unlikely procedure of impeachment. 

THE RELIGIOUS ELEMENT 

There was one purpose of the abortive in¬ 
vasion which isn’t being publicized at all in 
American newspapers. And that purpose has 
to do with Castro’s fight with the Catholic 
Church. But the Evening standard in far-away 
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London carried an article reporting that, 
while the "invasion” was going on 
"Churches were searched and taken over 
by the militia. All Catholic schools are re¬ 
ported to have been occupied or surrounded 
by the militia. Mgr. Eduardo Boze Masvidal, 
auxiliary Bishop of Havana and Rector of 
Villanueva University, was arrested and his 
assistants, and the University was closed. 
His arrest actually took place in a church 
where it is alleged counter-revolutionary 
literature and money including U.S. cur¬ 
rency were found.” 

But Castro has no cause to complain of 
the treatment he has received from a con¬ 
siderable left-wing, "liberal” element of 
the Catholic Church. And the Protestant 
National Council of Churches has been a 
"tower of strength” in Castro’s hour of 
need.

FEINBERG NOT A CANADIAN 

The following report, which is photocopied from 
the June 9th issue of the United Kingdom weekly 
newsletter, CANDOUR, should be most interesting 
to Canadians (and our Immigration Department). 

PAT WALSH DEBUNKS FEINBERG. —We have 
heard a great deal in recent years of one Abraham Feinberg. 
until recently the presiding Rabbi of Holy Blossom syna¬ 
gogue in Toronto. He has made it his business to instruct 
Canadians on a wide variety of subjects, including the 
need for the exclusion from schools of the use of the Bible. 
On that occasion I wrote of him: “ Should he dislike living 
in a Christian country, he can always emigrate to Israel 
and thereby spare Canada his presumption and imperti¬ 
nence". I might, have included the Soviet Union as an 
alternative to Israel, because it is remarkable how often 
Mr. Feinberg finds himself espousing causes dear to the 
Communist heart. Causes such as-.nuclear disarmament. 
We had always assumed that this self-appointed ■ adviser 
to the Canadian people was at-', least a naturalized 
Canadian, but not so, it-seems. 

At a meeting held by the wonderfully named "Ottawa 
Committee for the Control of Radiation Hazards" Fein¬ 
berg came under relentless fire from Mr Pat Walsh, a 
well-known Canadian anti-Communist, Who persistently 
got up and demanded to know if Feinberg was a Canadian 
citizen I quote from a Canadian report: After trying to 
evade the question. Feinberg admitted that he was not a 
Canadian citizen, ' Walsh then wanted to know why, after 
being eighteen ycArs in Canada, he had not seen fit to 
take oul citizenship papers. 'Feinberg refused to answer 
the question. Walsh then wanted to know if Canadian 
citizenship had been refused Rabbi Feinberg. Again he 
refused to answer. Walsh then made a speech, in Eogli*h 
and in French, despite the protests of a group of well- 
known Communists, in which he denounced Feinberg's 
unmitigated gall in preaching treason to Canadians and 
helping the Soviets in their Fifth Column activities. In 
rapid succession live other anti-Connnunists, including a 
former Momber of Parliament from behind tihe Iron 
Curiam, peppered the chairman with questions .about 
Soviet imperialism, the tyranny of the Red Army in occu¬ 
pied countries, and the-shameful conduct of the nuclear 
surrender traitors in our midst. One Polish-Canadian anti- 
Communist read a statement signed by Tim Buck- which 
appeared in the Ottawa Citizen calling for unilateral dis¬ 
armament but again Feinberg refused to answer a question 
as to his reaction to this statement. Anti-Communists were 
thus able to spoil and expose the first appearance of 
Abraham Feinberg in Ottawa by their embarrassing ques¬ 
tions.” Excellent! It is grand to know that Canadian 
patriots are now making use of the kind tif spoiling tactics 
which have won world-wide renown for our own League of 
Empire Loyalists, 

For more than a decade Rabbi Feinberg has been 
probably the most consistently vociferous liberal- 
leftist propagandist in this country. Ten years ago 
he led the attack against the singing of Christmas 
Carols at Christmas-time in Ontario schools. In 
recent years he has spearheaded the assault a- 
gainst religion in Ontario schools. He was one of 
the first to pick up the Red-coined ‘(A cCarthyism- 
witch-hunting’ smear and use it against those tak¬ 
ing a resolute stand against Communism. And now 
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he leads the Red-supported campaign to de¬ 
prive our armed forces of nuclear arms. 

Suppose that a Soviet agitator slipped into 
Canada and led campaigns against Christian 
education and national defence! What would 
Canadians say? What would our Government 
do? Well, isn’t it about time our Immigration 
Department looked into this matter and de¬ 
ported this alien agitator? 

Be sure to write to Immigration Minister El¬ 
len Fairclough (with a copy to your own MP), 
drawing this matter to her attention and ask¬ 
ing that deportation proceedings be instituted 
against this alien propagandist. 


CASTRO’S RED BASE IN CANADA 

It is known that Canada (especially Montre¬ 
al) was an important revolutionary base in 
Castro’s rise to power; that Canadian rifles 
were supplied to his men; and that Canadians 
such as Andrew McNaughton (son of Gen. A. 
G.L. McNaughton) participated actively in 
the Castro campaign as agents and spies. 

Less known is the fact that the Cuban Em¬ 
bassy in Ottawa is now being converted into 
a major base for Red subversion on this Con¬ 
tinent. A report from Ottawa, dated May 29th, 
reads as follows: 

“The Cuban Embassy in Ottawa today began 
the secret distribution of the English-lan¬ 
guage version of Che Guevara's handbook 
'GUERRILLA WARFARE.’ 

“This book was published on May 15, 1961, 
in New York City by Monthly Review Press 
Books, a Communist ‘front’ organization. 
One of the owners and editors of this Red 
publication is comrade Leo Huberman, who 
came to Canada in 1947-48 to teach the tech¬ 
nique of strike violence to members of the 
Canadian Seamen’s Union (CSU). The vio¬ 
lent 7 -months-long CSU deep-sea strike of 
1949 was the result of this teaching. The 
other contributor is Professor Scott Nearing, 
an old Commie wheel-horse who is often in¬ 
vited on CBC ‘guest’ programs.'' 

The following are extracts from an article en¬ 
titled “Strange Tale of Two Cuban Books Not 
Written by Cubans,’’ which appeared in a recent 
release by the Ottawa Anti-Communist Report: 

“The publishing and mass circulation in New York 
City on May 15, 1961, of ‘Che’ Guevara's handbook of 


Red guerrilla tactics entitled Guerrilla Warfare is un¬ 
believable but true. The publishers, Monthly Review 
Press Books, of 66 Barrow Street, New York 14, have 
indeed succeeded in exposing the incredible laxity now 
existing in the U.S.A. towards the cunning agents of 
the SovietLatin-American organization knownas GUJA. 
GUJA is a parallel organization to the Sixth Section of 
the Foreign Secretariat of the U.S.S.R. Communist 
Party. It is divided into two separate organizations: 
the Research Consultative College and the Office for 
Assistance of South American Democracies. The in¬ 
itials GUJA stand for ‘Main South American Organiza¬ 
tion,’ but the Soviet agents of GUJA are everywhere in 
North, Central and South America, and, of course, in 
the Caribbean area. 

“In September, 1956, International News Service re¬ 
ported. << "rhe GUJA agents, distributed through¬ 
out the Americas, are engaged in systematically 
undermining the social,, political and economic 
institutions of the Americas, in promoting dis¬ 
content and fostering chaos so that ultra-nation¬ 
alists gradually may take over the reins of gov- 
ment in one country after another. They subtly 
preach ‘liberation’ from the influence of the 
United States, trying to create as many enemies 
as possible of that country.’ 

“Very few newspapers in America thought it news¬ 
worthy to publish this very interesting item in 1956. 
Castro’s Cuba was still a few years away. Some news¬ 
paper editors ‘killed’ the item as being ‘too McCarthy- 
ist.’ They relied on so-called New York - Washington 
experts who assured them danger was non-existent.

-Two “GUJA’ 1 Agents 

"One of the editors of Monthly Review, the 'indepen¬ 
dent socialist magazine’ which published ‘Che’ Gue¬ 
vara's Guerrilla Warfare in the first English edition 
this month, is comrade Leo Huberman. In 1947 this 
same Huberman was sent by Ferdinand Smith, then Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer of the National Maritime Union (NMU- 
CIO) on a special ‘mission’ to Canada. Huberman ar¬ 
rived in Montreal in June, 1947, and contacted Danielle 
Dionne with a letter of introduction from Vicente Lom¬ 
bardo Toledano, the No. 1 Kremlin agent of Latin Ameri¬ 
ca and 'boss' of the Latin-American Confederation of 
Trade-Unions (CTAL). Danielle Dionne is the wife of 
Camille Dionne, the Communist leader of Quebec. She 
arrived from France in 1941 and soon became active in 
the International Association of Machinists (AFL), then 
under Communist control in the Montreal area. Lom¬ 
bardo Toledano had come to Canada a few times, once 
as the guest speaker of the Trades and Labour Con- 
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gress (AFL) convention. This wos when he hod first 
contacted comrade Danielle Dionne under her maiden 
name of Danielle Cuisinier. 

“For three months in 1947, Leo Huberman was in 
charge of a 'special* trade-union school at the head¬ 
quarters of the Red-led Canadian Seamen's Union. J.A. 
‘Pat’ Sullivan, first President of the CSU and former 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Trades and Labour Congress 
(AFL) refers to this in his book Red Sails on ihe Great 
Lakes, published after he resigned from the Communist 
Party. A short time after, these CSU hand-picked stu¬ 
dents of Huberman were to put in practise the ‘special* 
lessons taught to them by this ‘GUJA* agent. The 7- 
months-long CSU deep-sea strike of 1949, which para¬ 
lyzed shipping in seaports all over the world and 
wrecked havoc on Marshall Plan shipments to the Free 
World was a direct result of Huberman’s 'special* 
school. 

“Not long after, Ferdinand Smith was deported from 
the USA as a dangerous Communist alien and returned 
to Jamaica where he is one of the leading GUJA agents 
in the Caribbean area. Needless to add that both Hu¬ 
berman and Smith have made frequent trips to Castro’s 
Cuba, where one of their old-time GUJA comrades, 
Lazaro Peno, is now 'boss’ of the Cuban trade-unions.

All these facts were easy to ascertain 
before Castro was able to turn Cuba into the first Red 
satellite of the Americas, ninety miles from the U.S.

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Kremlin’s No. 1 Fellow-Traveler In Canada ?

In view of the fact that Rabbi Feinberg is today Canada’s leading ‘peace’ and 
'disarmament' advocate, this article is most timely and significant. —Editor 


The Communist Canadian Tribune of Nov.20, 
1961, on page 7, carried a half-page boxed 
"Appeal of the World Conference for Peace.’’ 
This appeal is signed by sixty persons from 
all over the world, at least 95% of them old- 
time Communist fellow-travelers. It is signi¬ 
ficant that there is only one 'Canadian’ a- 
mongst the participants who signed this ap¬ 
peal. More amazing still, this ’Canadian’ is 
not a Canadian citizen, although he has lived 
for 18 years in Canada! At a recent Ottawa 
’ban-the-bomb’ meeting, he refused to reply 
when I asked if he had been denied Canadian 
citizenship. His name is Rabbi Abraham L. 
Feinberg. 

I have often been asked if Rabbi Feinberg has 
only recently become a Kremlin stooge. Conse¬ 
quently, for the past few months I have been look¬ 
ing over my RCMP reports, copies of which I was 
allowed to keep when I terminated my RCMP un¬ 
dercover activities in February, 1953. I also have 
been in contact with Rabbi Arthur B. Lebowitz, 
considered one of the most reliable authorities on 
Communist infiltration amongst Jewish organiza¬ 
tions. Rabbi Lebowitz, incidentally, has been ex¬ 
posing Fidel Castro for many years. I also have 
been in touch with Circuit Riders, Inc., of Cincin¬ 
nati, a firm which has painstakingly compiled the 
Red and pro-Communist records of educators and 
clergymen in the USA whose names have appeared 
as sponsors of Communist-front organizations. 

Thus, what I have to say about the pro-Commu¬ 
nist background of Rabbi Feinberg in the United 
States (we all know about his pro-Red background 
in Toronto) is substantiated by factual reports 
which can easily be checked for accuracy. 

Record Goes Back to 'Thirties 

The Communist 'front,' American Congress for 
Peace and Democracy, was listed as a subversive 
organization in 1938 by the United States Depart¬ 


ment of Justice. This ‘front’ was sponsored by 
well-known US Communists. In the Daily Worker 
of November 23, 1938, page 2, Rabbi Abraham L. 
Feinberg is listed as an endorser of this Red 
outfit. 

Opposed Un-American Activities Committee 

In 1943 the US House Committee on Un-American 
Activities was just beginning to scratch the sur¬ 
face of the widespread Communist infiltration into 
government, and were beginning to uncover traces 
of Soviet espionage. Panic-stricken, the powerful 
Communist apparatus (this was the "chummy” 
period with the Soviet Union, a period that coin¬ 
cided with an upsurge in American Communist 
activities) launched a well-organized ‘front’spon¬ 
sored by old-time Red fellow-travelers. In a press 
release dated January 1943, this new ‘front,’ call¬ 
ed the “National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties,” listed Rabbi Abraham L. Feinberg as 
one of the sponsors. 

A few days later, the Commie organ, The Daily 
Worker (Feb. 6, 1943, page 4), carried a full-page 
ad of this new ‘front,’ which had as its objective 
“the abolishing of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities.” Here again we see the name of Abra¬ 
ham L. Feinberg as endorser. 

What was Feinberg afraid of? Why did he join the 
wolf-pack of old-time Reds scheming to abolish 
this patriotic committee of the US House of Repre¬ 
sentatives? Today, nearly twenty years later, we 
note that most of the original endorsers of this 
‘front’ have either been jailed for Soviet espion¬ 
age, subversive activities, or (like F. V. Field 
and many others) have fled the USA to live abroad 
in Mexico, Cuba, or the Soviet Union. We know 
now that the Committee on Un-American Activities 
continued its ungrateful task and in the years to 
follow was instrumental in exposing the shameful 
years of Communist infiltration into US Govern¬ 
ment and the tie-up with Soviet espionage net¬ 
works of these Reds. 




Urged US Declare War on Little Finland 

In 1943 the well-organized, but as yet unexposed, 
Soviet apparatus within the US Government (Alger 
Hiss, Harry Dexter White, Lauchlin Currie, Owen 
Lattimore, Nathan Witt, etc.) decided that its po¬ 
sition was so strong that it agreed with Soviet 
couriers that the time was ripe to involve the US 
Government in a war with Finland. The Soviets 
never forgave the Finns for their heroic resistance 
in 1940, and the Kremlin decided to utilize the 
strength and influence of its powerful espionage 
networks to bring pressure on the US Government, 
urging a declaration of war on Finland. Conse¬ 
quently, a so-called Open Letter To President 
Roosevelt Urging Declaration Of War On Finland 
appeared in the various daily newspapers on May 
23,: 1943. And, naturally, the following day the 
Commie Daily Worker on page 1 gave prominence 
to this same “open letter," one of the signers 
being-you guessed it-none other than the 
ubiquitous Abroham L. Feinberg! 

Moves to Canada 

Rabbi Abraham L. Feinberg arrived in Toronto 
some 18 years ago and became Rabbi of Holy 
Blossom Temple. He was apparently under strict 
'orders for a few years not to become involved in 
|pro-Communist activities, in an effort to get his 
Canadian citizenship. However, the FBI had pass¬ 
ed on to the RCMP his full dossier of pro-Red 

C.B.C. Continues R 

Recently the CBC in Toronto asked one of 
its editors, Frank Watson, to give a talk en¬ 
titled The ]owo Kenyatta I Knew, over the 
CBC network. In this talk, Watson stated that 
Kenyatta was never a Communist, that he was 
a very nice man, interested only in African 
culture. This whitewash of the Moscow-trained 
leader of the fiendish Mau-Mau terrorists by 
this Frank Watson deserves closer investiga¬ 
tion. 

Former RCMP undercover agent Pat Walsh 
knew Frank Watson very well when Watson 
was one of the leaders of the Trotskyist wing 
of the CCF Party in Montreal from 1940 to 
1943. Watson was expelled from the CCF in 
1944 along with Jean-Marie Bedard, Oscar 
Stromberg, Dr. Noah Wevrick, Hyman Golden- 
burg and Joe Goodman, because of the anti¬ 
war attitude of the Trotskyists.

’ban-the-bomb,’ ‘disarmament,’ and other Red-line man¬ 
oeuvres which would deny Canadian forces nuclear 
weapons and emasculate our national defence. 

It would certainly seem that Rabbi Feinberg, as for¬ 
mer RCMP undercover agent Walsh suggests, has re¬ 
placed Dr. Endicott as the Red’s No. 1 fellow-traveler 
and ‘fronter’ in Canada.

THE FRANK WATSON I KNEW 

I met Frank Watson for the first time in Montreal 
at a secret Trotskyist meeting in 1940. He had 
just arrived from the United Kingdom, and had de¬ 
liberately violated Canadian immigration laws by 
going through a marriage ceremony in London with 
Comrade Ellen Kaye, a fanatical German Trotsky¬ 
ist, Comrade Kaye was already married to a refu¬ 
gee German Communist, but this did not prevent 
Frank Watson from committingbigamy when he was 
ordered to do so by the Secretariat of the Trotsky¬ 
ist Fourth International. 

From 1938 to 1940 various refugee organizations 
like the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Organization, 
the International Rescue Organization, and others 
too numerous to mention, were involved in a 
scheme to utilize the facilities and loopholes of 
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the relaxed Immigration laws which permitted thou¬ 
sands of anti-Nazi refugees to enter Canada and 
the United States. One of the most efficient organ¬ 
izers of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Organiza¬ 
tion (sometimes referred to as the Joint Anti-Fas¬ 
cist Refugee Committee) operating from France 
was Comrade Gerhardt Eisler. 

Eisler was in charge of a vast Communist net¬ 
work which sent Communist anti-Nazi refugees 
(who had fled Germany) to Portugal and then to 
Mexico, the United States and Canada. Similarly, 
the Revolutionary Communists (Trotskyists) uti¬ 
lized the I.R.O. as a convenient transmission belt 
to “transfer” Trotskyists from Europe to Canada 
and the United States. Frank Watson was a >vell- 
known British Trotskyist, and he came to Canada 
with his ‘wife/. Comrade Ellen Kaye. Comrade 
Kaye after a few months was to become the mist¬ 
ress of Jean Marie Bedard (now one of the New 
Democratic party leaders in Montreal); and Frank 
Watson married another Trotskyist. 

At that time, in 1940, the Trotskyists in Montreal 
were composed of two groups: 1) a newspapermen 
apparat which comprised Ken Johnstone, Ronnie 
and Louis Jaques; and, 2) a trade-union apparat 
centred around Jean Marie Bedard, Hyman Golden- 
berg, Edmond Julien Major (one of the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party officials in Montreal), Frank Watson, 
Ellen Kaye, Sol. E n ge 1 s te i n, and Joe Goodman. 
(Guttman). The official leader was Dr. Noah Wev- 
rick, an old-time CCF member. Ken Johnstone mar¬ 
ried another Trotskyist refugee from Austria, E- 
lizabeth Lees, who soon opened a ballet school in 
Montreal. 

Fourth International Ordered Its Members 
To Infiltrate Socialist Parties Everywhere 

After the death of Leon Trotsky, the Fourth Inter¬ 
national ordered all the sections of the Trotsky¬ 
ists to infiltrate the Socialist Parties. In Canada 
the CCF was heavily infiltrated by Trotskyists 
from 1939 to 1944. In Montreal these Trotskyists 
were very prominent on the Provincial CCF Execu¬ 
tive, including Jean-Marie Bedard, Dr. Noah Wev- • 
rick and Frank Watson. Bedard was editor of the 
CCF French-language publication, Le Canada Nou¬ 
veau. At that time I was Secretary of the Quebec „ 
City CCF Club. 

In 1943, when Frank Watson heard I was to be 
sent overseas, he gave me a list of people to con¬ 
tact in the United Kingdom. When I arrived there, 

I soon discovered that all of these people were ac¬ 
tive Trotskyists, and that most of them were in the 
British Labour Party. Among them were Reginald 
Reynolds, Dinah Stock (who was Jomo Kenyatta’s 


mistress for a time), EtherMannin (a well-known 
left-wing author), George Padmore (in charge of 
Trotskyist agitation among the coloured comrades), 
and dozens of others whose names I still have in 
my files and whose activities against the war ef¬ 
fort I reported to British Intelligence. 

I met Jomo Kenyatta in the United Kingdom several 
times, both at Communist and Trotskyist meetings, and 
I always knew him as a die-hard Marxist. At that time 
he apparently was critical of Stalinism (the Stalinists 
were pro-war in the U.K. from 1942 to 1944, in accord¬ 
ance with Stalin's orders). 

When CBC Toronto editor, Frank Watson, states 
that Kenyatta was an anti-communist whilst he was 
in Great Britain, he means, of course, that Ken¬ 
yatta appea red to be a n ti-Stalinist. I write 
“appeared to be” because it became apparent that 
Kenyatta was working in close collaboration with 
Stalinists infiltrated within the British Labour 
Party, in particular with D. N. Pritt, Q.C. 

Now, this same D. N. Pritt was expelled from the 
Labour Party because of his consistent espousal 
of the Stalinist line. It came, therefore, as no sur¬ 
prise later on when Kenyatta returned to his native 
Kenya to lead the Mau-Mau terrorists and was ar¬ 
rested, that the same D.N. Pritt took the first plane 
from London to fly to Kenya to defend Kenyatta. 

Pritt, Leading Organizer of U.K. Red ‘Fronts’ 

D.N. Pritt has held, and still holds, executive 
positions with so many Communist ‘fronts’, in 
Great Britain that they are too numerous to men¬ 
tion. However, in view of his defence of Kenyatta 
(Frank Watson’s ‘anti-communist’ friend), it might 
well be worth while enumerating some of these 
Red ‘fronts’ that Pritt was, and in many cases is 
still, associated with. 

D.N. Pritt is on the World Peace Council; is on the 
council of the International Union of Students; is presi¬ 
dent (1961) of the International Association of Demo¬ 
cratic Lawyers, a 100 percent Kremlin-controlled ap¬ 
parat for Red lawyers (Nathan Witt, the chief lawyer for 
Mine, Mill & Smelter Workers Union, is also with this 
Red outfit). Pritt is vice-president (1961) of the British- 
Soviet Friendship Society, of the British-Red China 
Friendship Association, and of the Commie Haldone So¬ 
ciety. He is (1961) choirman of the League for Democ¬ 
racy in Greece, a Soviet-controlled organization that is 
behind the Red terrorism in Cyprus, And need we be 
surprised that he is a member (1961) of the executive 
committee of the National Council for Civil Liberties, 
the Red stooge organization in the U.K. which always 
comes to the defence of Soviet spies. Thus, Pritt is not 
only active on Communist ‘fronts' in the U.K., but he is 
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also active in their international counterparts. Any stu¬ 
dent of British Communism knows that D.N. Pritt has 
consistently followed the International Communist line 
for more than twenty years. He is also a frequent visi¬ 
tor to the Soviet Union and to all of the Communist-con¬ 
trolled satellites of the U'SSR 

Strange Contrast in CBC News Selection 

The f ol 1 o wi n g incidents illustrate the strange 
standards or sympathies by which the CBC selects 
its‘news.' 

Last month the CBC had two well-known Soviet 
apologists after the evening national newscasts: 
old-time pro-Sovieteer, Jean Louis Gagnon (Nov. 9), 
and Frank Watson (Nov. 14). • 

Time and time again Members of Parliament have 
protested in the House' of Commons against the ap¬ 
pearance of Jean Louis Gagnon as “invited guest” 
over the CBC networks. Yet, we hear the same Mr. 
Gagnon in November, 1961, speaking over both net¬ 
works. 

In the case of Frank Watson, he was introduced 
as “a Toronto editor.” Editor of what? and since 
when? are the questions which come to mind. Any¬ 
one who heard Watson last month over the CBC 
English-language network, and knew nothing about 
his 25 years’ activities with the Fourth Interna¬ 
tional (Trotskyists), would be impressed by the 
whitewashing of Mau-Mau terrorist, Jomo Kenyatta. 
In fact, the logical conclusion to be drawn from 
Watson’s defence of Kenyatta was that his trial 
was a frame-up by British authorities in Kenya. We 
resent being subjected to such factual distortions 
by die-hard Marxists like Frank Watson and Jean 
Louis Gagnon. 

Also, last month the CBC resorted to the familiar 
smear tactic of the Reds when its broadcasters on 
both networks smeared the anti-communist demon¬ 
strators who were peacefully protesting the cele¬ 
bration of the 1917 Bolshevik Revolution. This 
happened on November 7. A previous occasion 
when the same thing occurred was the smearing of 
the Ukrainian anti-communist leader, Simon Pet- 
lura, that time in the form of a play. 

Protests seem of little avail. It seems that only 
Communists and Trotskyists have the privilege of 
giving their views over the CBC. Recently this 
writer was invited to the CBC studio in Ottawa for 
a filmed interview (after the local private radio 
stations had already given much publicity to a 
press statement denouncing the real culprits who 
had desecrated the National War Memorial.) And, 
after spending three hours at this CBC (CBO) stu¬ 
dio giving three different filmed interviews in both 


languages, I was told by CBC officials that this 
interview would be on the 11:00 P.M. (Ontario) na¬ 
tional newscast. Needless to add that it was not. 

I had the misfortune of being an nn/t'-communist. 

The Real Story Behind “Cuba, Si”? 

Recently the CBC beatniks organized a pro-Cas- 
tro television ‘documentary’ called “Cuba, Si.” 
Even Mr. J. A. Ouimet, president of the CBC, pub¬ 
licly admitted that this ‘documentary’ was “one¬ 
sided in favour of the Castro regime.” Now Mr. 
Ouimet telJs us that, a) “Cuba, Si” will be releas¬ 
ed in revised form; and, b) that “if it had been all 
anti-Castro we would not have approved it.” It will 
be interesting to see how the CBC manages with 
the revision — especially in view of Castro’s recent 
admission that he is and has long been a Red, and 
that he is taking Cuba down the Communist path!

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The Case of General Walker 

— Continued from last issue- 


In our last issue we dealt with the current leftist- 
liberal attack against the rising tide of conserva¬ 
tive, anti-communist sentiment throughout America, 
using the “right-wing extremist’’ smear. And in 
this connection we published the first half of an 
article on “The Case of General Walker,” giving 
the background of The Man, His Crime, and His 
Accusers. Following is the conclusion of this 
article. — Editor 

His Punishment: News stories accused Gen. Walker 
of “indoctrinating" his troops with John Birch Society 
materials. This, because' he-made available The Life of 
John Birch, an inspiring biography which makes no men¬ 
tion at all of the John Birch Society. The book was only 
one of many generally-accepted works made available 
to the men under Walker. 

When this charge against the General seemed to be 
falling through, new' protests were made. Wolker was 
“reported to have said" that Mrs. Roosevelt is "pink," 
and was "quoted as being of the opinion” that Ameri¬ 
ca’s TV and newspapers are greatly infiltrated. Such 
statements would seem to be nothing more than logical 
conclusions, but these vague accusations against Gen. 
Walker were even further obscured by the. Overseas 
Weekly style of innuendo. 

Finally,on June 12, 1961, Secretary of the Army, Elvis 
J. Stahr, Jr., a recent Kennedy appointment, announced 
that Major-Gen. Walker was being officially admonished 
for having “made derogatory remarks" and for "partici¬ 
pating in controversial activities.’’ 

Following the admonishment, the General was removed 
from orders assigning him to head the VIII U-S. Army 
Corps in Texas. 

Meanwhile, on May 31, 1961, all members of the staff 
of the Special Warfare Office in the 24th Infantry Divi¬ 
sion in Germany were transferred to other duties and the 
Pro-Blue Program, left without any staff, was destroyed. 
On June 18, 1961, The New York Times quoted an un¬ 
named Pentagon civilian official as stating that he 
hoped "the extremists" in the Army would "get the 
message” from what had just happened to Gen. Walker 
and "use good judgment in what they say and do.” 

The Behind-the-Scenes Story 
The real story of the Walker Case has been suppressed 
by the press, radio and television in Ccnada. Follow¬ 
ing are essential points in the background story:

1) The attack on Gen. Walker is only part of a current 
world-wide “anti-anti-communist" offensive. This 
manoeuvre is being promoted behind the scenes by the 
Red apparatus, probably unbeknown to even President 
Kennedy, who, after all, acts on the advice of advisers 
and odvisers-to-advisers, 

The U.S. Senate Internal Security Subcommittee last 
August 27th released a report containing testimony by 
the renowned expert on Communist tactics and psycho¬ 
logical warfore, Edward Hunter, in which he shows that 
the drive against anti-communism efforts originated in 
Moscow on December 5. 1960, with the Communist Party 
Manifesto, which was signed by representatives of 81 
Communist Parties. The Subcommittee hearing is en¬ 
titled 'The New Drive Against The Anti-Communist 
Program,’ and is dated July 11, 1961. 

\/~ The U.S. Communist mouthpiece, The Worker, in its 
June 4, 1961, issue carried an article flagrantly attack¬ 
ing top U.S. military leadership. Among those named 
were Lt.-Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, Admiral Arleigh Burke 
and Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, as well os William C. Sul¬ 
liv an of the FBI and Lyman B. Kirkpatrick, Jr., of CIA. 

The Establishment was already operating on General 
Walker. 

Subsequent issues of The Worker stepped up the tempo 
of the campoign to discredit and smear anti-communists. 
In one article the official line of the Communist Party 
USA, as laid down by its secretary-general Gus Hall, is 
discussed in detail. In essense, it is that a united front 
— into which the Kennedy Administration must be 
brought —must be forged against the anti-communist 
movement, which is pictured as being the gravest dan¬ 
ger to the communists. 

After these initial articles in The Worker, the campaign 
was taken up in such publications as The New York 
Times, The Washington Post, The Reporter, The Bul¬ 
letin of Atomic Scientists, and, of course, practically 
the full range of press, radio and TV in Canada. 

2) This anti-antf-communisf campaign soon found ex¬ 
pression in a memorandum sent to the US Defense De¬ 
partment by liberal Senator William J. Fullbright. The 
memorandum expressed the alarming view that rather 
than needing to be alerted to the cold war menace, the 
American people need to be restrained in their desire 
"to hit the communists with everything we’ve got, par¬ 
ticularly if there are more Cubas and Looses." 

The memorandum made several significant recommen¬ 
dations. First, it would repeal or modify the 1958 Na¬ 
tional Security Council directive which authorized the 
militory onti-communist seminars. Second, it would in¬ 
crease censorship of militory speeches. Third, it would 
transfer the National War College from military to civi- 



1 ian control. Fourth, it would put even unit-level troop 
information and education training under civilian con¬ 
trol. Fifth, it would require graduate studies in the lib¬ 
eral arts ot universities — perhaps at Harvard to give 
ranking officers o more liberal outlook — as a prerequi¬ 
site for promotion.' 

3) Defense Secretary Robert McNamara complied with 
the Fulbright memorandum by issuing a muzzling order 
to military personnel. The question of the real author of 
the memorandum was never raisedi (It will be recalled 
that, offer the death of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, Sen. 
Flanders admitted that his Senate speech calling for 
censure of McCarthy had actually been prepared for him 
by the left-wing Committee for an Effective Congress.) 

The extent of the muzzling of military personnel is ap¬ 
parent when we note that today such anti-communist 
educational films as Operation Abolition and Commu¬ 
nism on the Map, formerly' used in military training, 
are banned. Also, incredible as it may seem, “higher 
authority" in recent months has applied this censorship 
policy by deleting, amongst others, the following ex¬ 
pressions from proposed speeches by military officers: 
“Communist conspiracy directed toward absolute domin¬ 
ation of the world,” “Soviet infiltration menacing this 
nation and extending throughout the for corners of the 
globe,” “The steady advance of communism,” “The 
communist challenge,” “Insidious ideology of world 
communism," “Nothing has happened to indicate that 
the goals of international communism hove changed,” 
“Today in the foce of the world-wide threat of interna¬ 
tional communism.” 

Just what effect will this anti-anti-communist 
policy have on America’s military defence? 

US Senator Strom Thurmond of the Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee, says that this campaign "is imperiling the sur¬ 
vival of the United States and the entire free world.” 

Admiral Arleigh A. Burke, former Chief of Naval Oper¬ 
ations for the U.S., in an interview in II.S. News & 
World Report (Aug. 21) said: 

The security of the United States is 
the business of military people. They 
think about that a great deal. Now, 
what constitutes “security’? 

One of the things—the most impor¬ 
tant thing—that creates security of a 
country is what’s in the heart of a peo¬ 
ple of a country. What do you believe? 

What will you stand for? What will you 
do if you are pushed? Will you stand 
alone or will you succumb? 

A few years ago—well, in the Korean 
War—we came to the full realization, 

I think, in the military services, that 
many of our recruits didn’t stand for any¬ 
thing. They had no strong principles. 

We found out, too, that those people 
who really believed in their religion, 
whatever their religion was—who be¬ 
lieved in their country, who believed in 
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their community—were not easily brain¬ 
washed. They didn't easily succumb to 
the Communist pressures. 

But those people who didn’t have 
much of a religion, who didn’t believe 
much in it—who didn't believe in pa¬ 
triotism, who didn’t believe much in 
their communities, who had no stand¬ 
ards—could easily be shaken; and they 
would accept anything for a temporary 
expedient to get a cigarette. And we’ve 
had people who sold their shipmates for 
a cigarette. People have died for the 
temporary pleasure of a man. ’ 

And then we came, to realize that 
there is a great- deal that has been lack¬ 
ing in this country recently—and that’s' -, 
motivation. And the people who are 
coining into onr service didn’t have'it as 
much as they should. They wanted to 
have it, hut they didn’t have it. 

Edward Hunter, the psychological* warfare expert al¬ 
ready quoted, told a U.S. Senate Committee on July IT: 

”A quick, Red operation is being attempted, like that 
of a sleight-of-hand artist, to push this Administration, 
the press and public into a trap that would eliminate 
the anti-Communist program in the United States.- 

“In this modern world of mind warfare that is being 
waged. against us, it is impossible to remain static. If 
were not allowed to train and alert people against Com¬ 
munism, they will be softened up to be victims of it... 

“Let the Red anti-anti-Communist drive attain its im¬ 
mediate objective, and we will make sure its long-range 
objective will be attainable, too. This will be the men¬ 
tal arid moral disarmament of our people, in and out of 
military service. 

“Suppression of the anti-Communist training 
and alertness program is to mind warfare what 
our one-sided disarmament would be in the 
weapons field. We would have no alternative 
to surrender, to the fulfillment of the creeping 
defeatism best characterized by the horrible 
slogan, ‘Better Red Than Dead.’ “ 

With 34 years of service, General Walker could have 
retired ond drawn a lifetime pension of more than $1,000 
a month. He would still have been subject to Washing¬ 
ton ’discipline’ and censorship. Although a man of 
modest means. General Walker has chosen to resign his 
commission and forfeit his pension in order to retain his 
freedom and his principles. 

Is this the end, or just the beginning, of the Walker 
Story? Is the General more in harmony with the rising 
anger and spirit of the American people than Washing¬ 
ton is? If he is, then the foregoing is but a prologue to- 
o thrilling story — The Fight For America.

The pecylo who have been listening to.our broadcasts' over XERF nnd vho were tuned in 
to XERF on Monday evening, February 5 th, know that The Winrod Ilnur was r.rt aired on 
that evening. And those vho have been listening, alon niosed our broadcasts la6t 
Monday evening, February 12 th,and also last night, February 13 th. We have barely 
been able financially to keep these broadcasts on the air. But our radio bills are 
paid. So that is net the reason why The Winrod Hour has not been aired over XERF. 

There is another reason. I ora writing this letter no that you may know. 

Nearly n year ago our broadcasts were put off XERB and XEG, and were denied by XELO 
and XEMO, the powerful Mexican border radio stations.

Nino months ago we begun broadcasting on XERF, the 250,000 watt transmitter located 
at Ciudad Acuna, Mexico, Just across the border from Del Rio, ’Texas. The Vinrcd 
Hour has been aired on this station during the. pant nine months at least five days 
a week. 

Last August the Jewish B’nai B’rith of Mexico City wrote a letter to the owners of 
XERF, complaining about our broadcasts, ’’ - 

It is evident that on this side of the Rio Grande River the Jews hod appointed one 
of their antichrists by the name of M.M. Lazorre (a Jew) from McAllen, Texas to 
represent their cause in a campaign of horrasement and vilification to get our
